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THEY CALL ALTGELD AN ALIEN 


HI8 RIGHT TO THE GOVERNOR- 
SHIP OF ILLINOIS QUESTIONED. 





No Record, It Is Said, to Establish that 
He Is a Citizen of the United States— 
It is Alleged, Too, that He Is a So- 
cialist, Sympathizing Somewhat with 
the Views of the Men He Pardoned— 
Unenviable Career as a Man, Judge, 
and Politician. 


CuHicaGo, June 28.—Nobody in the coun- 
try atthe present time is in as unenviable 
&® position as Gov. John P. Altgeld of Illi- 
nois. His action in pardoning the Anarch- 
‘ists has aroused the most bitter feeling 
‘against him, and his whole record is being 
investigated with a view of making it un- 
comfortable for himif he continues to cater 
to the disorderly classes of society. 

Even his citizenship is questioned, and 
it must follow, it is said, if it is proved 
that he is not a citizen, that his acts as 
Governor are illegal. 

Gov. Altgeld bases his claim to citizen- 
sh-p on thesimple statement that his father 
was naturalized while the son was a minor 
ehild. The question arises: Was his father 
naturalized, and when and where? 

It is also alleged that Gov. Altgeld is a 
Socialist. He has secured a strong follow- 
ing among the laboring classes because it 
is believed among them that he is a Social- 
ist. The Governor's written declarations 
do not stamp him as an advanced advocate 
of State Socialism. He leans that way, but 
his own real estate holdings are too large 
to admit of his wishing to divide with 
those who work hard for their livings. 

What is most noticeable about Altgeld’s 
focialism is the policy of the man himself. 
He has allowed the belief that he is a 
Socialist to grow so that he might cement 
the ties which bind the laboring classes to 
him. His pardon of the Anarchists is in 
line with this policy. 

He is too selfish to be a Socialist in fact, 
although he might be one in theory. His 

writings, however, indicate that he favors 
an individual freedom of action, not 
necessarily, according to himeelf, in defi- 
ance of law. It is doubtful, however, if 
his theories could be carried into practice 
without the subversion of the law. 

It is Altgeld’s un-Amerieanism which 
unfits him for the office which he holds, or 
even for citizenship. He cannot forget 
that he is of foreign birth, and foreign 
ideas are at all times dominant in his mind. 

He looks upon America as a place in 
which to make money, notas a place in 
which to make a home and surround it 
with such precautions as will insure peace 
and happiness. 

It is probable that the Governor would 
have developed into an out-and-out An- 
archist if his lucky real estate speculations 
had not turned the course of his natural 
tendencies. 

John P. Altgeld was born in Prussia in 


1848 and came to this country with- his } 


parents when a boy, his father settling on 
a farm near Mansfield, Ohio. ' 

When did the Governor’s father take out 
his naturalization papers? 

There is nothing in the record to show 
when and where the father of Gov. Altgeld 
was naturalized or by what act of Congress 
the Governor was made a citizen. Only 
the simple statement is made that he is a 
citizen of the United States by virtue of an 
indefinite act of Congress. 

In the case of Gov. Boyd of Nebraska the 
courts decided that his claim to citizenship 
on the ground that his father was natural- 
ized while he was a minor did not hold 
good, and so decided against him on that 
point. The only thing that saved Gov. 
Boyd from boing ousted from office was 
that, being a resident of Nebraska when it 
was yet a Territory and at the time of its 
admittance into the Union asa State, he 
thereby became a citizen by virtue of the 
law which provides that every resident 
of a Territory at the time of its admittance 
is made a citizen. 

Many lawyers are of the opinion that the 
famous Gov. Boyd case of Nebraska is to 
. be re-enacted in Illinois, with John P. Alt- 

geld as the principal actor, and that when 

- the case is decided it will not be in his 
favor. 

Gov. Altgeld’s career is an interesting 

‘study. Afterhe came to this country he 


went to the public schools and later 
studied law, and was admitted to the bar 
twenty years ago. 

In 1884 he was the Democratic nominee 
for Congress from the Fourth Illinois Dis- 
: trict, but was defeated by George E. 

Adams, In September, 1886, he was nom- 
inated for a of the Superior Court, 
aud was dlected the following November. 
holding his position on the bench until 
July 2, 1892, when he resigned to look 
after his private interests. 

He accumulated much property in Lake 
View, which grew in value when the boom 
in North Shore property came, and he also 
holds much valuable property in the busi- 

_ ness mg > of this city. He grew rich by 
hoarding his money and investing luckily. 

He has never been known as a generous 

man. 

His interest in his fellowmen is very 
great, but he has confined it to seeking 
their votes and theorizing about economic 
and political questions. Up to the time he 
was nominated for Governor he could not 
secure the undivided support of his own 
\arty for any political office. He was 

snown to be treacherous, as he afterward 

proved himself to be. 

Democrats also remembered the part he 
played inthe municipal contest of 1889, 
when he advocated the election of 3 Ger- 
man Know-Nothing in opposition to the 
peewee Democratic nominee, the result 
being that a Republican was elected, al- 
though the rest of the Democratic ticket 
was elected by 12,000 majority. 

Gov. Altgeld’s criticism of Judge Gar 
was particularly uncivil as well as impol- 
itic, because Judge Gary sat in a case in 

which Gov. Altgeld cut a are figure. In 
1888, when Mr. Altgeld was a Judge of the 
Superior Court, he recovered a judgment 
for $26,000 against the city for alleged 
damage to certain property by the building 
of the Jackson Street bridge. The fact 
was made apparent that he acquired pos- 
session of the property nearly six months 
after the construction of the bridge began. 

During the trial he appeared as his own 
attorney, although he wasa Judge of the 
Superior Court. He so conducted himself 
that the Judge of “the Circuit Court in 
which the case was being tried fined him 
$100 for contempt. . 

The judgment for $26,000 was rendered. 
It was later appeal to the appellate 
court, of which Judge Gary, who sat in 
the Anarchist case, was a member, Inthe 
appellate court this petomens Wus re- 
versed. Afterward, it is said, Judge Alt- 

eld secured a judgment for $6,0001

the evidence showed that he made the pur-

After the final decision in this case 
Judge Altgeld wrote Judge Gary a most 
bitter letter, taking him to account for the 
conduct and decision of the case. 

Another thing which Democrats remem- 
ber now when their ire is stirred up is 
Gov. Altgeld’s treachery to Gen. Palmer 
when the latter was a candidate for 
United States Senator. The story of Alt- 
geld’s treachery was told by Representa- 
tive CockrelJ, one of the three third-party 
men holding the balance of power during 
the contest. 

Mr. Cockrell said he was approached by 
two agents of Altgeld’s, who labored with 
him to convince him that the latter, a So- 
cialistic Democrat, was a sort of independ- 
ent like himself and more fully represented 
the views of organized labor than any 
other man in the State. Altgeld’s emis- 
saries thought that the best plan to secure 
the nomination of their master was for the 
independents to vote for him without hold- 
ing a caucus, as if his name occurred to 
them spontaneously. d 

Altgeld promised if this was done to 
bring around the 101 Democrats to vote 
with the independents. 

The contest, as is well known, resulted 
in victory for Gen. Palmer only by holding 
the lines of the 101 intact, and forcing the 
independents to vote for him. A few days 
wt Gen. Palmer’s election Mr. Altgeld 
said: 

“J was anxious, as all good Democrats 
were, to see Gen. Palmer elected, for we 
all feel that if we could not elect him it 
would be impossible to elect any other 
Democrat.” 

It is peereetiog to know in this connec- 
tion that Gov. Altgeld is a candidate for 
United States Senator to succeed Senato1 
Cullom, 

Mr. Altgeld’s opinions while he was Judge 
of the Superior Court were meveeeny criti- 
cised, not only by lawyers, but by Judges 
of higher courts to which cases originating 
in his court were appealed. In reversin 
and remanding the case of the Nationa 
Union Building Association against Bremer, 
Judge Gary said: 

“The rules of law cannot be departed 
from to administer fireside equity in land 
cases,” 

This case was the one which moved a 
lawyer to say that Altgeld could not be ac- 
cused of prejudice in favor of the poor man 
and against corporations. 

Judge Moran also reversed one of Judge 
Altgeld’s decisions which was rendered for 
a railroad company by a jury on instruc- 
tions from Altgeld. If the same law which 
Altgeld applied in this case reversed by 
Judge Moran had been applied in the one 
in which he sought to get $26,000 from 
the city he would have had no standing in 
court whatever. 

Judge Moran, in reversing another de- 
cision of Judge Altgeld’s court, which also 
favored a railroad corporation, made the 
distinct charge that the instructions to the 
jury, telling them to render a decision for 
the railroad, were misleading. The impli- 
cation was that it was purposely mislead- 
ing.

All these agents 
of capital are scoundrels, and you can ex- 
pect nothing else of them. _¢ 

“There is that crank Recorder Smyth, 
who serfas a man to State prison for six 


years for stealing an umbrella. What can 
you expect of stich a man, eh? 

“And as for Mr. Niccoll, he isa young 
man who wants to go ahead and ahead 
and see himself quoted in the newspapers, 
and make political — and get a nomi- 
nation for Judge or Mayor, or maybe Gov- 
ernor. That is what he’s after, isn’t it?” 

r. Most had stopped in the midst of 
writing a red-hot editorial for the fre:heit, 
that bugle call of Anarchism, through 
which he declared yesterday that the par- 
don of the *‘ Chicago brothers had strength- 
ened the hands of all Anarchists.” 

Mr. Most is to be the principal speaker at 
a grand Anarchistic demonstration and 
mass meeting to celebrate the release of 
the Anarchists which will be held, barring 
police interference, at the Windsor Theatre 
on Friday evening, July 7. He is working 
himself up into a fine frenzy for the occa- 
sion and expects to excel all his previous 
oratorical ettorts, not excepting that which 
resulted in his being sent, once upon a 
time, | the “agents of capital” to Black- 
well’s Island on charges of inciting to re- 
bellion, riot, and murder. 

At Blackwell’s Island great indignities, 
it was said, were heaped upon this teacher 
who would bring to one level all kinds of 
men by the simple nse of dynamite.

The surplus will be used 
to carry on Anarchist propaganda. 


GONE WITH BORROWED MONEY. 


Druggist Caspray Spent His Money in 
High Living—Creditors Anxious. 





Superintendent Byrnes will be asked this 
morning to concentrate his energies for a 
short time upon the task of tinding Johan- 
nes Caspray. Caspray is a tall, dark, hand- 
some German, thirty years of age, who dis- 
appeared two weeks ago, leaving a number 
of creditors behind. 

He arrived in this city from Kénigsberg 
two years ago and obtained employment in 
Dr. Charles T. Mayer's drug store at 515 
Eighth Avenue, at$5a week. He was such 
an industriousand intelligent clerk that his 
employer soon gave him a more responsible 
position ona larger salary. Caspary told 
his friends that his father was a professor 
of botany in Kénigsberg. 

Abouta year ago Caspary received $2,500 
from his father, and while it lasted he en- 
joyed himself. He took his friends upon 
fishing excursions, gave them little picnics, 
and bought champagne. When his money 
was nearly gone Caspray paid all his debts 
and returned to Dr. Mayer's store as a 
clerk. He spent most of his time at a 
saloon at 580 Eighth Avenue, kept by 
Henry Speer, from whom he borrowed 
money, until the total was $3,500. He also 
borrowed $450 from Dr. Mayer. 

Two weeks ago Dr. Mayer was informed 
by Mrs. Janet Witkoski of 306 West Forty- 
eighth Street, where Caspary had a room, 
that the young man had disappeared. 

Dr. —— was disposed to laugh at the 
matter when a reporter for THE NEW-YORK 
Times saw him last night, but Saloon 
Keeper Speer’s face wore a look of profound 
alarm, and no amount of persuasion would 
induce him to talk about the matter. Mrs

SURVEYOR LYON IS DEFIANT 


THROWS DOWN THE GAUNTLET 
TO SECRETARY CARLISLE, 





Will Not, He Says, Recognize the Cus- 
toms Service Investigating Committee, 
nor Obey Mr. Carlisle’s Order to Fur- 
nish It with Data for the Examination 
of His Office — The Secretary of the 
Treasury, He Declares, Had No Power 
to Appoint It—Insults to the Members. 


Surveyor Lyon wrote a letter to Secre- 
tary Carlisle yesterday which promises to 
bring the Surveyor into as much promi- 
nence with reference to the work of the 
committee now investigating the customs 
service at this port as was held by Ap- 
praiser Cooper when the committee began 
its work. 

The letter to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was in reply to an order from Secretary 
Carlisle directing Mr. Lyon to submit to 
the investigating committee all data that 
the committee might require for an exam- 
ination of the afiairs of the Surveyor’s 
office. 

In effect Mr. Lyon refused to obey this 
order, and bade defiance to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, after having already in- 
formed the committee that he did not 
recognize its authority. 

It was about ten days ago that the com- 
mittee got ready to lay out 2 plan for in- 
vestigating the Surveyors department. 
Ex-Secretary Charles S. Fairchild, the 
Chairman of the committee, then addressed 
a note to Surveyor Lyon, asking him to 
furnish the names of clerks in his depart- 
ment in tabular form, and such other infor- 
mation as would enable the committee to 
learn what duties the various persons em- 
ployed in that department performed and 
generally to acquaint the committee with 
the operations of the Surveyor’s office. 

Mr. Lyon at once took ao lofty attitude 
in respect to the committee, and in reply 
to Mr. Fairchild he said that he had re- 
ceived no official notice of investigation, 
and until he should receive such notice he 
did not care to bother himself about any- 
thing which the committee might desire, 

A letter from Mr. Fairchild on behalf of 
the committee was immediately sent to 
Secretary Carlisle, and after a few days 
Secretary Carlisle wrote to Mr. Lyon di- 
recting him to furnish the committee with 
whatever information it might demand. 

The Secretary’s letter to the Surveyor 
was received Tuesday. Mr. Lyon had been 
expecting some such order and had pre- 
pared himself for it. The result of his 
preparation appeared in the reply to Secre- 
tary Carlisle, which was forwarded to 
Washington by yesterday’s mail. 

This committee of investigatiog» Sur- 
veyor Lyon wrote to his superior ve Bing by 


whom the committee bad been appointed, 
had no right to exist under the law;; its 7 
pointment had been entirely unauthorized. 

As a Presidential officer accountable for 
his official conduct only to the President, 
the Surveyor insisted that he was not 
called upon to submit to the questioning of 
anybody upon any subject in respect to the 
investigation of his department unless his 
questioners were sworn officials, regularly 
employed by the Government and properly 
detailed for that purpose. 

The Surveyor’s letter went into the stat- 
utes in great detail. He quoted the civil 
service law at length to show that the 
present committee could not have been ap- 
pointed or authorized under any such law, 
and he elaborated other statutes to sustain 
his position that a committee of this kind 
could not be employed for any department 
or bureau except by special order of Con- 
gress for the purpose of securing informa- 
tion to be submitted at the next succeed- 
ing session of Congress, or unless it should 
be necessary through such a committee to 
carry into effect some object for which a 
specific appropriation had been made, 

The Surveyor then proceeded to show 
who might be anthorized to conduct in- 
vestigations for the Treasury Department, 
but he failed to find in the law the slight- 
est authority for a lay committee acting 
under appointment from the Treasury De- 
partment in a recess of Congress. 

Snch a committees, he said, had no right 
under the law to administer an oath orto 
compel the attendance of witnesses to 
testify or depose at an investigation. 

There was only one law, the Surveyor 
concluded, under which a lay committee 
might be authorized to act. That was the 
law providing for what is known as a 
“fraud roll” for the employment by the 
Secretary of the Treasury of detectives, 
informers, and spies. 

Mr. Lyon quoted frem the Sundry Civil 
bill of 1879 to show where this law might 
be found. It authorizes the Secretary of 
the Treasury to expend out of the appro- 
noe for defraying the expenses of col- 

ecting the revenue from customs such 

amounts as he may deem necessary, not ex- 
ceeding $100,000 per year, for the detec- 
tion and prevention of frauds upon the 
revenue. 

Mr. Lyon did not hesitate to emphasize 
his opinion that if Secretary Carlisle could 
at all justify the appointment of the in- 
vestigation committee. it must be done 
under the law which authorized him to ex- 
pend $100,000 per year for detectives, in- 
formers, and spies. 

The Surveyor seemed to take special de- 
light in gloating over this section of the 
law, as if he was determined that both the 
Secretary of the Treasury and the mem- 
bers of the committee should understand 
that he could recognize the committee only 
in the capacity indicated by the section of 
_ law which he employed to designate 
them. 

He intimated very clearly in the letter 
that if the committee was to be classed as 
informers, detectives, and spies, he was not 
ready to submit the records of his depart- 
ment to their inspection, because, as a 
sworn officer of the Government, as he ex- 
pressed it, he would be violating his oath 
as well as the duties of his office if he were 
to yield to the demands made upon him. 

The Surveyor thinks that he has ex- 
hausted the subject in this letter to Secre- 
tary Carlisle, and he is firmly of the opin- 
ion that nothing whatever can now induce 
him to submit the records of his department 
to the inspection of the committee, or in 
any way to aid the committee in the work 
it has been appointed to do. 





Diseased Cattle Killed. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., June 28.—Htate Inspector 
Dr. Cooper Curtice has visited Woodville, this 
county, where the Ayrshire herd of oattle be- 


longing to F. A. Converse has been suspected of 
being afflicted with tuberculosis. Dr. Curtice 
made the test with Koch’s tuberculin, and as a 
result seven of the animale were killed yester- 


ay. 

The post-mortem examinations showed one in 
an advanced state of tuberculosis, four in an in- 
cipient state, one doubtful, and one free from 
the disease. Two cows of the herd died this 
Spring that were more or less advanced with 
the disease. It is now believed that the re- 
mainder of the herd is entirely free from it.

AGAIN MR, STEVENS WITHDRAWS. 


Decides to Stand by His Claim—Col. Mc- 
Clellan Invites Him to Sue. 


Co). George B. McClellan, President of 
the Board of Aldermen, walked blithely 
into his office in the City Hall yesterday 
forenoon. His mind was free from trouble. 

On Tuesday John Austin Stevens,’ Jr., 
had withdrawn his claim for $2,000 for 
services in connection with the entertain- 
ment of the Duke of Veragua, which he 
had filed on Monday, together with a claim 
of his father for $357.10. 

This had taken a great weight off the 


Colonel’s mind, for he is Secretary of the 
Columbian Committee of One Hundred 
and in that capacity Mr. Stevens’s claim 
might annoy him. : 

So he was happy as he saluted Chief 
Clerk Blake and walked into the Presi- 
dent’s office. If he saw the forewarning of 
impending trouble in the expression of Mr. 
Blake’s face, he minded it not. but his 
dream of happiness was soon broken. 

By his desk stood no other than John 
Austin Stevens, Jr. 

“Good morning, said Mr. 
Stevens, calunly. 

** Good morning,” said the Colonel slowly 
recovering his breath. 

“About those claims,” said young Mr. 
Stevens. 

“Oh, yes,” said the Colonel, thinking 
that young Mr. Stevens had come to re- 
ceipt for his documents which had not 
been sent to him, because a receipt for them 
was wanted before they were sent. The 
Colonel had a typewritten receipt all pre- 
pared. He showed it to Mr. Stevens, who 
read it over, and then gave the Colonel 
another shock of astonishment by saying: 

“This is all a d—d mistake. I don’t 
know how it could have happened. I have 
not withdrawn my claim. You’ll help me 
out, Colonel, won’t you? You’ll help me 
out?” 

This withdrawal of young Mr. Stevens’s 
withdrawal annoyed the Colonel, and he 
said: 

No, I won’t help you out; you have no 
valid claim whatever.” 

**Oh, yes, I have,” said Mr. Stevens, “I 
was engaged by the Chamber of Commerce. 
I do not withdraw my claims. I know you 
will see me through.’ 

Then young Mr. Stevens made his exit 
quickly. 

Here is the way Col. McClellan helped 
him out. He had all young Mr. Stevens’s 
documents packed up and shipped to him. 
He dictated a letter to him in which he re- 
fused to receive the claims as Secretary of 
the Entertainment Committee and suggest- 
ed that if Mr. Stevens had any claims 
against the city he had better tile them 
with Controller Myers in the usual way 
and bring suit. 

It is worth mentioning that the claimant 
wasnot in the same agitated frame of mind 
yesterday‘as he was on Monday. There 
is no telling but that he will “ withdraw” 
again to-day. 


MAY GET RAPID TRANSIT YET. 


Now It Looks as If the Manhattan Company 
Was Nearly Ready for Business.

It is understood down town that the 
Manhattan Railway Company will soon 
come to terms with the Rapid-Transit Com- 
missioners. 

The counsel for the company sent to the 
office of the commission yesterday after- 
noon for all the resolutions that had been 
adopted since January, when the company 
first made application to the Rapid-Transit 
Commissioners and submitted a plan of ex- 
tension. These papers were delivered to 
Julien T. Davies, who had applied for 


them. 

In the afternoon Russell Sage, who has 
held out all along against negotiations by 
the Commissioners, said be thought the 
prospects of some sort of an agreement be- 
tween the company and the Commissioners 
were improving. He did not indicate 
which of the plans suggested by the Com- 
missioners might be accepted by the com- 
pany, but it seemed to him quite likely 
that now that the Commissioners and com- 
pany understood each other they would be 
able to come to some terms mutually satis- 
factory. 

The impression at the office of the com- 
pany was that the Directors would submit 
a counter proposition asking for terms 
easier than those already proposed and bas- 
ing the request upon the prevailing con- 
ditions of financial stringency. The fact 
that $20,000,000 or more must be provided 
to build the extensions is rather a hard one 
to argue about just now, except by those 
who may wish to insist upon lenient terms 
in getting ready for any such —— 

Although nothing has been said about 
what the Manhattan Directors did at Mon- 
day’s meeting, it was taken for granted 
yesterday that they would not have au- 
thorized the counsel of the company to 
apply for plans and resolutions unless the 
felt that they were about ready to do busi- 
ness. 

A brief report of their action was cabled 
to Mr. Govld, who was in Europe, and it 
was assumed yesterday that he must have 
replied that what they proposed in their 
eabie dispatch met his approval and he 
was willing to go ahead and complete ne- 
gotiations upon that basis. 

The Manhattan Directors did not inform 
the Rapid-Transit Commissioners of what 
they had done, and no call for another 
meeting of the Commissioners has yet been 
issued.

PURGING THE PENSION ROLL. 


Lists of Unworthy Recipients of the Na- 
tion’s Bounty Being Made Up. 





WASHINGTON, June 28.—A paragraph is 
going out to-night to the effect that Secre- 
tary Hoke Smith has been presented with 
a list of pensioners whose names have been 
found by Commissioner Lochren to be on 
the list without sufficient reason for issu- 
ing pensions to them. 

Soon after THE NEW-YORK TIMES pub- 
lished the chapter containing the names of 
many persons who were believed to be 
fraudulent pensioners, Mr. Lochren de- 
clared that he would look into the subject, 


and if he found that the persons referred 
to or any others were improperly or ille- 
gally on the list, he would have them re- 
jected. To-night Commissioner Lochren 
said that he did not know of any list such 
as that described, and that he had not yet 
had opportunity to look into the the com- 
plaints and determine what should be done 
about them. e 

Still, the authority for the story sent out 
seems to be good, and there appears to be 
no doubt that a list of unworthy pension- 
ers, each case being signed by Commis- 
sioner Lochren, was to-day offered to Sec- 
retary Smith, and that they were of the 
character described. Similar lists are 
being made up from day to day. and itis 
possible that these are casesthat have been 
rejected upon the examination of Pension 
Office employes under Commissioner Loch- 
ren, and that he has only affixed his signa- 
ture to them upon the assurance of the offi- 
cer under whose care they were prepared. 

In the list published to-day eleven were 
deserters at large, as appears from the rec- 
ords of the War Department. A number 
did notserve the required ninety days; 
others, drawing widows’ pensions, had re- 
married; one had never been in the army 
or naval service. Several were drawing

A TRAIN ROBBER OAPTURED. 


But a Brave Fireman Refused to Surrender 
and Was Shot Dead. 


San ANTONIO, Texas, June 28.—The bold- 
est attempt at train robbery that ever oc- 
curred in Texas was made this afternoon 
about 2:30 o’clock near the little village of 
Brackenridge, in Wilson County, thirty-five 
milessouth ofthe city. Thetrain was the San 
Antonio and Aransas Pass passenger, No. 3, 
which left here at 1:20 P.M. The affair 
resulted in the killing of F. F. Martin, the 
fireman, and the capture of one of the rob- 
bers, who gives his name as J. D. May, a 
cowboy. 

The train was in charge of Conductor 
Edward Steel of San Antonio, Engineer 
Mike Tierney of San Antonio, and Fire- 
man F. F. Martin of San Antonio. It con- 
sisted of three day coaches, express car, 
and combination baggage and mail car. 

At Brackenridge the train stopped to 
take water, and as she pulled out.three 
men boarded the blind baggage car but 
were 80 guarded in their movements that 
they were not seen by the train crew. The 
engineer pulled out at a speed of about fif- 
teen miles an hour, and had just entered a 
sharp curve a few hundred yards from the 
tank when the robber May climbed up on 
the tender, and with a revolver in each 
hand pointed the guns down upon Engineer 
Tierney and Fireman Martin. 

“Throw up your hands, —~ —~— you,” 
said the robber to the men. This remark 
was the first intimation that Tierney or 
Martin had that a robber was on board. 
Tierney threw up his hands, but Martin 
made a move as though he was 
about to secure a pistol _ a@ box 
under his seat. The robber began pouring 
lead into Martin, and emptied one six- 
shooter into his body, keeping Tierney 
covered all the time with the other pistol. 
Martin fell dead, and his body rolled out 
of the gangway of the engine on to the 
track, where it was run over by the 
wheels and mujilated. 

The other two train robbers, when they 
saw the dead body fall out of the cab, 
jumped from their positions on the bag- 
gage car platform and ran for the brush. 

‘here were twelve passengers on the 
train and each was armed with a six- 
shooter. When they heard the tiring they 
rushed upon the platforms, and as the two 
robbers rushed into the brush a volley was 
tired after them. 

The robber May, who killed the fireman, 
seeing that he had been deserted, made a 
last desperate effort at capturing the train 
single-handed. my em into the cab and 
ordered Engineer Tierney torun the train 
across Indian River Bridge. The engineer 
instead of complying put on the air-brakes 
and the train came to a standstill. 

The robber then grasped the throttle and 
threw it wide open, but the train would 
not make any headway, and, after a part- 
ing shot at the engineer, he jumped from 
the engine and started up the track ona 
hard run. 

Conductor E. Steel rushed up to the en- 
gine, and, with a six-shooter in hand, he 
jumped into the cab, and, cutting loose 
from the train, started, with Messenger 
Butler and Engineer Tierney, in pursuit 
of the fleeing robber. The throttle was 
- wide open, and the light engine 

eaped along the track, gaining every mo- 
ment on the robber, who turned and fired 
at his pursuers as he ran. 

Finding that he could not reach the 
bridge over the river, where his rifle and 
companions were awaiting him, the robber 
left the track just as the engine was al- 
most upon him. The engine was brought 
to a standstill, and Conductor Steel 
started after the robber single handed. He 
chased him into the brush, firing at him as 
he went. Three robbers at the bridge, 
with Winchesters, commenced firing at the 
conductor, and their volleys were returned 
by the engineer and messenger. 

Conductor Steel overhauled the robber 
he was after in the brush and disarmed 
him of two pistols. The robbers at the 
bridge then disappeared, leaving the Win- 
chesters behind. 

The United States Marshal and deputies 
went down from here on aspecial train 
and are in pursuit of the robbers. J. D. 
May, the man who was captured, refused 
to make any statement further than to say 
that it was the intention of the band 
to rob the express car and passengers. He 
was taken to Brackenridge for safe keep- 
ing, as threats were made by railroad men 
that he would be lynched if brought here. 

Martin, the fireman, who was killed, was 
unmarried. Conductor Steel will receive 
$1,000 standing reward from the State for 
the capture of a train robber.

MINE OWNERS ARE ALARMED 





A PROPOSITION TO SUSPEND PRO 
DUOTION OF SILVER. 





OPERATORS 10 MEET IN CONFERENCE 





The Immediate Repeal of the Shermai 
Act to be Demanded. 





A DRAG ON THE SILVER MARKET. 





An Important Consultation of Silver Pro- 

ducers to be Held in Denver To-night— 
Must Accept a Big Reduction 
Will Close 


Miners 


in Wages, or all Mines 


Until the Market Improves—The Free 
Coinage Cry Heard in Washington, bat 
Growing Weaker. 


DENVER, Col., June 28.—A very impor. 
tant conference will be held in this city to. 
morrow afternoon. It will be attended by 
representatives of the owners of all the 
more important mines in this State, in 
Montana, in Nevada, and in Utah, some of 
whom are now on their way from the East. 

The chief object of the conference will 
be to agree upon the closing down of the 
silver mines and the immediate and sub- 
stantially complete suspension of produc- 
tion. Actionin this direction has already 
been taken in a number of instances with- 
out concert. The Diamond Mine in Eureka, 
Nev.; the Daly-West, Park City, and 
Jordan and Galena mines in Utah have 
closed. Other Utah mines—Sampson and 
Yosemite, at Bingham; Bullion, Brick, and 
Champion, at Tinti; Caroline, at Eureka, 
and the Crescent and the Anchor, at Park 
City—will, it is announced, be closed in any 
case in afew days. 

A very strong party of Eastern owners 
are in favor of immediate suspension, on 
the ground that it would be simply ruinous 
to go on with production under existing 
conditions, adding to the supply when the 
demand has been for the time being de- 
stroyed, and when the market has been 
utterly demoralized. But the policy of 
this party does not stop at this point. It 
will be urged thatthe silver mine owners, 
at the same time that they close down their 
mines, call upon President Cleveland to 
call Congress together promptly and rec- 
ommend the repeal of the Sherman act at 
the earliest possible moment. 

The capitalists who propose this bold 
and decisive action say thatitis absolute- 
ly essential to the rescue of their business 
from utter confusion and disaster. By the 
action of the Government of India in stap- 
ping the free coinage of silver the market 
for the metal has been practically wiped 
out. The purchases by the United ‘States 
Government are the only element of de- 
mand left, and the continuance of these is 
not merely uncertain, but is morally sure 
to cease within a few months. In these 
circumstances, the value of silver is deter- 
mined, not by any actual supply and de- 
mand, but by a sentiment in which dread 
of the unknown is the strongest force. 

These gentlemen are confident that the 
legitimate demand for silver, under natural 
conditions, freed from the perils of arbi- 
trary Governmental action in any direc- 
tion, will be found sufficient to create for 
ita wholesome and staple market. They 
will ask that this state of things be granted 
them as promptly as possible. They believe 
that the demand, if made by those most 
directly interested, will necessarily be 
granted. 

There are 14,000 silver miners in Colora- 
do and between four and five thousand 
men employed by the smelters. Denver is 
the heaviest smelting point, having three 
of the largest smelting plantsin the world, 
the Grant, the Globe, and the Argo works, 
These three plants treatan average of over 
1,000 tons of ore daily, and keep on 
hand reserves of ores amounting in 
value to about $4,000,000. Pueblo has 
three smelters, with a capacity of 
seven or cight hundred tons daily. Lead- 
ville has four smaller plants, with a capac- 
ity of five or six hundred tons yearly. 
Aspen, Durango, and Cafion City have one 


lant each. These smelters can be operated 

or two or three months on their reserve 
ores and contracts previous to the break in 
silver prices. Some of these contracts made 
with the heaviest shipping mines run three 
and six and twelve months. 

It is understood that at to-morrow’s 
meeting of the smelter and mine owners a 
proposition will be drafted to the miners 
and mine laborersof the State that they 
accept a reduction of 331g per cent. in 
wages until such time as the silver market 
is settled. The average wages paid miners 
is $3 per day, mine laborers $2 perday. If 
the miners do not agree to this temporary 
measure, then the heavy mine owners deé- 
clare they will be compelled to close down 
the properties. < 

The mine owners have no organization. 
The miners are closely banded together in 
unions, and it is not believed that they 
will agree to accept the reduction in wages. 

The Denver smelters, with nearly 4,000,- 
000 ounces of silverin ore on hand, find 
themselves $500,000eut of pocket by this 
week’s drop in silver from 83 cents to 69 
cents an ounce. The value of lead 
has also fallen off $10 per ton, and 
all of the ores on hand contain a large 
lead value. There are perhaps a dozen 
mines in Colorado which could work at a 

rofit with silver at 69 cents per ounce, 
But they could not keep the smelters sup- 
plied, and hence every mine property in 
the State might as well be closed. 

The smelters of Denver have issued or- 
ders to their agents not to purchase any 
more ore of any kind. Heretofore there 
has been great competition among smelter 
buyers, and the smallest mine owner could 
find a ready market for his product. The 
small mines will be the first ones affected. 


Butts, Mon., June 28.—The drop of sil- 
ver to 73 cents has caused consternation in 
this city among the mine owners and 
miners, ‘The sudden and radical jump was 


totally unexpected, and therefore those 
most interested are nonplused. 

The principal silver producers are the 
Alice, Moulton, Lexington, and Gagnon, 
and the managers of each, on being inter- 
viewed, say that anless there is an immedi- 
ate change for the better work will be sus- 
pended. With silver at 80 the mines 
were operated ut a small loss, but this was 
sustained, as it was thought to be cheaper 
to lose a little than to entail the greater 
expense of a shut-down, the presumption 
belag that the price would before long 
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: Nig the copper ores here carry much sil- 
ver, and how the copper mines will 
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- sifected is not known, as neither the Apa- 
conda nor Boston and Montana mmiiiagers 
are in the city. 





THE FREE-COINAGE CRY. 


Stil Heard in Washington, but Weaker— 
No Early Session Probable. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—The response 

_ that rolled into Washington yesterday and 
to-day to the news of the silver demoneti- 
zation by India was not loud, but it has 
been impressive. While there are a few 
men who still cry “ Free coinage,” and who 
will die with the protest in their mouths 
against the “erime” that has been perpe- 
trated against the “white metal,” the al 
most universal verdict is that silver has 
been disposed of for another long term, 
and that the cry for free coinage will prob- 
ably not again seriously interest the 
Blands and the Warners of this generation. 
Along with the news of the abandonment 
by India of silver came a renewed demand, 
stronger than ever, to the President for an 
immediate session of Congress. Some- 
how or other the business men of a large 
number of cities were inspired, upon the 
news of the fall of silver, to implore him 
to put an end to all uncertdinty in the 
country by convening Congress at once. 
The manner in which that requést has been 


accepted by some members of the Cabinet 
may be understood by the press dispatch 
‘which credits a Cabinet officér with the 
assertion that the bankers who are now 
asking for an immediate session are the 
men who have produced the stringency 
which makes a session now necessary. 

Every word that the President has 
spoken in response to the request for an 
earlier session leads to the conclusion that 
he will not ask for the convening of the 
two houses before Sept. 4. It might be the 
11th, but it does not look as if it would be 
_@arlier than the 4th... That will bring 
Congress together on geo as usual, 
and will bring on the Speakership fight 
about the third week in August. 

While Mr. Bland is heard, all the way 
from Missouri, asserting that the free-coin- 
age fight is not over, and that the sup- 
porters of the policy must fight harder 
than ever for it, the impression is here 
among men who have been bimetallists 
that there will not be any possibility of 
keeping the doubting men in company 
With Bland and his enthusiasts, but that 
the silver group will be limited to the 
straight-out free-coinage men. This will 
not bea large group, for not even silver 
men care to be shouting and voting for 
something that has been fully discredited 
in advance. Whatever ingenuity there 
may be in the next Congress must be ex- 
erted, itis evident, to the contrivance of 
some measure of financial legislation en- 
tirely disconnected with the idea of free 
soinage of silver. 


INDIAN BANK QUESTIONS, 


Compensation Is Asked—Technicality in 
Regard to Closing the Mints. 


Bombay, June 28.—The newspapers here 
generally approve of the action taken on 
the silver question, but express the hope 
that the Government will compensate the 
banks, the holdings of which are largely in 
silver. 

It is stated that the banks intend to 
raise a legal question as to whether a tele- 
graphic intimation of a change in the law 
is sufficient to change the law and to 
justify the mints in refusing the silver 
that was tendered to them on Monday last 

LONDON, June 28.—Mr. Gladstone gave 
a further reply in the House of Commons 
to-day to the question asked yesterday by 
Mr. Goschen as to the power of the 
Indian Government to coin rupees as 
the need arose. Mr. Gladstone said 
that doubtless the Indian mints would 
not be restricted to exchanging 
silver for gold.

SimMx~a, June 28,—Sir David Barbour, 
financial member of the Vice-Regal Coun- 
cil, said in an interview on the silver ques- 


tion to-day that, in his opinion, Ceylonand 
Mauritius would be compelled soon to fol- 
low the example of India and close their 
mints to the free coinage of silver. The 
effect of the change on the Chinese trade 
was causing much justifiable anxiety. It 
might be possible to ease the situation 
through the introduction of the gold stand- 
ard in the Chinese treaty ports, but in any 
event the bulk of about fourteen crores of 
rupees (140,000,000) would be thrown on 
China. That China’s foreign trade rela- 
tions would thus be disiurbed to an 
enormous extent was self-evident. 

Many silver mines must be closed, con- 
tinued Sir David. Eventually things would 
be righted by the decrease of the produc- 
tion of silver, but meantime there would 
be bad times in all countries using silver 
without having the gold standard. 


A Kansas Banker’s View. 


ToPEKA, Kan., June 28.—8. T. Howe, former- 
-ly State Treasurer and one of the leading finan- 
ciers of the West and Presidentof the Kansas 
National Bank of this city, said, in speaking of 
the present situation: 

“The fall in silver only hastens the result 
which has been probable ever since the opera- 
tions of the Sherman act have been appreciated, 
and that is the repeal of that act. There is no 
use disguising the fact that silver, as money, is 
discredited by nearly all the gréat nations of 
the world. The United States almost alone is 
endeavoring to maintain it upon an equality 
with gold, and it goes without saying it cannot 
do 80, for it is evident that it is further than 
ever from success in so doing. 

“To my mind the interests of the people re- 
quire imperatively that the Government shali 
atall times redeem all forms of our money of 
circulation in that metal which is the revog- 
nized monetary standard of the world, and that 
it will do sof donot fora moment doubt. In 
my judgment the Sherman act should be re- 
pe ed upop the assembling of Congress, and 

f the coinage of silver is continued, it should 
be upon the line of parity with gold.” 


Mexico’s Aid for Silver. 
Mexico, June 28.—The Government contem 
Plates placing an export duty on Mexican dol- 
lars in order to aid the silver market. 





Want the Speedway Wider Under Bridges. 


A project is on foot to widen Mayor Gilroy’s 
proposed Harlem River speedway at the points 
where it approaches and passes under Wasb- 
ington and High Bridges. At yesterday's 
mecting of the Park Board Mr. Dana explained 
how this could be done by taking from twenty 
to forty feet of the land under water. 

To do this the city must get the permission of 
the United States Government, for buikhead 
lines established be J the Government must be 
ehanged at the points where it is desirable to 
widen the proposed driveway. 

The plan of the driveway now provides for a 
forty-foout roadway under the Washington and 
High Bridges. If the consent of the Govern- 
ment can bé obtained to an extension of the 
bulkhead lines 40 feet into the river; the road- 
way at these points will be made 80 feet wide. 

The matter was referred to Engineer Kellogg, 
who will prepare maps which will be forwarded 
to Washington, together with the application 
for the extension of the bulkheads.

SILVER PLUNGES LOWER YET 





MARKET DEMORALIZED AND MINE 
OWNERS WAILING. 


Prices Were Thrown Into a Flurry as Soon 
as Early News from London Was Ke- 
ceived—Sales Reported as Low as 66 
Cents an Ounce—The Official Record of 
the Stock Exchange for the Lowest Sale, 
69 3-4—A Silver Mine’s Dividend Re- 
called. 


Silver took another downward plunge in 
the market yesterday. Early cables from 
London sent quotatione whirling, and for 
a time no one was able to make out at what 
price the white metal would sell. 

It was certain that there had been a de- 
cline in London, at the opening equivalent 
to 2 cents per ounce, and when the market 
opened here the highest bid was 70 cents, 
or 4 cents under the price paid by dealers 
for bullion at the close of business Tues- 
day. 

Dealings in the Exchange are in silver 
certificates based upon bullion deposits. 
At the opening the price asked for certifi- 
cates was 73 cents, and the bids did not 
jump imuch above 68, There were sales in 
the second hour, however, of 50,000 ounces 
at 73 cents, followed almost immediately 
by 10,000 at 71 cents. 

In the afternoon a sale of 50,000 ounces 
at 69 cents, thé buyer having three days in 
which to settle the contract, was followed 
by asale of 75,000 ounces in one lot and 
10,000 in another at 681, cents, the buyer 
again taking three days in which to settle 
his contract. 

Dealers in actual bullion, meanwhile, 
had been asking all sorts of prices, and do- 
ing very little. They had orders to fill, 
however, and there were certainly sales at 
69%, cents per ounce. Some of the dealers 
reported that they had been able to buy 
silver as low as 66 cents per ounce, and 
others reported that they had paid 67 
cents. The official record of the day will 
remain at 69% cents. Even at this price 
holders of silver felt that they had been 
very badly hit. Already the opinion of the 
Director of the Mint had been made good, 
that he would be able to buy silver for the 
Government at less than 70 cents an 
ounce, 

The prophecy had brought out from some 
of the mine owners a declaration that if 
the price went below 70 cents, he could not 
buy silver of them, because they would 
shut down their wines. The early demor- 
alization of the market yesterday brought 
again to the front these wailings of the 
mine owners. One mine which had already 
declared a dividend payable June 30, sent 
word over the tape that the dividend would 
be recalled and not paid, because, although 
it had been earned, the money set aside for 
this purpose would now be necessary to 
keep the mine from serious financial trou- 
ble. 

This mine has long been known as one of 
the best, and when the word moved 
through the Street that it had recalled its 
dividend thecrowds on the Exchanges who 
deal in mining shares were completely non- 
plused and were afraid to attempt to do 
any business. 

An instance of the dismay that has been 
brought about among mining dealers was 
furnished in the course of Ontario stock, 
which sold readily on both the Stock and 
Consolidated Exchanges a week ago at $17 
per saare. It suffered a drop of about $5 
per share immediately after Monday’s an- 
nouncement from India that free coinage 
for private account had been stopped. 


Dealings in the shares of this mine were 
very light Tuesday, the price varying from 
$10 to $12. 

Shares were offered at $12 at the a 
of the market yesterday. After a goo 
deal of dickering, some sules were effected 
at $10. This brought a flood of stock into 
the mining corner, and Ontario was freely 
offered at $9, and afterward at $7, by 
which time the bidding had dropped to $3 
pershare. The Ontario isa mine that has 
Soy something like $10,000,000 in divi- 

ends and has a capital of $15,000,000. 

The attack upon the prices of silver 
extended yesterday also to the shares of 
railway companies that derive a good part 
of their income from freights from the 
mines. Nearly all of the companies that 
penetrate the mining districts of the West 
were sufferers in yesterday’s market. The 
shares of one road alone, which is a very 
large carrier of ores and supplies, dropped 
five points, and both in the London market 
and in New-York there were general de- 
clines in properties of this character, and 
also in mining properties in which silver is 
a small component of the product. This 
was true especially of companies that mine 
lead and copper. 

dispatch reached Wall Street yester- 
day quoting State Inspector Hutchinson of 
Colorado, who said that every ounce of sil- 
ver mined in Colorado had cost more than 
$1, taking into account the sum spent in 
prospecting and developing. 

Mr. Hutchinson said there were not 
more than half a dozén mines in the State 
that could produce silver at 50 cents per 
ounce, and that the best-informed miners 
had figured thatin mines which have been 
ordinarily prosperous the cost of getting 
out silver and putting it upon the market 
ranged from 88 to 85 cents per ounce. 

Miners both in Utah and Colorado, he 
said, were convinced that if the silver 
mines had to shut down the production of 
gold, which is found in connection with 
silver, would be reduced so largely as to 
create a public demand for the reopenin 
of the silver mines for the sake of the gold 
which they contain. 

H. W. Rosenbaum is of the opinion that 
the action of the Indian Government does 
not imply that less silver will be bought 
for India than heretofore, but that fhe 
same quantity formerly absorbed will now 
be taken for the account of the Govern- 
ment just as silver in this country is 
bought by the United States Treasury. 

The arbitrary advancein the value of 
the rupee, in Mr. Rosenbaum’s opinion, 
brings about acondition which would be 
paralleled in this country if the authori- 
ties at Washington were to announce that 
they would give $25 for a double eagle. 

“Tt seems to me,” said Mr. Rosenbaum, 
‘‘that England and India have adopted a 
somewhat modified Bland bill at a differ- 
ent ratio from ours, but leaving much to 
the discretion ef the Government. If my 
oe is worth anything, this is a step in 
the direction of bimetallism.” 

Richard Lacey, who is engaged in the 
Indian trade, said: “If the British Gov- 
ernment can maintain the value of the 
rupee there will of necessity be an increase 
in the cost of importing East Indian mer- 
chandise into Kurope and the United 
States. This ought to help our country to 
get more money for its exports of wheat, 
cotton, and sugar, because of the higher 

ee ot similar articles exported from 

ndia. 

George Rutledge Gibson, who still has a 
good deal of faith in silver, said: ‘* This is 
a blow to silver which cannot fail to exert 
an adverse influence upon all banking and 
mercantile interests connected with silver- 
using countries. I cannot believe that it 
any more has been left to us at this partic- 
ular day to discover the permanent inutil- 
ity of silver as a measure of value and a 
medium of exchange than it was left to the 
Sarre and the political economists of 

Sngland and France in thedecade between 
1850 and 1860 to discover the inutility of 
gold for the same purpose, 

“It was then urged that gold had lost its 
proper function as a money metal because 
of its enormous output in California and 
Australia. If India gives up its silver 
standard it must adopt a gold standard in- 
stead, even it be only a standard in 
name. British trade and banking inter- 
estsin India, China, Japan, Mexico, Central 
America, Portugal, and Spain must be put 
in serious eopardy by any further depres- 
sion in silver.

Meeting of the Convention to Urge a 
People’s Line of Track. 


LINCOLN, Neb., June 28.—The North and 
South Railway Convention was called to order 
at2 o’clock this afternoon in Representative 
Hall by Gov. Crounse, who briefly narrated its 
inception, its aims, and its ambitions. He also 
welcomed the delegates to the State, while 
Mayor Weir presented the freedom of the city. 
The hall was fairly well filled, many well- 
known Nebraska Populists being present. 

A temporary organization was formed by the 
selection of Speaker J. N. Gaffin of Nebraska as 
President and Milton Parks, editor of the Dallas 
(Texas) Mercury, a leading Populist, as Secre- 
tary. The following Committee on Credentials 
waa appointed: 

Kansas, T. J. Klose; Nebraska, Max Meyer; 
Texas, Col. Edwards; Iowa, W. F. Dungan; 
North Dakota, Alonzo Wardall; Oklahoma, Rob- 
ert McReynold; Minnesota, I, A. Dunsmore. 

The attendance at the opening was disap- 
pointing, Arkansas, Missouri, and South Da- 
kota failing in representation, and the total 
figuring up but forty-seven delegates. A com- 
mittee was appointed on permanent organiza- 
tion, and, taking the cue from the address of 
Goy. Crounse, different delegates waded into 
the problem before them by elaborating their 
ideas *on the North and South railroad

be under State or Government control, was a 
Populist movement, and the Populist Party was 
mighty enough to push the movement to suc- 
cessful completion.

His conclusions 
throughout were roseate, and the speech 
abounded in praise of the Populist Party. 

Secretary Parks said if the question of voting 
bonds were left to the State he represented, 
Texas, they would cast a nine-tenths vote in its 
fayor. “We Texans,’ said he, “have given 
this matter a great deal of attention and we 
are convinced that the plan is not only feasible 
but that such a road will be built sooner or 
later. The great grain fields of the Northwest 
are hundreds of miles nearer to the people of 
Europe by the way of the Guif than they are by 
way of New-York or Baltimore.” 

Other delegates spoke briefly in much the 
same strain. A Committee on Resolutions was 
appointed, and pending its report and that of 
the Committee on Permanent Organization the 
convention adjourned until to-morrow. 

ToPEKA, Kan., June 28.—The Kansas dele- 
gates to the convention called by the Governor 
of Nebraska forthe purpose of considering the 
transportation question before leaving for}Lin- 
coln yesterday declared their purpose to advo- 
cate a double track railway from North Dakota 
to Galveston, to pass through South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Kansas, and Indian Territory.

The New Version of De Wolf Hopper’s Pop- 








ular Play Made a Pronounced Success. 


A large audience at the Broadway Theatre 
last night heard De Wolf Hopper and Della Fox 
sing séveral new songs in “ Panjandram,” and 
saw that the plot of the opera, if it can be said 
to have a plot, had been changed considerably, 
especially in the firat act.

The last song which was not heard before was 
one by Hopper in which he told of the longings 
and the subsequent fate of a venturesome frog, 
who upon his tirst step into the wide world, for 
which he pined, was swallowed By a duck that 
bad lain in wait for thé spotted green animal. 
Tale interesting song was rendered in the 
pathetio style that Hopper can impart to such 
effusions. The result was a constant roar of 
laughter, and the “Legend of the Frog”’ was 
considered one of the best of the many catchy 
songs in the piéce. 

Among the other changes, Anna O'Keefe 
does not come on at ail in the first act. and 
Samuel Reed, who is the Grand Vizier to Pan- 
jandrum, is supposed to bea down East mis- 
tionary who was sent to convert the heathens 
to Christianity, but who himself has become 
aheathen. His longing to return to his land of 
pork and beans, expressed in a down East 
dialect, which, taken with his heathenish coa- 
tume, is decidedly incongruous, aided much to 
the general fun of the show. 

“Panjandrum,” with ite new songs and its 
new action, ought to furnish a medium for 
Hopper and Della Fox to furnish fun for large 
audiences forthe rest of theSummer. The old 
gags that have been in use since the play was 
first produced are as amusing as ever and do 
not 6eem to pall upon the audiences. The new 
gece are as clever as the ones which have done 
and are still doing duty.

WITNESSES FOR CAPT. OORNELL 
REHEARSED EVIDENCE. 


At the Court-Martial Last Night They 
Varied Widely as to Major Chauncey’s 
Words When the Captain Left His 
Command During Street Drill—The 
Accused Officer Says He Understood 
He Was Relieved—Voluntarily He Gave 
His Evidence Under Oath. 


Capt. Alexander Cornell of Company H, 
Fighth Regiment, was placed on trial by court- 
martial last night for unmilitary conduct, and 
after a four hours’ hearing it was developed 
that his witnesses had consulted with him in 
anticipation of their examination. 

Capt. Cornell is the yoting lawyer who became 
notorious by his own admission in the case of 
Rebecca Berghold, daughter of Poilce Captain 
Berghoid, who was found dead in a Chicago 
hotel after Cornell had deserted her there. 
Capt. Berghold persists in believing Cornell 
knew more than he cared to tell concerning her 


death. 

Cornell is & married man and has one child. 

When the story came out THE {[NEW-YORK 
Times printed many interviews with officers 
of the eighth and other regiments, and these 
otficers generally thought Capt. Cornell should 
be court-martialed for conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. . 

Before any such charges could be made, how- 
ever, Major Henry Chauncey, Jr., brought 
against the Captain a charge of having acted in 
an unofficeriike manner, ani with having de- 
serted his company while it was participating 
in a street drill at Lenox Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Tenth Street. 

These were the charges tried last night in the 
armory of the Twenty-second Regiment, at 
Sixty-seventh Street and Boulevard. The room 
was crowded when the court assembled at 8 
o’olock, and all the evidence was eagerly listened 
to. Thecourt consisted of Major G. FE. B. Hartof the 
Twenty-second Regiment. President; 

Frank Keck, Seventy-first Regiment; C 
David Wilcox, Socond Battery; Capt. E. B. 
Ives, Signal Cospsi Capt. B. T. Clayton, Thir- 
teenth Regiment. Major Henry 8. Van Duzer, 
Judge Advocate General of the regiment, was 
the prosecuting officer. 

The witnesses were broughtin singly. Major 
Chauncey, the complainant, told his story first. 
He said thaton the night of May 25 he took his 
battalion out for street drill. He designated 
the first and fourth companies as ao firing line 
and the second and third as reserves. 

Capt. Cornell, being the senior officer of the 
reserves, was in command. When the firing line 
reached Lenox Avenue and One Hundred and 
Tenth Street the reserves should have been 
formed in squads and brought up as Capt. Cor- 
neil had been ordered. . 

“They did not come,” said Major Chauncey, 
“and { sent the Acting Adjutant, Lieut. Wil- 
s0n, to learn the reason. hen! got nothing 
satisfactory, I sent Sergt. Major Bierhart and 
then I went myself. 

“JT asked Capt. Cornell why he did not bring 
up his reserves, and he answered: 

“*T am in command of this company. If you 
think you wan command it better than I, why, 
do 80.’ 

‘He then sheathed his sword and walked 
away.” 

Capt. Cornell, who is a lawyer and was con- 
ducting his own case, cross-examined Major 
Chauncey without changing his story. ‘The 
affair was related in the same way by Lieut. 
Richmond and Sergt. Major Bierhart. 

Capt. Cornell’s side of the case tended to 
show that Major Chauncey chided him severely 
and had relieved him of his command in pro- 
fane language. 

The Captain’s witnesses, however, made a 
very bad job of it. 

All but one of them, when asked whether 
Capt. Cornell had not consulted with them as to 
what they would say, answered that they had 
met and gone over the whole matter Tuesday 
evening. : 

In the attempt to show that Major Chauncey 
had used profane language, the witnesses were 
much at variance as to the language he uttered. 
Some of them made the expressions very mild, 
and others went to the other extreme. 

Private Ely of Capt. Cornell’s company, who 
objected to telling the court just what Major 
Chauncey had said, declared, when a complete 
answer was insisted on, that Major Chauncey 
had remarked to the Captain: 

“Why in the home of Mephistopheles didn’t 
you bring up the reserves?” 

The witnesses all agreed in saying that they 
were 80 nearto Capt. Cornell all the evening 
that they must have heard any orders given 
to him by his superiors. They said they 
did = not hear any orders given 
by anybody. They denied that the 
Aoting Adjutant or the Sergeant Major had 
come back and ordered up the reserves and de- 
clared that when Major Chauncey came he was 
very angry. His remark to Capt. Cornel as 
they heard it was: 

“If you don’t know how to command this 
company, get out andjI will get a mun who 
does.” 

Then, they said, Capt. Cornell started away 
aud Major Chauneey gave the command to form 
in squads and bring up the reserves. z j 

Capt. Cornell teok the stand after all his wit- 
nesses had testified, and, although told that he 
was not obliged to be sworn, he said he pre- 
ferred to take the oath. He said: 

“At the ae OL, in the armory I had no 
order from Major Chauncey as to what we were 
to do or what the drill would be. The com- 
panies were divided into afiringline and are- 
serve as stated. Nothing was said as to who 
Was to command the reserve. 

“This was my first experience in a battalion 
drill in extended order and [I didn’t know ex- 
actly what was expected of me. The firing 
squad was about two blocks ahead of us and it 
was so dark we couldn't see their formation or 
movements and no orders came back to me. 

“Neitber the Acting Adjutant nor the Ser- 

eant Major came back, as stated, but Major 

bhauncey rushed up to me and profanely asked 
ime why I hadn’t brought up the reserves. I 
replied that I had no orders, and he said, still 
profanely, that I should have done so halt 
an hour before.

IMPROVEMENT IN MONEY MATTERS 


Prospects of a More Favorable Showing in 





Favor of New-York in the Future. 


For the first time since shipments of money 
from this centre began to the interior and 
Western points, there was an offset in receipts 
yesterday. It came from Chicago, and amount- 
ed to someth. g more than $300,000. Finan- 
ciers construed this shipment to mean that for 
the present New-York may expect to be in re- 
ceipt of money that will balance some of the 
large shipments that have been recently de- 
manded. 

The Sub-Treasury sent to California yester- 
day by telegraphic transfer $190,000. There 
were exchanges of currency over the counter 
of. the 8ub-‘Treasury in which smal! bills were 
taken forlarge ones to be shipped to the in- 
terior amounting to $400,000. Although the 
destination of this money was not made known 
positively, it was said that a geod deal of it 
might be withheld for afew days, and possi- 
bly not sent out atall, 

The Sub-Treasury paid out yesterday in antic- 
ipation of interest due in July, $730,000. The 
banks seemed to be yesterday in need of the 
bolstering influence of Clearing House certifi- 
cates, and to make up for not having taken any 
out Tuesday they withdrew $1,330,000, 

The demand for wheat for export which was 
first noticed early in the week continues, and 
yesterday 296,000 bushels were engaged for 
that purpose. 





Banks Temporarily Embarrassed. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 28.—The suspen 
sion of the St. Paul and Minneapolis Trus 
Company was announced last night. President 
McGill says that its assets exceed its liabilities 
by $200,000, and that it will pay in full, ‘Lhe 
general belief is that it willresume business. The 
capital stock is $500,000. Mr. MoGill says that 
the company closed because it could not collect 
money due to it from good, responsible parties.

READING'S FINANCES, 


Arguments Before the Master for 











and 
Against the Certificates. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—The hearing before 
Master George L. Crawford to-day on the ap- 
plication of the Philadelphia and Reading Rail- 
road receivers for permission to issue receivers’ 
certificates to the amended extent of $3,742,- 
968 was largely consumed in arguments. 

George Tucker Bispham of New-York, attor- 
ney for Scotch bondholders, called Controller 
Jones of the Reading Company as the firat wit- 
ness, but Mr. Jones was absent by direction of 
the Reading’s counsel, and different mortgages 
were produced in evidence. There was also a 
demand for the production of the Lehigh Valley 
lease to consider an item of $35,000 fer rental 
due July 1, but the item was withdrawn from 
the application. In answer to questions as to 
payments to the Lehigh Valley previous to Feb. 
20, when the receivership was created, Lawyer 
Dickson, for the receivers, said that the matter 


had nothing to do with the operation of the 
road prior to their appointment. 

Mr. Dickson gave the following statement of 
the Lehigh Valiey’s business since the Reading 
receivership: February—net earnings, $362,- 
00U; charges, $565,000; loss, $203,000; March 
—net earnings, $594,000; charges, $565,000; 
gain, $29,000; April—net earnings, $447,000; 
charges, $565,000; loss, $118,000. May was 
about even and June will show a profit. ‘This 
shows an apparent loss of $146,000, Mr. Dick- 
son said, in a business of $6,000,000, and the 
receivers seemed confident that this will be 
more than made up by the value of the connec- 
tions. Regarding figures given at the last hear- 
ing by President Harris, Mr. Dickson said that 
they were results of six months since Deo. 1, 
when the business of the Lehigh Valley was 
disturbed and expenses increased by reason of 
work in completing a new line from Waverly to 
Buffalo. Increased protits througn the Lehigh 
Valley he continued, are probable, and the lay- 
ing off of the construction force has added to 
the income: 

John R, Dos Passos of New-York, counsel for 
bondholders in that city, then made an extend- 
ed argument in opposition to the issuance of 
the certificates. He declared that they should 
not be alien prior to that of the general mort- 
gage, and said, if the present reyuest should be 
granted, $5,000,000 or $6,000,000 additional 
certificates might be asked for. 

Nathan Bijur of New-York followed in a 
strong argument of a similar nature, and his 
contentions were sustained. 

John M. Gest, who represented the trustees 
of $24,000,000 first mortgage bonds, followed 
Mr. Bijur. He said he was willing that the cer- 
tificates should be issued, provided they should 
be used for troper purposes. Attorney Dickson 
said that, while it was true that some of the 
obligations had beeu incurred previous to the 
receivership, the court would not allow one 
class of creditors to suiler at the expense of 
another. 

The argument was concluded thia afternoon, 
and the master will make his report to the 
United States Circuit Court next week. 

Counselor Dickson of the Reading Company 
said after the hearing that the report would 
recommend the issuance of the certificates.

DOCK TRIAL OF THE MAINE, 


Her Engines Run Singly Yesterday—Will 
be Tried Simultaneously To-Day. 


The third-class battle ship Maine, which has 
been lying at Simpson's dry dock in the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard for the past year, had a ‘dock 
trial” yesterday afternoon in Waliabout Chan- 
nel, at the foot of Main Street. 

The purpose of the trial was to test her en- 
gines and machinery, which were furnished by 
the Quintard Iron Works. The Maine, with one 
exception, is the only one of the recently- 
built ships whose hull has been constructed by

ASTRONOMER PROOTOR’S REMAINS. 


The Proposed Interment of the Body by 
George W. Childs. 





PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—In the matter of 
the proposed interment of the body of the late 
distinguished astronomer, Richard A. Procetor, 
a misconception of the precise facts of the case 
appears to prevail. The remains of Prof. 
Proctor have never received actual burial 
They are now, as they have been since the day 
of the funeral, in the private vault of the under- 
taker. 

It was to this condition of affairs that Mr. 
William J. Bok invited public attention, accom- 
panying his statement of it with the suggestion 
that the scientific and literary friends and ad- 
mirers of the noted astronomer should contrib- 
ute to give his body a final resting place and 
erect over it an appropriate monument. To this 
suggestion no practical answer was given, the 
subject having, apparently, awakened no public 
interest. It was under these circumstances 
that Mr. Bok called the attention of Mr. George 
W. Childs to the matter. Mr. Childs at once, 
with characteristic sympathy and public spirit, 
told Mr. Bok that he would willingly bear all 
the cost of a befitting interment for Prof. Proc- 
tor’s remains and the erection of a suitable 
monument to his memory. 

It was never intended, it is authoritatively 
atated, that the interment should be in the 
nature of a public display, or that formal ad- 
dresses should be made, except such as ure cus- 
tomary as a part of the religious ceremonial of 
a burigl solemnity and reverently conducted by 
aciergsmau. It is stated that Mr. Childs has 
not had, nor has he now, any knowledge or in- 
timation of anything other than the removal of 
the remains from the undertaker’s vault and 
the simplest services at the grave. Whatever 
Mr. Childs has done in respect to this matter 
has been done in strict accordance with the 
clearly expressed wishes of the late Prof. 
Proctor’s surviving daughters, as they wero 
communicated to him by them. 





Cannot Get Back on the Force. 


Jerskey City, N. J., June 28.—Policeman 
Griffith M. Cooper was dismissed from the 
Jersey City police foree a year ago upon a 
charge made by several property owners 
that he was in the habit of stealing fiowers 
from their grounds. The Commissioners 


heard the evidence, and Cooper’s dismissal 
followed.

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DARTMOUTH'S NEW PRESIDENT 


DR. TUCKER INSTALLED AT THE 
HEAD OF THE OLD OOLLEGE, 





Great Crowds of Alumni Gathered at 
Hanover to Witness the Ceremony—In- 
teresting Inaugural Address—Ex-Senator 
Dawes Appointed to a Newly-Estab- 
lished Professorship—Class Day Exer- 
cises— Financial Condition of the College 
Shown by the Treasurer’s Annual Report. 


HANOVER, N. H., June 28. — Last night's 
trains brought a large number of alumni who 
came especially to be present at the inaugura- 
tivn of President William Jewett Tucker of 
Dartmouth College. The procession formed in 
front of the old chapel at 10:30, and, led by a 
baad, marched across the campus to the 
college church, which was filled to overflowing, 
the crowd having been increased by arrivals on 
a@ special train from Nashua. The Rev. Dr. A. 
H. Quint of Dover, ’36, senior member of the 
Board of Trustees, presided. Prayer was offered 
by ex-President 8. O. Bartlett. The address on 
behalf of the Trustees and the delivery of the 
keys and charter were made by Dr. Quint, who 
said: 

“I havethe honor to hold inmy hands the 
charter of Dartmouth College. It was dated 
October, 1769. It bears the signatures of John 
Wentworth, the Royal Governor of the Prov- 
ince of New-Hampsbire, acting for George IIL, 
then King of Great Britain. It recites the great 
work of Elizar Wheelook, and gives to him and 
eleven associates the power of perpetual cor- 
poration, specifying the twofold work of giving 
the Gospel to the savages of our American wil- 
derness and also the best means of education 
for the benetit of such Province. 

“It includes in its work all liberal arts and 
sciences. i{t grants all the powers belonging to 
any of our universities, colleges, and seminaries 
inthe realm. It gave them enlarged powers 
because it expressed a ead forecast of the com- 
ing fate of the Indians. Of the persons men- 
tioned in this charter soarce one was living 100 
years ago, butinstitutions are not bound to the 
lives of particular men. 

“The college lives. It has been strengthened 
by the actions and prayers of Christian people. 
its future is bright beyond all early hope. In 
behalf of the Trustees, I commit to you this 
charter with all its responsibilities.” 

Melvin O. Adams, ’71, of Boston, President of 
the Alumni Association, gave an address on 
behalf of the alumni. He expressed the feeling 
of great satisfaction on the part of the gradu- 
ates which President Tucker’s acceptance had 
given. Acting President Lord, ’68, made the 
address in behalf of the Faculty. 

In the course of his inaugural address, Presi- 
dent Tucker said: 

“Bome of the more careful observers from 
abroad, who have described our national 
characteristics, have pointed with one ex- 
ception to the otherwise contident and exuber- 
ant tone in which we are wont to speak of our 
institutions. 

“They have noted the fact that we fall into 
the language of apology, and even of depreca- 
tion, when we refer to our higher institutions 
of learning. The common-school system of the 
country is much exploited in our speech, as 
they observe, on account of its relation to our 
political ideas, the working of our political ma- 
chinery. Itis when we talk of our colleges and 


universities that we seem to temper our speech 
under the evident sense of their immaturity. 

“And yet, it is at this very point of the 
higher learning that one of our most recent 
foreign critics bids us revise our judgments and 
put a diferent estimate upon the relative value 
of our achievements, 

“*If I may venture,’ Prof. Bryce says, ‘to 
state the impression which the Americau uni- 
versities (under which he inciudes the more ad- 
vanced colleges) have inade upon me, I will say 
that, while of all the institutions of the country 
they are those of which the Americans speak 
most modestly and, indeed, deprecatingly, they 
are those which seem to be at this moment 
makiug the swiftest progress and to have the 
brightest promise of the future.’ 

“Tam not unmindful, as I make this quota- 
tion, of the sweeping criticism of Dr. Von Holst 
in his address at the first convocation uf the 
University of Chicago to the effect that there is 
in the United States not a single university in 
the sense attached to this word by Europeans, 
every institution bearing this name being a 
compound or hybrid of college and university 
or a torso of a university. 

* But widely as these critics seem to differ in 
view, and especially in tone, their criticisms are 
not altogether inconsistent. For the immediate 
point of comparison with Mr. Bryce is not the 
American and European university, but the rate 
of progress which we are now making through 
our colleges and universities compared with the 
x Reral progress of the country. The compari- 
son at this point ie, 1 think, unmistakable. The 
present advance in the educational development 
of the country is far greater than in its social, 
or political, or even religious development.” 

lresident Tucker proceeded to define at 
length the emineut position of Dartmouth 
among the great institutions of learning of this 
country. In conclusion he said: 

“ The educational spirit is abroad informing 
and stimulating the intelligence of the country. 
The facilities for good teaching are becoming 
more ubundant and more available, and, what 
is of far greater value, the material for good 
teachers is rapidly increasing, through the at- 
teudance of students for graduate work upon 
our own or foreign universities. 

“So wide and abundant is the provisicn for 
the higher education that no one college can 
gain avything at the expense of any other. The 
colleges are woving abreast and in inspiring 
teliowship. 

“TI congratulate you, gentlemen, as a part of 
the college, upon the present signs of personal 
devotion to Dartmouth. Itis evidently as true 
now as when the words were uttered, ‘There 
are those who love it." May there be now and 
always the like wisdom in those who are called 
to serve it. If that can be assured, and may 
God grant it, the place of Dartmouth College in 
American letters and learning is as seoure for 
the future as in the past.”’

Aboutl o'clock 
this morning a big boutire near Osborn Hall 
was lighted, and the shutters were torn off old 
South College to feed the tlames. 

Almost every window in the venerable dormi- 
tory was broken, though, as the building will 
be torn down this coming vacation, this vandal- 
ism is of small account. A room in South 
Middle was set on fire by a firecracker, but the 
tlames were put out with little damage. 

Two seniors, “Pop” Bliss, the football 
player, and Ralph Birdsall, had their faces 
badly marred by firecrackers which exploded 
near by, but, with bandaged faces, were able to 
take their diplomas this noon. 

The scene of revelry extended even to York 
Street, where a letter box was blown up by a 
cannon oracker. Some miscreant, whether a 
college Manor not is not known, put a big 
cracker iu the box and the explosion reduced it 
to fragments. It was full of mail matter, nearly 
all of which was badly damaged. ‘The penalty 
for the crime is twenty years in State prison. 
Every effort is being made by local postal 
authorities to discover the perpetrators. 


THE “BEASTS” AT WEST POINT. 


First Practical Instruction in Field Work 
for the First Class. 





West Point, June 28.—The “ beasts”’ come 
into camp to-morrow, and the first class men 
are looking forward with joyous expectations to 
the time when they can command as servants 
the services of tho “ beasts,” as non-ofticially the 
class of ’97, West Point Military Academy, are 
now known. 

Up to to-day the “ beasts” have been confined 
to the cadet barracks. They have been officered 
by one Lieutenant and four Sergeants belong- 
ing to the firat class. They have not been per- 
mitted to associate with their fellow-cadets, to 
enter the cadet camp, or to enjoy any liberties, 
but have been compellod to undergo the tor- 
tures of a cadet mule, as it were, to be drilled 
three and four times a day, to practice steadily 
the ‘“‘set up” exercise in order that the humps, 
bumps, and lumps should be eradicated from 
their backs and chests, and to undergo a trans- 
formation such that their own mothers would 


fail to reeognize in thetall, erect, soldierly 
bearing youth, the slouchy, slovenly-looking, 
shiftiess lads that cut loose from their apron 
strings leas than three weeks ago. 

To-day the tirst class, with a few members of 
the second class, were given their first instruc- 
tion in practical field work under the direction 
of Capt. Craig and Lieut. Butler. The com- 
mand was divided into three detachments, with 
orders to proceed by different routes to the sum- 
mit of Cro’ Nest and there form in conjunction. 
The first detachment, under command of Cadet 
Joyes, proceeded by the Highlands Falls Road. 
The distance it was to cover was seven miles 
and a half. The second detachment was in 
command of Cadet Rosenbaum. its route was 
by the way of the Eagle Valley Road. The 
distance covered was four miles and a half. The 
third detachment was in charge of Lieut. Will- 
jams, and advanced along the Fort Patnam 
Road, the territory to be covered being six 
miles. 

Capt. Craig, at a distance of half a mile, fol- 
lowed the third and Lieut. Butler the first de- 
tachments. Each command was accompanied 
by a cadet, who made a topographical — of 
the route traversed, and each proceeded as if it 
were invading an enemy's country. Skirmish- 
ers and flankers were thrown out, and a rear 
guard covered the advance. The geveral pur- 

ose of the ride was to givo the cadets an object 

esson in patrol duty and to break them in to 
the kind of work that in a little over a year 
they may be called upon to perform the instant 
they join their regiments. Furthermore, they 
were instructed in the care of their horses, on 
the march, where to select the best place to en- 
camp at night, and a score of other details nec- 
essury to the education of an American officer. 

The three detachments formed their junction 
within five minutes of the time tixed. On the 
returp, Capt Craig ordered that the command 
should pe in camp by 11:45 o'clock. At 11:43 
the cadets, at an easy swinging gait, swung into 
the riding hall. The chief of each detachment 
will file a report to-morrow morning of the 
movements of his command from the time it 
left till it returned to camp. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—The report of the 
Board of Visitors to the West Point Military 


Academy has been completed and is now on its 
way tothe War Department. The board recow- 
mends an appropriation of about $120,000 for 
the improvement and repair vf huildings. The 
improvement includes new officers’ quarters 
and the expenditure of $50,000 for making the 
library building tire-proof. The academy they 
find to be in excellent condition, and they com- 
pliment the officers on their work. 





Three Persons Burned to Death. 


SAGINAW, Mich., June 28.—At 10 o’cloek last 
night fire started in a wooden two-story build- 
ing on North Jefferson Avenue, occupied by 
Catherina Neumann, a widow with five chil- 
dren, as a millinery store below and residence 
above. 

The alarm was turned in, and the Fire Depart- 
ment was on hand before the peril of the oc- 
cupants of the building was understood. By 
this time the entire inside of the structure was 
in flames. 

The mother was taken out and sent to the 
hospital. She is terribly burned, and will die. 
Tilda Neumann, aged twenty years; Lena Neu- 
mann, aged fifteen years, and Frank Neumann, 
aged twelve years, were smothered to death. 
Another dauxhter, Alma, aged seventeen, 
escaped with a slight scorching. 





Financial Losses Led to Suicide. 
MONTREAL, June 28.—Mr. James Stewart, a 
wealthy English vessel owner, was found sus- 
pended by the neck, dead, in one of the lavato- 
ries of the steamship Lake Ontario on her arrival 
in port yesterday afternoon from Liverpool.

losses, which preyed on his mind so much that 
a valet accompanied bim on the trip to look 
afterhim. At Quebec Stewart wandered away 
from the vessel and was lost for several hours.

ORE MINES TO SHUT DOWN. 


There is Great Depression in the Trade 
and Freights Are Low. 


CLEVELAND, June 28.—The situation on the 
lakes and in the relative industry of ore mining 
ts worse than it has been for years. Mine after 
mine is shut down, and Mr. W. C. Mather, Pres- 
ident of the Cleveland Cliffs Mining Company, 
allof whose shafts and mines will be closed 
down Friday night, says that the snipments of 
ore down the lakes will be curtailed nearly 50 
per cent. this season. “We shut down,” said 
Mr. Mather, ‘simply because we are unable to 
dispose of the product at cost price, and we 
cannot tell when we will resume; certainly not 
unti) there is a demand for our ore at better 
prices.” 

In the same range with the iron oliffs mines 
is the Champion, which has decided to pull up 
its pumps and to allow the mines to fill with 
water. The stopping of the pumps may be re- 
garded as the final abandonment of the Cham- 
pion mine, as it will require six months toa 
year to draw the water out of it when once 
filled. The Champion has made fortunes in its 
day, having been one of the largest and most 
profitable properties on the upper }*3ninsula. 

The Republie Iron Company of this city bas 
wired its Superintendent to shut down the Re- 
public mine for sixty days. It is known, how- 
ever, that operations will not be resumed until 
such time as the state of trade makes it advisa- 
ble. These mines employ thousands of men, 
and are practically the sole support of whole 
towns in the upper peninsula of Michigan, and 
& protracted cessation of work is bound to re- 
sult in widespread suffering. 

As a result of the depression in the ore trade 
and consequent low freight rates, there is much 
talk among owners of the smaller vessels of 
tying up until better rates can be obtained. 





One of the Oldest Quakers Dead. 
PLAINFIELD, N. J., June 28.—George R. Pound, 
an old and highly-respected citizen of Plaintield, 


dropped dead from apoplexy at his homeon 
Third Street this morning. He was seventy-six 
years old, and one of the oldest Quakers in 
New-Jersey.

A “Cabinet officer ” is reported to have 
said yesterday that ‘‘the country had been 
brought to its present financial condition 
by the very men who were now clamoring 
for an extra session of Congress,” and that 
“they have reached the end of their rope 
and could no longer profit and thrive by 
speculation, and wanted the Government 
to come to their relief, that they might 
again enter upon an era of speculation and 
peculation.” We should not like to be- 
lieve that any member of Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
Cabinet is capable, in his least responsible 
moments, of such an utterance. If there 
be one who is, he ought to take a long 
vacation, lasting at least until Congress 
shall have done with financial legislation. 
This period he could use as a devout 
churchman employs the time of a “ re- 
treat ”—in reflection, penitence, and prayer 
—and then he might be allowed to re- 
turn to Washington on probation, with 
the distinct understanding that a fresh 
outbreak of such malignity and idiocy 
should be followed by his permanent re- 
tirement. But we fear that a person who 
sees in the occupation of the sound business 
men of the whole country—for these are 
they who are demanding an extra session 
of Congress—only “ speculation and pecu- 
lation,” is, in any circumstances, a hope- 
lesss case, and might better be turned 
over to the custody of his family or to the 
care of a competent alienist at once. 








Chinese immigrants who get into this 
country by means of fraudulent certifi- 
eates are causing considerable trouble on 
our Northern Pacific coast. Many of these 
certificates, purporting to give the right to 
land on lawful authority, have been trans- 
ferred and others are skillfully forged. It 
is practices of this kind that have brought 
against the Chinese the severest features 
of the legislation against which they pro- 
test. They have shown themselves utterly 
unscrupulous in their attempts to evade 
the laws of the country, and that is why 
the Geary act provided for sending those 
back who got into the country in de- 
fiance of restrictions. The difficulty of 
identifying them for the purpose was the 
sole reason for providing that those who 
are entitled to be here should register and 
obtain certificates of their right. The 
severity of our laws has been chiefly in- 

‘ duced by the fraudulent practices of the 
Chinese who succeed in evading milder 
provisions.

The dispute between France and Siam 
must have developed a new phase if, as the 
cable reports, a French gunboat is getting 
ready to bombard Bangkok. The quarrel 
relates to the eastern boundary of Siam, 
which the latter country holds to bea 
ebain of mountains parallel to the sea- 
board, whereas France insists that the 
frontier of Annam extends as far west as 
the Mekong, the chief river of Siam.

She 
allowed the French to occupy, without re- 
sistance, afew months ago the important 
points of Khong and Stung-treng on the 
eastern bank of the Mekong, although 
they had withdrawn from them in 1884. 
Afterward some fighting occurred at 
Khong, and local forces besieged it, but 
the garrison was relieved without fighting. 
Other places in the disputed area were as 
easily occupied by the French, and Siam 
even expressed regrets and promised in- 
demnity for the killing of some of the 
French native soldiers at one point. But 
France must now apparently have given 
Siam an ultimatam on the boundary dis- 
pute. King KHOULALONKORN has two 
cruisers of 1,620 tons and half a dozen 
small gunboats, while lately there has 
been building for him in Scotland a 2,600- 
ton steel cruiser, which carries four 4.7- 
inch guns and a secondary battery. He 
has a very small regular army, but, of 
course, would arm the people in resisting 
the French. Siam occupies an unenviable 
position as a buffer between the British 
possessions in Burmah and the French in 
Annam, Cochin China, and Cambodia. 
There are-no signs yet of help for her from 
England, so that territorial loss seems in-

THE MINERS AND THE SHERMAN LAW. 


According to our dispatches this morn- 
ing from Denver, Col., a step may be taken 
in the next twenty-four hours more de- 
cisive in its influence on the financial 
future of the United States than anything 
that has taken place for the last fifteen 
years. This is a resolution by the princi- 
pal owners of silver mines, on the one 
hand to suspend production, and on 
the other hand to ask of the Presi- 
dent the assembling of Congress at 
the earliest possible moment for the 
purpose of repealing the law requiring 
purchases of silver by the Treasury. 
The motive of the silver mine owners in 
closing their mines is sufficiently obvious. 
To keep them at work would only pile up 
silver for a market from which for the 
time being the demand has practically 
vanished. Their motives for advocating 
the suspension of silver purchases by the 
Treasury will not be so easily under- 
stood, they having been generally rep- 
resented as the one class for whose 
benefit the law of 1890 was passed, 
and who had most stubbornly resist- 
ed its repeal. This latter, however, is 
not true of allof them. A number of the 
larger producers have for a long time held 
thatthat law did them more harm than 
good. That was due to a larger view of 
the situation than they have been able 
heretofore to getthe smaller operators to 
accept. The action of the Government of 
India and the breakdown of the silver 
market which so suddenly followed it 
have changed the situation and may well 
change the views of those who have clung 
to the act of 1890. 

The opinion of those who favor repeal 
appears to be that the attainment of any- 
thing like international bimetallism is 
hopeless; that the United States alone 
cannot hold up the price of silver; that 
any attempt to do so i= sure to be resisted 
and would constantly be in danger of 
abandonment, and that it is better, once 
for all, to have done with legislation in 
favor of silver and to take care of them- 
selves as the producers of all other 
commodities do. For our part, we have 
no doubt that this is sound reasoning, 
The firm and unquestioned establishment 
of the gold standard in this country 
is inevitable. Since it is so, it is far better 
for the producers of silver to accept the 
inevitable and make the best of it, and to 
have the question settled at the earliest 
possible moment. Nor must it be supposed 
that the adoption of the gold standard 
necessarily involves the abandonment of 
the use of silver as money. On the con- 
trary, it will make possible the use of silver 
in considerable amounts, probably in in- 
creasing amounts, and under conditions 
not liable to the disturbance, confu- 
sion,/ and uncertainty recently pre- 
vailing. If the legal tender of sil- 
ver coins be limited, or if they be 
coined only in such amounts as will 
remain in circulation, the coinage being 
suspended when they leave circulation 
and flow into the Treasury, there is a 
valuable place for them in the currency of 
the country. But, apart from this pros- 
pect, it is certain that the mining of silver 
will be a much safer, and, on the average, 
amore profitable, business when it is re- 
leased from interference by politicians and 
demagogues and given the freedom to 
which all business is entitled. It is need- 
less to add that, if the silver mine owners 
demand the repeal of the Sherman act and 
accompany this demand with the stopping 
of production, the act will be repealed as 
soon as Congress can be got together. 


PARTY APATHY, 


The people of this country are just now 
intensely interested in certain public ques- 
tions, chiefly, however, that relating to the 
condition of the currency, but they do not 
seem to be regarding them in a spirit of 
partisanship, which is a good sign. The 
efforts of party organs to assign party re- 
sponsibility for the existing condition and 
to make party capital out of it are notably 
feeble and ineffective. Most people are 
viewing the matter solely with reference 
to its bearing upon material interests and 
the welfare of the country. 

There is, in fact, an unusual party apathy 
prevailing, due in part no doubt tothe dull 
period of an off year, but in part also to the 
fact that there is a kind of transition going 
on that makes people indifferent to old 
ties. There was a significant symptom of 
this in the convention of the State League 
of Republican Clubs at Saratoga. This is 
@ young organization, made up largely of 
young men, and its chief purpose is sup- 
posed to be the arousing of party interest 
and enthusiasm. But the convention at- 
tracted little attention and the attendance 
was hardly a fifth of what was at first cal- 
culated upon. The league was slimly rep- 
resented and many clubs sent no delegates, 
The little gathering seemed lonesome and 
forlorn in the big new convention hall, 





leaders and a depressing lack of the snap 
and go that should characterize such an 
affair. There was a labored effort to sur- 
eharge the resolutions with party spirit, 
but it only made them seem stale and weari- 
some, There was nothing in them to stir 
the blood or evoke applause. 

Out in Ohio there is a political campaign 
going on, or rather a political canvass has 
been started by one party. It was started 
early for the avowed purpose of stirring 
up activity and awakening interest, and 
Goy. McKINLEY was renominated as the 
best means of arousing enthusiasm. But 
it drags dreadfully. People do not seem to 
care for it, and there is danger that, after 
all, nothing can be done until within a few 
weeks of the election. 

This party apathy is by no means a bad 
sign. It will make independent action 
easier. It will make thisa good year for 
accomplishing reforms. It will be easier 
for members of Congress to act according 
to their real convictions on the currency 
question. It will be easier to correct abuses 
in party organization and management 
because voters cannot be relied on to sup- 
port whatever politicians may do in the 
name of party. It will make it a good 
time for combinations to turn rascals out 
of loca) control in places like Brooklyn, 
where they have been making the most of 
their opportunities to the disgust of hon- 
est citizens. Party apathy has its uses at 
times so long as it does not imply indif- 
ference to real public interests. 


STRENGTHENING THE COMMISSION, 


Mr. SAMUEL SPENCER has insisted upon 
his resignation from the Rapid-Transit 
Commission and Mr. Davip F, PorTrerR has 
been appointed to the vacancy. Some time 
ago Mr. STeErINWay declared that the condi- 
tion of his health would make it necessary 
for him to retire, but he has concluded to 
remain for the present. Mr. STARIN has 
uot offered his resignation, and it may be 
that Messrs. INMAN and BusuHE will be in- 
duced to withdraw theirs. It is desirable 
that the board should retain the benefit of 
their experience and their study of the 
rapid-transit problem. 

Mr. SPENCER gives as his reason for re- 
tiring that private affairs demand so much 
of his attention that he can no longer de- 
vote time to the duties of a public office, 
but he probably feels that he has substan- 
tially accomplished his object in preparing 
the way for the extension of the Manhat- 
tan system. He virtually admits that, 
from the time of his appointment, or “‘ soon 
after,” he regarded an extension of the 
elevated railroad system as the only means 
of satisfying “immediate requirements” 
for rapid transit, and had little faith in 
the underground plan as being at, present 
practicable. It is not unfair to assume 
that he worked persistently to accomplish 
the object in which he did believe and 
brought the commission to the conclusions 
which it finally reached. 


It is no disparagement of Mr. SPENCER’s 
motives, and certainly no disparagement 
of his ability, considering what he has ac- 
complished, to say that the commission is 
strengthened for its remaining work by the 
appointment of Mr. Porter. He has not 
been associated with the differences that 
have existed in the boardand will be in a 
position to work in the utmost harmony 
with the other members. Living and hav- 
ing large interests in Harlem and the up- 
town districts, he fully appreciates the 
need and the value of rapid-transit 
facilities. His interests are such that his 
concern will naturally be to secure the 
best facilities by the most practicable 
means. There seems to be no reason tv 
doubt that for immediate needs there wiil 
be an agreement with the Manhattan Com- 
pany for an extension of the elevated sys- 
tem substantially on the lines already laid 
down. The terms offered are so liberal that 
there is little likelihood that they will be 
rejected by the company. But it may as 
well be understood that that will not be 
accepted as a final and permanent settle- 
ment of the rapid-transit problem, for the 
reason that in a few years it will be found 
as pressing as ever.

THE GOLD STANDARD. 


Our able contemporary, the Sun, which 
in times past has looked upon silver with 
the eye of favor, if not of affection, now 
bluntly expresses the conviction that sil- 
ver is done for as a measure of value. We 
quote from its leading editorial article of 
yesterday, to which it gives the promi- 
nence of double leads: 

* The stoppage of the free coinage of silver in 
India seals the doom of silver aga standard of 
monctary value. Great Britain rejected it in 
1818, Germany in 1871, the United States in 
18738, the Latin Union in 1875, and Austria in 
1892. Now that the mints of India are no longer 
open to it, coins of silver become everywhere, 
except in Mexico and South America, mere 
tokens, deriving their value from the fiat of the 
Governments which issue them, and from their 
interconvertibility with gold. For other uses 
the metal will retain only its commercial value 
as bullion, like tin, copper, lead, and iron. That 
the measure will produce a further decline in 
the price of bullion silver is quite probable, and 
it would not be surprising if the metal sold at 
halfadoliar an ounce by the time Congress 
meets. The decline will make it impossible for 
the advocates of free-silver coinage to continue 
their efforts with any prospect of success, and 
it will be equally fatal to bimetallist projects of 
every kind. Already it is given out that the 
Brussels Monetary Conference will not meet 
again in the Autumn, but wiil be dissolved at 
once. Itis probable that a year or two more 
will see the end of the silver craze all over the 
world and the general acquiescence of civilized 
nations in gold. monometallism.”’ 

It is, indeed, high time that this great 
Nation pulled out of the ruck of half civil- 
ized and uncommercial countries to take 
its place where it belongs abreast of the 
great trading nations like Great Britain 
and Germany. 


The price of silver dropped yesterday to 
69%, cents per ounce. The bullion value of 
the standard silver dollar is now 535, 
cents. In discussions of the subject of 
bimetallism it has been the custom to speak 
of the double standard as the “limping” 
standard, it having been found impossible 
to, keep the leg of gold and the leg of silver 
ator near the same length. The United 
States employs the limping standard. At 
present the limp is so pronounced and pain- 
ful that at each step it gives a shock to the 
system of the patient. Our currency is in 
the condition of a man one of whose 





legs is half the length of the other. Loco- 
motion is neither convenient nor safe. 

A man would be a fool to go stumping 
around in that fashion when it was perfect- 
ly easy for him to acquire a pair of sound 
and serviceable legs of equallength. The 
folly of a nation that persists in similar 
unwisdom is immensely more conspicuous 
and harmful. 





CUSTOM-HOUSE INVESTIGATIONS. 

Probably no branch of the Government 
service has been publicly “investigated” 
to the same extent as the New-York Cus- 
tom House. It has been for years the 
favorite sporting region of those eager pot 
hunters, the Special Agents, and within 
the past thirty years there have been 
a dozen Congressional committees, com- 
posed of members of either house, engaged 
in investigating upon this or that pretext. 
The gamebags of the Special Agents have 
only gathered in an occasional small smug- 
gler or unfaithful official, and the portent- 
ous inquisitions by the legislative commit- 
tees have almost invariably been perverted 
to partisan ends, whereby the one side has 
sought to prove the general corruption and 
the other the spotless virtue of the officials. 
The only effective examination was that 
instituted in 1877 by Secretary SHERMAN, 
through the agency of a commission of 
three persons, consisting of two citizens 
and a Treasury law officer, and of which 
the Hon. JoHN Jay, the recent United 
States Minister to Austria, was the Chair- 
man. This body, known asthe “ Jay Com- 
mission,” was instrumental in securing 
more reforms than all the other means 
theretofore or since adopted. Large econ- 
omies were instituted by the reduction of 
the greatly-redundant force, unlawful ex- 
actions upon the merchants were abolished, 
and simple and effective business methods 
were substituted for the complicated and 
onerous procedure that had grown up in 
the interests of the officials and brokers. 


The commission appointed by the present 
Administration was instituted for still 
larger purposes. The existing customs and 
navigation laws form a mere patchwork of 
shreds of legislation, many of them nearly 
a century old. During the same period the 
British statutes touching the same subjects 
have been wholly recast several times to 
adapt them to the changed conditions, both 
those of a politico-economical character 
and those arisingin the vastly improved 
means of intercommunication by the 
agency of steam and electricity. The Brit- 
ish code is therefore free from the anach- 
ronisms and absurdly restrictive pro- 
visions that are scattered through our own 
incongruous laws. The present Adminis- 
tration desires to collect such information 
as will enable Congress to frame laws bet- 
ter adapted to the present conditions and 
needs of ourcommerce. This general pur- 
pose necessarily covers such statutory 
modifications in all directions as willadapt 
our customs code and its execution to 
the recent change in our tariff policy de- 
cided at the recent election, In the ad- 
ministration of the loosely-constructed 
customs laws for the last thirty years every 
effort of ingenuity and skill has been di- 
rected to such interpretations as would 
benefit solely the protected manufacturers. 
The recent popular verdict plainly directs 
that all doubtful points shall be resolved 
in favor of the revenue and the consumers. 


These larger purposes of the Administra- 
tion appeal forcibly to the people and par- 
ticularly to the merchants of this great 
port. Both individually and through such 
organizations as the Chamber of Commerce 
and Board of Trade every possible aid and 
sympathy should be given to the commis- 
sion having such an important work in 
charge. There have been allegations that 
merchants are indifferent or timorous when 
asked to assist the Government in such 
reformatory work, but these charges we 
believe are false. 








THE ARMORED PROW. 


While the bearing of the Victoria disas- 
teron the employment of rams in naval 
warfare is still the theme of discussion, 
the tendency is, perhaps, rather to over- 
rate its significance in that respect. Its 
specific lesson might fairly be called, not so 
much the need of constructing rams as of 
giving stronger and more effective armored 
prows to battle ships and practicing them 
in the manw@uvres for crushing an enemy. 
It no less distinctly teaches the need of 
greater study and better appliances for 
avoiding altogether or minimizing the 
effects of being rammed by an enemy or 
of accidental collision. 

The French have long understood the 
value of the armored prow, and every body 
must have noticed at the late naval review 
here the formidable-looking bows of the 
Jean Lart and even of the dAréihuse, al- 
though the former was only a protected 
cruiser, not an armored vessel, and the lat- 
ter a wooden craft. It is clear, from last 
week’s disaster, that the big battle ship 
may bea more effective ram than a vessel 
built solely for that purpose, besides hay- 
ing her heavy guns, which make her for- 
midable miles away. There were two fac- 
tors in the momentum of the Camperdown— 
her bulk and her speed, The big vessel 
has a displacement of 10,600 tons, or 
about five times that of our ram Katahdin, 
which is 2,183, and, although she was pre- 
sumably moving at only about 10 knots, 
yet her maximum, we believe, is about 17, 
which is also that expected of the Xaiah- 
din. 

But while] it is true that the question of 
tactics must rival that of construction in 
the lessons drawn from the disaster, it is 
fair to admit that it has increased the 
value of vessels carrying no heavy guns 
and relying wholly on the ram as their 
weapon of offense. The British and other 
foreign nations have for various reasons 
been inclined to underrate such craft, or, 
rather, to consider that their full advan- 
tages can be had in a ship which is also 
adapted for fighting at all ranges by carry- 
ing a battery. Yet rams as such are likely 
to be somewhat more valued hereafter, 
and the wisdom of the United States in 
leading the way with the Katahdin may 
beconceded. This is the more probable, 





since the Victoria disaster showed that a 
glancing blow from a ram may be even | 
more hurtful than a direct blow. Hitherto | 


much has been said of the ability to baffle 


a ram by a quick] movement, but itis now 
seen that such a movement, unlessit avoids 
the ram ‘altogether, may avail nothing. 

Again, the Katahdin costs, for hull and 
machinery, $930,000, with little additional 
expense for guns, as she carries only four 
small six-pounders for protection against 
torpedo craft andsoon. A big battle ship 
may cost four times as much, and even if 
she could dodge or destroy one ram, she 
might haye the worst of it ina fight with 
four. A ram built wholly for harbor de- 
fense in dispensing with guns can also dis- 
pense with much top hamper, and present 
in battle for a target little but an armored 
turtle back and conning tower, being sub- 
merged by pumps until almost awash. She 
can furthermore, from the simplicity of her 
construction, emphasize the strengthening 
of her armored prow and its supporting 
bulkheads, so as to avoid being sunk her- 
self in the shock of her attack, and the 
condition of t he Camperdown shows the im 
portance of this point. Her spur, too, can 
be made of a size and shape best adapted 
for her special purpose. One invention, in 
fact, proposes a form of horizontal ram, 
with ends projecting transversely through 
the bows, so as to cut and tear a long hole 
with its heavy steel angle along the side of 
anenemy’sship. The Victoria disaster sug- 
gests that such an appliance might be ef- 
fective on a ram proper, and make glancing 
attacks preferable to those at right angles, 
since, while sufficiently destructive, they 
would avoid that risk of disabling her own 
machinery by the shock which has been 
made one objection to the use of the ram. 

When the rams are reduced to their 
proper place as adjuncts of coast defense, 
instead of its primary means, the argument 
for them is stronger. Their liability to be 
sunk by an enemy’s guns before they can 
strike him is atleast decreased when they 
are treated as auxiliaries of a thorough 
gun defense on ship or on shore. This is 
the value of Commodore FOLGER’s pro- 
posal to make a tactical unit in the line of 
naval battle consist of a battle ship, ac- 
companied by tworams and two torpedo 
boats, operating under a common super- 
vision. The blow of acomparatively small 
vessel, delivered with her armored prow, 
might be fatal, under this supposition of 
the combined attack of guus, rams, and 
torpedoes, which would much reduce the 
chance of bafflingit by any steering ma- 
nouvres. 











We have promise ofa visit from another 
interesting potentate, the Gaekwar of 
Baroda, who is the nominal ruler of 3,000,- 
000 in Hindustan. It was sometime ago 
announced that that much-traveled mon- 
arch the Rajah of Johore would do him- 
self and us the honor of “taking in” the 
World’s Fair some time during its progress. 
We have been getting used to entertaining 
royalty, and if these Oriental rulers do not 
bring with them too much in the way of 
novel and complicated etiquette we shall 
give them a welcome and make them feel 
as much at home as circumstances will 
permit. We shall be glad to hear of more 
Asiatic and African monarchs who intend 
to visit us, as it will enable us to get famil- 
iar with their titles and learn something 
of the lands over whieh they rule.

SYMPATHY FOR MAJOR PETTIGREW. 


Forty-seventh Men Say He Was Treated 
Too Harshly—Veterans to Visit Camp. 


PEEKSKILL, N. Y., Jane 28.—The only topic 
discussed in camp to-day has been the relief 
from command and humiliation of Major Will- 
iam R. Pettigrew of the Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment by Col. Eddy, There was more sympathy 
for the Major than criticism. If the rank and 
file were consulted it would be found that the 
general opinion is thatit was a needless exer- 
cise of arbitrary power to humiliate a field of- 
ficerin the manner in which Major Pettigrew 
was treated. 

The drill waa the first. None of the officers 
could possibly be perfect in his work. Col. 
Phisterer, Assistant Adjutant General, on 
whose complaint Major Pettigrew was re- 
lieved, on the otber band, had the benefit of 
last year’s experience in camp with the new 
drill regujations. 

The wrath of the officers and men of the Forty- 
seventh was not at all appeased when they 
learned that Col Phisterer had not once gone 
out on the parade ground when the Twenty- 
Third and the Seventh were incamp. An irp- 


telligent Sergeant of the Forty-seventh Regi- 
ment who calied upon the correspondent of TH# 
N&W-YOrRK TIMES this morning said: 

“To humiliate Major Pettigrew in such a manner 
was not only a disgrace to the battalion which he 
commanded, but to the regiment itself and to the 
National Guard of the State, Would Ool. Phieterer 
have made such a recommendation to the detriment 
of Major Le Forest of the Twenty-third or Major 
Kipp and Major Abrams ofthe Seventh! I doubs 
it. Would Col. Phisterer use the lanvuage to 
the Twenty-third amd the Seventh Regiments 
that he uses to us every day, not only to non- 
cvm Mmissioned officers, bat Captains of companies 
and field officers! Mind you, | am not detracting 
from his qastisiee as a soldier, fur no one who knows 
him will disparage him. But there ig no justifica- 
tion fora man because he wears the eagle on his 
shoulder to abuse and vilify men who wish to do 
their duty as thoronghly and as conscientiously as 
he does his. The whole trouble with Col. Phisterer 
is that he comes outon the parade ground to find 
ry = hy criticise offensively. He can see no good in 
a drill.” 

A Corporal, who expressed his sentiments 
frankly, said: 

“We have three drill instructors, Col. Phisterer, 
Major Stackpo'e of the National Guard, and Lieut, 
Hardin of the regular army. Only two of them are 
acceptable to the men, Stackpcie and Hardin, be- 
cause they know how to com.nand. Lieut. Hardin, 
particularly, corrects the men in a way that en- 
courages them todo their best. But Col. Phisterer 
allows his temper to get the better of his judgment, 
and, while he is an excellent solaier, he utters sen- 
tences that an ollicer never should use to men, ee 
pecially to officers.” 

Close investigation throughout the regiment 
and separate companies showed that this Cor- 
poral very nearly represented the sentiment of 
the entire command. it was found that both 
Major Stackpole and Lieut, Hardin had cap- 
tared the men by the consideration they had 
shown and their methods of instruction. One 
Sergeant of the Forty-seventh said: “I would 
go through the lower regionsif Lieut. Hardin 
gave me an order, because he shows considera- 
tion for the feelings of his men,” 

The humiliation of Major Pettigrew has pro- 
duced a feeling of demoralization in the Forty- 
seventh Regiment. Men are asking to-day why 
it was necessary to throw a shadow of degreda- 
tion upon a man because he stumbled on his first 
drill under the.new drill regulations. The most 
naturalinquiry is, What is the motive? Was 
there a difference between him and his Colonel? 
Has the Colonel a pet selected for his place? 
And the excuses put ferth by the men who 
removed Major Pettigrew throwa a still more 
unpleasant light apes the whole business. If it 
is true that Major Pettigrew was sufiering from 
an attack made upon him by highwaymen some 
time ago, as the officers who humiliated him al- 
lege, how much more charitable would it have 
been forthem to have suggested to him that 
he might better retire to his quarters, plead 
sickness, return to Brooklyn, and resign. 

This, the regiment declares to-day, would 
have been the generous position to take. 

Of course, Major Pettigrew will resign. That 
is the only course left open for him. His 
twenty-eight years of past service count for 
nothing. 

Col. Kobert H. Hall of the Fourth Infantry, 
detailed by the War Department to duty at the 
State Camp, has been invited to go to Gettys- 
burg on Saturday by Gen. Porter as the guest 
of Gov. Flower. 

The Forty-seventh Regiment was hard at 
work allday making up lost time. To-morrow 
the men will have the regular Thursday drill, 
and will have an opportunity to escort the vis- 
itors who are expected at the samp. 

The steamer Mary Powell is to land here in 
the morning with the friends of the Poughkeep- 

sie soldiers, and the steamer James T. Brett 
will bring mere people down later from New- 
burg, Cornwall, and otber river towns. The 
Forty-seventh Regiment is also to have its 
friends here. The veterans are coming up op 
the noon train, and they will undoubtedly be 
accompanied by many who are not veterans. 
There will be entertainment enough for all of 
these vialtors, as the regiment has arranged for 
a series of athletic games. These contests will 
be open only to members of the Forty-sevonth.

MR. GLADSTONE DECIDES TO HUB-- 
RY THE HOME RULE BILL 


It Is to be Reported July 31—The An- 
nouncement by the Premier Received 
with Cheers—An Exchange of Sarcastio 
Remarks Between Himself and Bal- 
four—The Closure Resolution to be Re- 
ported To-day, and no Delay Allowed— 
How the Debate Is to be Conducted. 


. 


LoNpoy, June 28.—The galleries of the House 
of Commons were packed with people to-day, 
their presence being due to the expectation 
that Mi. Gladstone would make a statement in 
regard to the course the Government had de- 
cided to follow with reference to the Home 
Rule bill. 

When Mr. Gladstone entered the House 
almost perfect silence prevailed, but before the 
Prime Minister had reached his seat a storm of 
obeers, repeated again and again, greeted him. 

Soon after Mr. Gladstone had taken his seat 
John W. Benn (Liberal) and Samuel Woods 
(Labor) asked the questions, prior notice of 
which had been given to the House, in relation 
to the closing of the discussion of the Home 
Rule bill 

Mr, Gladstone, in reply, briefly announced 
that to-morrow he would move the adoption of 
a resolution calling upon the House to expedite 
the passage of the bill. 

This announcement was greeted with cheers 
by the supporters of the Government. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the Opposition, asked 
that the terms of the resolution be communi- 
ented to the Opposition leaders before they were 
publicly stated in the House. 

Mr. Gladstone informed Mr. Belfour that the 
resolution wae based on the proposal made by 
the Conservatives by which the Orimes act was 
rughed through Parliament in 1887. This reply 
evoked hearty laughter and s hurricane of 
cheers from the Irish benches. 

John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, sub- 
sequently read the terms of the resolution. 
These provided that the bill shall be reported 
by July 31 and shall be closured in four sec- 
tions. Clauses 5 to 8 shall be discussed next 
week; clauses 9 to 26 the following week, and 
clauses to 40 the third week. Thereafter the 
financial clauses and any new clauses shall be 
discussed. 

Mr. Morley added that the Government would 
not receive any dilatory motion nor any motion 
to postpone a clause unless the motion was 
made by the Minister in charge of the bill. The 
rule of the House ending the daily session at 
midnight would be suspended to-morrow, If 
progress should be reported the Chairman of 
the Committee of the Whole should enforce the 
order. Inany subsequent aitting of the com- 
mittee the proceedings thereunder should not 
be interrupted by any standing order relating 
to the sittings of the House. This statement 
was received with cheers. 

Mr. Balfour asked if the Government proposed 
to consider the motion for the adoption of the 
resolution to-morrow. Did the Government re- 
member the occasion of the introduction of the 
resolution of 1887, referred to by the Prime 
Minister? On that occasion Mr. Gladstone and 
Mr. Morley bad both protested against the brief 


time allowed them to consider the resolution, 
although that proposal was yastly less compli- 
eated than the present one. 

Mr. Gladstone readily admitted his action in 
1887, but said the opinion of the House then 
was that a resolution like the one referred to 
ought not to be kept pending. Moreover, the 
House had already gone through an immense 
mass of work, and a4 still greater amount was 
awaiting its attention. Indeed, it had become 
@ question as to whether the House was or was 
not able to discharge the duties with whieh it 
had been intruaged. [Cheers.) There was no 
such question in 1887 ae existed now, On the 
grounds of public duty he must decline to ac- 
cede to the wish of Mr. Balfour that further 
time be given the Opposition te consider the 
terms of the resolution. 

The sitting closed amid unbounded enthusiasm 
en the part of the Irish, Radical, and Liberal 
members. 

William Abraham (anti-Parnellite) has been 
elected to Parliament from the Northeast Divie- 
ion of Cork,in place of Michael Davitt, who 
withdrew recently.

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MR. PHELPS’S ARGUMENT. 


Au Instance Where Great Britain Exer- 
cises the Protecting Power. 


Paris, June 28.—The Hon. E. J. Phelps of 
counsel for the United States continued his clos- 
ing address before the Bering Sea Tribunal of 
‘Arbitration to-day. He reanalyzed the interna- 
tional law bearing upon the case before the 
tribunal, showing that all marine animals in 
which there was @ property interest were 
treated as property by the nations beat entitled 
to protect them. He instanced the British 
coral and pear! oyster fisheries, which, though 
they were outside of territorial waters, it was 
absolutely necessary to protect in order to pre- 
vent them from being exterminated. 

In reply to a question asked by Baron de Cour- 
ecl, President of the tribunal, Mr. Phelps said 
that the United States had a right to protect, 
even by force, its property interest in the 

seals and the industry dependent upon those 
animals. What the Americans would,in the 
judgment of civilized nations, have the right to 
was a just measure of award claimed from the 
tribunal, which was a substitute for the 
national right of self-defense. 

OrTawa, Ontario, June 28.—C. H. Mackin- 
tosh, M. P., who has returned from Europe with 
the appointment of Lieutenant Governor of the 


Northwest in his pocket, and who is an intimate 
friend of Sir Jonn Thompson, the Canadian 
Premier, who is one of the British Bering Sea 
arbitrators, says that while the United States 
case is considered weak there, the question may 
not be settled quite to the liking of Canada. 

Mr. Mackintosh says: “ it is possible that the 
regulations adopted may not be all Canada con- 
siders fair.” Thisis taken to mean that Great 
Britain is preparing, even ifshe wins, to enter 
into arrangements with the United States that 
will restrict the seal fishing and bar out the 
British Columbia sealers to a considerable ex- 
tent, if not completely. 





THE ARMY BILL MAJORITY. 


Election Keturns, All In, Show 199 For 
and 185 Against the Measure. 


BERLINK, June 28.—Reports received to-day 
from Kitzingen, Schweinfurt, and Lohr oom- 
plete the returns from all 397 electvral con- 
stituencies in the empire. The exact numerical 
relations of the parties, in case of s vote on the 
Army bill, are, nevertheless, still somewhat in 
doubt, as several candidates who acknowledge 
allegiance to the larger parties or groups in 
other matters, have reserved decision concern- 
ing the military demands of the Government. 

The situation has been complicated by the re- 
Jeetion of the returns in five constituencies 
where irregularities vitiated the elections. One 
of these constituencies is Jerichow, in which 
Oount Herbert Bismarck was supposed to have 


been elected. If these constituencies be al- 
lowed to the parties entitled to them on the 
face of the returns, the list of 397 Deputies is 
divided geverally thus among the parties: 

Clericals, 82; Social Demovrats, 45; Conserv- 
atives, 77; Free Conservatives, 25; National 
Liberals, 52; Guelphe, 8; Alsatians, 12; Anti- 
Bemites, 17; Richter Radieals, 23; Radical 
Unionists, 12; Poles, 19; Independent Clericals, 
11; Bavarian Peasants’ League, 2; South Gér- 
man Democrats, 11/ Danes, 1. 

Of these 397 Deputies, 199 are connted for 
the Army billand 185 against it. ‘nirteen are 
olassed as doubtful.

BANGKOK TO BE BOMBARDED. 


France Waging War Upon Siam, Which 
Prepares for Desperate Resistance. 


LONDON, June 28.—A dispateh from Bangkok, 
capital of Siam, says that the French gunDoat 
Lutin has anchored in the river opposite the 
centre of Bangkok and has made preparations 
to fire upon thecity. The topmasts of the gun- 
boat have been struck and guns have been 
mounted in the fighting tops. The French Ad- 
miralin his flag ship is expected to arrive in 
Siamese waters from Saigon. 

Siam, the dispatoh adds, though most anxious 
to maintain friendship with the French, is quite 
determined to resist aggression, and is prepar- 
ing herself for any contingency that may arise. 
The defenses of the country will prove stronger 
than expected. Three ships have been sunk at 
the entrance of the Meinam River, on which 
Bangkok ig situated, about twenty miles from 
its mouth. ‘This reduces the channel to the 
narrowest limite possible for use, and the Gov- 
ernment is ready ata moment's notice to com- 
plete the block to prevent the ingress and 
egress of veasels. 


Siam has a standing army of 12,000 men, and 
bas a population of 6,000,000 to draw from in 
the eventof war. The army is to some extent 
officered by Europeans. The Government pos- 
sesses ten fully equipped war vessels. Forts 
with heavy guns are at the mouth of the river, 
into whieh vessels drawing over thirteen feet 
of water cannot enter. The population of 
Bangkok is abot 500,000, about half of whom 
are Chinese. Catholic, Baptist,and Presbyterian 
missions and schools are situated in the capi- 
tal, and two newspapers, one in English and 
the other in Siamese, are issued. 

The troubles between France and Siam, which 
are of long standing, had their origin ina 
boundary dispute, and considerable tightin 
between the French and Siamese has been don 
along the Annam frontier.

RAILROAD BUILDING IN PERU. 


Why a Fine of £5,000 a Month Was Im- 
posed for Failure to Finish a Line. 





Among tie dispatches from Peru last week 
was one which stated that the Government of 
that country nad fined the Peruvian Corpora- 
tion £5,000 a month for failing to finish a rail- 
road on the date agreed upon by contract. 

This seemed to be an innocent enough state- 
ment, but as the Peruvian election oceurs next 
month, and as it has been so frequently an- 
nounced that the country would need money to 
meet trouble which might either precede or 
follow that event, the opportunity was seen by 
somebody in this country to suggest that the 
Peruvian Government was taking this means 
of putting its exchequer in condition to meet 
expected pressing demands, 

The Peruvian Corporation had contracted to 
build this railroad, but it had not done the work 
iteelf. Ithad sublet the contract to Michael P. 
Grace & Co. of London, ia which firm is Wiill- 


jam R. Grace of this city. The Grace firm again 
sublet the contract, and it was agreed that the 
work should be done on Jan. 11 of this year. 

It was notuntil April that the job was an- 
nounced as finished, and then the trouble which 
led to the fine began. 

Speaking of this situation of things to a NEw- 
York TiMe&s reporter yesterday Major Alfred 
Ff. Bears of this city, who is General Manager of 
the North Peru Company, said: 

* Referring to the slur at the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment, which has been reproached with hav- 
ing placed a fine of £45,000 on the Peruvian 
Corperation, Limited, asif it were anunjust im- 
yoones intended to fill up adamaged Treasury, 

would like to state the exact facta. 

“The Peruvian Corporation, a bedy of bond- 
holders incorporated in London, agreed, in 
Clause 13 of a contract with the Peruvian Gov- 
ernment, dated Jan. 11, 1890, to build and com- 
plete by Jan. 11, 1893, the extension of the 
Callao and Croya Railroad line, the section 
from Chiela to Oroyeunder. In the sixteenth 
clause of the contract the penalty of failure was 
placed at £5,000 a month. 

«This contract was sublet to Michael P. Grace 
& Co., who again sublet it. Recently a demand 
was made on the Government for the sovept- 
ance of the work. An engineer who was hand 
and glove withthe Grace firm was sent to in- 
spect the road, which was represented as com- 
piete. His report went as far as it could. He 
was unable to say that the road was finished, 
because it was not, but he went as far as he 
could, and said that, while the line was not done, 
he was of the —_—— & great partof it could be 
used. To this the Goverument objected and de- 
clared that, since this engineer could not say 
the work had been finished according to con- 
tract, it would not accept it. 

“Ona protest against this a commission of 
five engineers was appointed to examine the 
line in detailand make a written report of its 
condition. 

“This reportis unanimeus that the work is 
not finished, and the engineers, with a single 
exception, agree thatitis not safe to open the 
line, even provisionally, to $ublic trattic. One 
of the five, the engineer who stands with the 
Grace tirm, believes thatit will not be dangerous 
to allow a limited use of the work. 

“The tne might properly have been assessed 
on Jan. 11, but was imposed oniy aftera lapse 
of months by the Peruvien Government, which 
has shown in this, as in all ita dealings with for- 
eigners, @ disposition to extreme liberality.” 

**On whom will this fine fall?” asked the re- 
porter. 

“The Peruvian Corporation can hold the firm 
of M. P. Grace & Co. responsible, as that firm 
took the contract from the corporatien. But I 
suppose it will be thrown over on the small 
contractor.”’ 





REPRIMANDED THE JURY TWIOE.

The Judge Saw No Reason 
Agree and Objected to Smuggling. 


Jersey City, N. J., June 28,—Judge Hud- 
speth recalled a jury twice to-day and admin- 
istered a severe reprimand on each occasion. 
Edward Foley, charged with complicity in the 
big tobacco robbery at the Netherlands steam- 
ship dock, at Hoboken, on July 9, 1892, was on 
trial. James Dee and David Barry, who had al- 
ready been sent to State prison for seven and a 


half years each for the same robbery, on their 
pieas of guilty implicated Foley, who was also 
identified by other witnesses as being con- 
cerned in the affair. After a brief charge the 
jury retired at 2:30. 

An hour later Judge Hudspeth sent for them 
and wastold that they could notagree. He 
told them the case was one of the plainest ever 
tried, and, after censuring them, sent them out 


gain. 

At 4:30 the Judge was informed that pack- 
ages were being smuggied into the jury room 
through the rear windows. He again sent for 
the jury and reprimanded them severely, both 
as to their conduct and an apparent desire to 
defeat the ends of justice. Then he sent them 
out again, despite their reiteration of the state- 
ment that they could not agree. 

The jury was still out ata late hour to-night. 

At 10 o’clock the jury returned with a verdict 

nding vesey geen. lt was rumored that three 
jurymen stood out for acquittal, and there were 
also rumors in circulation to the effect that 
bribery had been resorted to in the ease. In the 
event of a disagreement these reports will be 
investigated.

PARAGUAY HAS A GRIEVANCE 





HER EXHIBIT I8 NOW DRAPED 
WITH A DARK OLOTH. 


i Commissioner Hassler Was Arrested a Few 


Days Ago by a Columbian Guard—He 
Demands the Discharge of the Guard 
and an Ample Apology—His Demand 
Sustained by Other Foreign Commis- 
sioners—The “Dignity” of a Sister Ke- 
public in Question. 


Wor p’s FAIR GROUNDS, CHICAGO, June 28.— 
The second international clash with the expo- 
sition is on exhibition in the Agricultural, 
Forestry, Ethnological, and Anthropologieal 
Buildings to-day. The exhibit is likely to re- 
main on view several days, maybe for the next 
four months of the exposition. A dark cloth 
hangs acroas the entrances to the pavilions of 
Paraguay, in the centre of which is fastened a 
sheet of , sper bearing these words: ‘ Closed 
by order of the Commissioner General.” 

And this is all on account of the Columbian 
Guards again. Commissioner Hassler is deter- 
mined that the insult given him in his official 
capacity, and therefore to his country, by his 
outrageous arrest shall be followed by repara- 
tion, apology, and the discharge of the offend- 
ing guard. The Paraguay Commissioner is also 
waiting for an official assurance from President 
Higinbotham and the Director General that 
the peraon of a foreign Commissioner is free 
from humiliating arrest by an ignorant and 
arrogant guard. 

The plucky Commissioner, who knocked down 
the guard before being overpowered by rein- 
forcements and arrested, said to-day that he 
will remove every article contributed by his 
Government to the exposition and depart for 
home with his attachés unless he is given the 
satisfaction which be demands as his right by 
allforms of international usage and comity. 
The people from Paraguay are decidedly in 
earnest and much exercised over the affair, 
which occurred several days ago at the entrance 
of Prof, Putnam’s building. 

Hassler’s assistant was going out of the build- 
ing with a plece of cloth belonging to the com- 
mission, when he was stopped by the guard, 
who said it was against orders to allow any- 
thing to be taken from the building. Mr. Hass- 
ler then came up and took the piece of cloth 
from his assistant and told the guard it was 
his property, whereupon the guard allowed him 
to proceed, 

Mr. Hassler had just reached the foot of the 
steps, however, when he was seized by the 
guard, who egaid he could not allow him to leave 
the building. Mr. Hassler turned around quick- 
ly and knocked the guard down. He was ar- 


rested a moment later by two other guards who 
had seen the affair. Mr. Hassler was about to 
be putinto the patrol wagon when Chief Put- 
naw of the Authropologival Building appeared 
and stopped the ailair. The offending guard 
has, after an absence of a few days, been re- 
turned te his old post,and the Paraguayans 
take that feature of the trouble to be an at- 
tempt to blind the eyes of the foreign officials 
inthe belief that the guards had been dis- 
charged. 

The ‘dignity of Paraguay ” has been trampled 
on, and although it is a little republic the cause 
of its representatives at the fairis being cham- 
pioned by the foreign Commissioners as a body. 
Cowmissioner Leifler of Sweden, the secretary 
of the organization, has drawn up a vigorous 
protest against the treatment of foreign Com- 
missioners by the guards, und President Higin- 
botbam will receive it with a request that 
orders be at once issued tothe guards to re- 
pect the person of every foreign Commissioner 
in the park.

LUCKILY NOBODY KILLED. 


4 Floor Gives Way in s Fair Building and 
Several Persons Are Injured. 


Curcaco, June 28.—An accident attended. 


with many narrow escapes from death and con~ 
siderable damage te anatomy, but luckily with- 
out fatality, ocourred in the grounds at 6 o’clock 
this evening. At 5 o’clock about 200 men em- 
ployed in the colordepartment met in the second 
story of their building just south of the big 
cola-storage building, to do honor to their 
chief, H. D. Millet, Superintendent of Decora- 
tion, and E. D, Allen, foreman of the shop. A 
handsome solid-silver dessert set was presented 
to Mr. Millet, and Mr. Allen was given a beauti- 
ful punch bowl and its companion pieces. 

As the speechmaking was concluded, the 
men started for the narrow stairway which 
led to the floor below. The thin boards creaked 
ominously as the men gathered at the nar- 
row exit, and several retreated to the further 
corners of the room. Suddenly that portion of 
the floor nearest the stairway gave way and 
landed its load of humanity and chairs and 


tables on the top of the barrels, boxes, signs, 
scenery, and painted paraphernalia on the 
floor below. 

The fall was not over 18 feet, and this, no 
doubt, saved many lives. Many of those who 
had taken the sudden descent, finding them- 
selves unhurt, were on their feet again at once 
and lent aid to their fellow-workmen, many of 
whom were under the mass of broken timber 
and other débris. After the confusion 
had abated in a measure and the 
men had been extrieated with some 
dificulty, it was found that thirteen 
were in need of assistance, but it was ascer- 
tained that no one had been kilied. Word was 
at once sent to Police Headquarters and a num- 
ber of ambulances and patrol wagons were on 
the seene in tive minutes. The injured mou 
were removed to the hospital with dispatch, 
where it was found that only one, William 
Nolan, was in a serious condition. He had sus- 
tained a compound fracture of his right leg 
near the hip, and the doctors refuse to give 
much encouragement in regurd to his wounds.

EX-TREASURER GUENTHER SUED 


A Judgment Obtained Against Him for 
Interest on Public Funds, 





Mapison, Wis, June 28.—Judgment was 
taken before Judge Siebecker of the Circuit 
Court to-day in the case of the State against 
Richard Guenther, ex-State Treasurer and ex- 
Minister to Mexico. The action was brought to 
recover the moneys received by Guenther as 
interest on public funds while he was Treasurer, 
and interest on this amount from the time he 


went out of office in 1882, after four years’ 
service, to the present time. 

The interest amount was figured at $130,940. 
In arriving at that sum the State computed the 
interest on the sum received at 7 per cent., the 
legal interest up to April 1. 1893, at which 
time the legal rate was changed to 6 per cent. 

The attorney for the defense, Harshaw, dis- 
puted the right of the State to compute any in- 
terest at a greater rate than 6, but Judge 
Biebecker decided that the legal rate of interest 

previous to April 1 must be usedin computing 
interest up to that time, and the legal rate of 
interest after April 1 be taken after that day. 

The judgment will be paid soon, Mr. Harshaw 
said, with the exception of the difference of 1 per 
cent. interest money,which may be the occasion 
of an appeal to the Supreme Court. 





A Warrant in Insolvency Granted. 
PrirrsFIerD, Mass,, June 28.—Judge Robinson, 
in the Inselvency Court, held a hearing to-day 
on the petition of H. D. Cone and the Owen 
Paper Company of Housatonic, foran extension 
of time on the petition for a warrant in insol- 
venoy. Cone and the company were repre- 
sented by Lawyers C. H. Williams of New-York 


and T. P. Pingree of this city, representing 
claims of $80,000. 

The petition forthe extension was opposed by 
ex-Attorney General Waterman and ex-District 
Attorney Hibbard of this city, and Lawyer PF. 
H. Wright of Great Barrington, representing 
claims of $20,000. 

Judge Keobinson granted a warrant in insol- 
vency against Cone and the Owen Paper Com- 
pany, paming Deputy Sheriff Wood es messen- 
ger. The case is of wide interest, owing to the 
amount of property involved. 





National Bank Shareholders Assessed, 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—Controller Eckels to- 
day levied an assessment of 100 per cent. on 
the shareholders of the Second National Bank 
of Columbia, Tenn. ‘ 

The entire assessment is payable July 28, but 
the Receiver of the bank has been authorized to 
grantan extension, without interest, to share- 
holders who pay 25 per cent. of the assessment 
at that date, and who give satisfactory guaran- 
tee to pay 25 percent. on Aug. 28 and the re- 
mainder—50 per cent.—on Sept. 28.

TOWNSEND WINS THE PRIZE 


MADE SEORETARY OF THE BE- 
PUBLIOAN LEAGUE. 





His Chief Opponent, Jewell, Receives the 
Only Other Salaried Office, that of 
State Organizer—A Bitter Fight to Se-. 
cure These Two Plums in the Gift of 
the Convention—An Effort to Indorse 
the Sherman Silver Purchase Act 
Promptly Strangled in Committee, 


SARATOGA, June 28.—It wasa good thing for 
the peace and quiet of this town that no more 
delegates from Republican clubs came to the 
sixth annual convention than about 400. These 
few succeeded in making such a lively fight over 
the insignificant offices that the place has had 
entertainment enough for one day. The squab- 
bling was all done outside of the convention 
hall, and the proceedings there were of the 
tamest sort. 

The convention closed at 1:30 o’olock, after 
the friends of J. 8, Jewell had been utterly de- 
feated and J. B. Townsend had been chosen 
Secretary. Mayor George E. Green of Bingham- 
ton was made President to succeed Col, E. A. 
Mc Alpin, 

In the early morning the boom for William 
Barnes, Jr., of Albany, formerly member of the 
State Committee, was brought out and an at- 
tempt was made to put it into circulation. When 
it had reached proportions large enough to war- 
rant, it was suddenly killed by passing around 
some of the secret proceedings of yesterday's 
meeting of the Committee on Resolutions. Mr. 
Barnes was a member of the committee and had 
comeover from Albany prepared torush through 
& section on the silver question, which would 
have put the conyention in a curious posi- 
tion, Mr. Barnesis violently opposed to the 
repealof the Sherman Silver act and his reso - 
lution used strong language against any such 
repeal, He attempted to put this into the plat- 
form, and made a warm speech supporting his 
position. Whateverthe members of the com- 
mittee may have thought on the merits of the 
question, it was plainly apparent that such a 
resolution could not consistently be adopted. 
President MoAlpin’s speech and Whitelaw 
Reid's letter would not have agreed with it, and 


so Mr. Barnes and his resolution were quietly 
and quickly disposed orf, 

When his boomlet was at ite most advanced 
stage of growth this morning, Mr. Barnes's atti- 
tude on the Sherman act was enough to kill it. 
When the story was passed around, Mr. Barnes 
at once ceased to be a candidate, and his name 
was not mentioned in connection with the 
Presidency aiter the convention met. 

Another resolution which was brought to the 
secret session was one which roundly con- 
demned Lieut. Gov. Sheehan for the bill passed 
at the last session of the Legislature by which 
he secured control of the buffalo police force. 
A majority of the committee favored this and it 
had ulmost made its way into the platform 
when Senator O’Connor jumped up and pro- 
tested. He was a member of the Committees on 
Resolutions, 

“I voted for that bill last Winter,” he said, 
**so 1 do not see how I can be one of a commit- 
tee to report tuis resolution,”’ 

To preserve Senator O'Connor’s peace of 
mind the resolution was quietly put into the 
waste basket. 

The tight between J. 8. Jewell and J. B. 
Townsend for the Secretaryship was kept up all 
night and until almost the hour of meeting this 
morning. Mr, Jewell wanted the place badly. 
He bas been making quite an extended and ex- 
pensive trip through the State, ostensibly “in 
the interests of the league.’”’ This is said to 
mean that he has been drumming up delegates 
for this convention, and incidentally mak- 
ing himself solid with the country members 
in his present fight. Secretary Hedges has 
been placed in an embarrassing position be- 
cause of his attitude on this tight. Both candi- 
dates claimed that he had given indications to 
them that he was favorable to their own candi- 
daey. Henry Gleason was eye ~4 because a 
rumor was started that he, as a delegate from 
the New-York Republican Club, was taking 
such an active part that the other clubs pre- 
posed to protest against it. This brought out 
some comment that the regular league clubs 
are not in sympathy with such ‘‘swell’’ organi- 
zatione as the Fifth Avenue olub, and, until 
Mr. Gleason was assured that whatever he 
might do in the present tight would notcount 
against him on this score, he was very much 
distressed. He has always been revered by the 
younger clubmen as “the father of the 
league,’’ and it almost broke his heart that he 
could not take a friendly hand in the fight for 
Secretary without laying himself open to the 
charge that he was a ‘silk stocking.” 

Mr, Jewell denied all the charges that he was 
in league with Democrate and made a hard 
fight for the place against odds which were in- 
creased by the attitude of bis nearest neighbors. 

The fight was bitter at times. Those who op- 
posed Mr. Jewell were as industrious as possi- 
ble in making the charge that he was as much 
a Democrat asa Republican when he was at 
home on Staten Island, 

Col. McAlpin was one of the hardest workers 
in Jewell’s behalf. He was on the piazza of 
Congress Hall talking in behalf of his friend, 
when W. A. Galloway of Richmond County be- 
gan an attack on him that broughton a quarrel. 

“You anc Secretary Hedges have used your 
official positions to advance Jewell’s interests,” 
said Mr. Galloway. ‘Jewell trains with the 
Democrats. He has used Democratic money in 
eampaigns.” 

“You say what is not true,” replied Col. Mo- 
Alpin in a heat. “You sre making charges 
against me which have no foundation.” 

Col. McAlpin’s hands were clenched and he 
was shaking as if he were anxious to pitch into 
a rough and tumble. Mr. Galloway seemed 


ready, 

“I know what I’m talking about,” he cried, 
but before the argument oould go any further a 
dozen or more men got between the two and 
that ended the debate. 

The action of the New-York City delegates at 
a eaucua held at 9:30 o'clock settled the trouble. 
Mr, Townsend and Henry Gleason alternated as 
presiding olficers at this caucus. A compromise 
was agreed upon by which it was voted to sup- 

ort Mr. Townsend solidly on condition that 
Xr. Jowell be made State Organizer. This office, 
which is a new one, will have a salary attached. 
When the action of the New- York delegates was 
known the others accepted it as a settlement of 
the question. 

A shert time before the convention met, Will- 
iam Brookfield, Chairman of the State Com- 
mittee, reached the city. He found his way at 
once to Congress Hall, and went on a trip of 
exploration to discover what had been done. 
He professed to have no information as to State 

olitics, but simply said he had stopped overon 

is way from Syracuse to see the boys. He was 
evidently not deeply inspired by the work of 
the convention, for he went to the hall and took 
a back seat, where he could hear all the pro- 
ceedings without attracting much attention, 

Presently, however, President McAipin saw 
him and asked him to come to the platform. 
Mr, Brooktield, always a modest man, did not 
accept the invitation, and it was not until Col. 
MoAlpin attracted still further attention to his 
presence by threatening to sond a committee of 
escort that the Chairman of the committee 
weut upon the platform. 

The convention met at 10:30 o’clock. The 
firat thing to be done was the awarding of a 
prize banner effered by the Mail and Axpress to 
the largest uniformed club in attendance. It was 
to be acompetitive examination.

The Governor Gets an Honorary Degree 





at St. Lawrence University. 


Canton, N. Y., June 28.—Gov. Flower partici- 
pated to-day in the commencement exercises of 
the St. Lawrence University. He arrived here 
yesterday afternoon, and in the evening held a 


*reception which was attended bya large num- 


ber of citizens and students. To-day he deliv- 
ered an addregs to the students and alumni. He 
said he had come to the commencement as a 
neighbor, a Kegent, and as Governor; he pre- 
ferred to think of himself as neighbor and 
friend. 

** There is,” said the Governor, “an unusual 
kinship of feeling among the people of North- 
ern New-York. I donot know whether a simi- 
lar spirit of fraternity and mutual interest ex- 


ista between counties in any other section of 
the State. We have grown up together, faced 
the cold northern winds together, been associ- 
ated in business, social, religious, and political 
relations together—all as if no county lines di- 
vided one set of homes from the other. 

*T have often wondered in which county [ 
have the most friends—whether in Jefferson, 
where I have spent the greater part of my life, 
or in 8t. Lawrence, whichin many ways seems 
to me a good deal like home, and from whose 
people I have reason to be grateful for many 
courtesies.” 

Speaking of the University’s work the Gov- 
ernor said: ‘* You have set your standard high. 
You have been among the first of our colleges 
and universities to admit women to the same 
privileges with men in scholastio halls. Your 
instruetion and your educational ideals have 
been liberal. Your graduates have become 
strong men in the world’s affairs. Your thee- 
logical school 1s, I believe, the oldest of its kind 
in the country and the religion which it teaches 
and the ministers which it has sent out have 
well reflected the liberal atmosphere of your as- 
sociations and ambitions.”’ 

At the ciose of the Governor’s address Presi- 
dent Hervey announced that the honorary de- 
gree of Doctor of Laws had been conferred 
upon him.

POLLOCK MEANS 1) FIGHT 


HIS COUNSEL IN A HURRY TO 
GET READY FOR APPEAL, 





As a First Step a Mortgage on 
His Property Was Tiled the 


Some of 


Moment 
the Register’s Office Was Open—Meant, 


It Was Explained, as Security for the 
Pol. 
lock’s Judgment Also Entered Early— 
Sure She Will Get the €37,500. 


Appeal Bond — Daughter-in-Law 


With the verdict for $37,500 given Tuesday 
in the Pollock case Mrs. Ellen Pollock’s strug- 
gles were by nv means over. Alexander Pol- 
look, her father-in-law, against whom she got 
the verdict, gave an exhibition yesterday of his 
determination to fight the judgment to the last. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning, at the very mo- 
ment when the Register’s ollice was opened, 
Mr. Pollock filed 2 mortgage on a house and log 
he owns at Kighty-second Street and Riverside 
Drive. The mortgage wasin favor of Andrew 
Fletcher of 157 West Fiity-seventh Street, and. 
the consideration was an alleged indebtedness 
of $30,000, 

Five minutes later the judgment against Mr. 
Pollock was placed on record in the County 
Clerk’s office by the attorneys for his daughter- 
in-law, Seymour & Hopkins, who, in conjunc- 
tion with Col. Edward C. James, had conducted 
her case. 

When the mortgage was handed in to the 
Register, the messenger, a clerk from the offica 
of A. O. Salter, Mr. Pollock’s private counsel, 
said to the Deputy Register: 

“ Please mark the exact time of filing on the 
original.” 

“ Nive o'clock, to the minute.” 

“Well, put it down here. We want it for a 
very particular reason,”” And “Filed for reo- 
ord 9 A. M., June 28,’ was indorsed on the 
mortgage in big blue letters. 

In the County Clerk's oflice the demand for an 
indorsement of the exact time was repeated al- 
most word for word when the notice of judg- 
ment was handed in to Deputy County Clerk 
Boully. 

This made it look as if the two parties to the 
suit were running a race, one to secure the 
legal mortgaging of the property before the 
judgment could be entered, thereby preventing 
an execution except on an additional suit to 
set the mortgage aside. The other side would 
seem to have anticipated sueh a move, and 
therefore notice of the judgment was filed a 
fow minutes after the County Clerk's offiea was 
opened. 

Alexander Thain, counsel for Mr. Pollock, ex- 
plained the filing of the'mortgage as follows: 

* The supposition that this Mortgage was exe- 
éuted to evade judgment is absurd. This piece 
of property was secured to Mr. Fletcher, because 
it Was arranged some days ago that he should 
go on Mr. Pollock's appeal bond in case the suit 
Wee canines us.” ide 

“Then why were you in such a hu ‘have

** Because we didn’t want to take any chances 
on having the thirty days’ stay of capeution 
granted yesterday set aside. We wanted to be 
ready with our bond, anda in order to secure the 
bond and make the mortgage valid we had to have

and if the mortgage had been executed for 
fraudulent purposes, to prevent execution, he 
would have included all his property. As itis,

“ Why did your side enter notice of judgment 
so early?” 

“ Because we didn’t want to take any chances 
of complication by giving the Pollocks a chance 
to transfer or mortgage their property. Of 
course in view of the judgment it would have 
been a Very easy matter to have any auch 
eleventh hour transfer or mortgage set aside as 
fraudulent, but that would require an addition- 
al suit, whereas if we got our judgment on 
record before any transfers were made no suit 
would be necessary.”’ 

The total amount of the judgment entered is 

39,551.93. Of this $37,500 is ror the verdict, 

1,875 is for the 5 per cent. extra allowance to 
the plaintiff, and $176.93 is for costs of court.

| A REAL ESTATE CONFERENCE. 


Zhe National Association’s Objects—Sales 
Had Yesterday. 


The National Real Estate Association’s com- 
mittee to formulate a uniform system of titles, 
transfers, and registration will meet this after- 
noon in the Real Estate Exchange offices at 59 
Liberty Street, and will continue in session for 
several days. George E. Pomeroy of Toledo, 
R. E. Montgomery of Denver, David R. McCord 
and J. Cradock Simpson of Montreal, and 
Frank T. Terry of Milwaukee compose the com- 
mittee. They will make their headquarters at 
the Cambridge, Fifth Avenue and Thirty-third 
Street. 

Their object in visiting this city is to investi- 
gate the methods employed here and to receive 
suggestions from local real estate men and law- 
yers. The association they represent was or- 
ganized in Nashville, Tenn., in February, 1892, 
by about 600 real estate brokers and agents 
from allover the country. Last October a con- 


vention or congress was held at Buffalo. The 
next congress will be held at St. Paul, Minn., on 
Aug. 21, 22, and 23. 

The purposes of the association are thus de- 
clared in its constitution: 

“To establish and maintain acentral boly of ref- 
erence and union for ite members; to acquire, pre- 
serve, and disseminate valnable information apper- 
taining to real estate in the United States; to en- 
courage, establish, and maintain uniform business 
principles and usages in reél estate transactions; 
to inspire and creaie closer fraternal relations - 
tween agents, owners, and purchasers of realty; to 
encourage the organization of associations and ex- 
changes in the various States and cities of the 
United States; tointinence and direct legislation In 
reference to laws touching the transfer of realty; to 
simplify and make uniform, as far as practicable, 
the laws affecting real property in the various 
States; to discourage wild speculation and fictitious 
‘booms ’; to encourage and direct, as far as possi- 
bie, the investment cf money in those sections prom- 
ising the greatest and safest returns; to elevate and 
dignify the real estate business; to encourage and 
improve social intercourse wg" the members of 
the association; to establish a yp standard of 
ethics among real esiate men, and their rating by 
commercial agencies.” 

Besides the committee which is to meet here 
to-day, there are also Special Committees on 
Alien Ownership of Land and on Uniformity in 
the Legal Blanks used in realty, respectively. 
The last named is conferring with the American 
Bar Association. 

The ofilcers of the association are: President 
—William B. Cutter of Buffalo; Secretary—O. 
W. Crawford of Chicago; Treasurer—J. Matt 
Williams of Nashville; besides twenty-one Vice 
Presidents from different States and one from 
Canada. There is also a Board of Control of 
nine members. 

The Sun Insurance Office of London, through 
ite Trustees in this city, loaned $79,000 a tew 
yoars ago on property in East One Hundred 
and Thirty-third and One Hundred and Thirty- 
fourth Streets, near Alexander Avenue. Default 
was made in the payment of interest on the va- 
rious mortgages taken and foreclosure proceed- 
ings followed. Under the foreclosure judgment 
Mr. William Kennelly sold at 111 Broadway 
the various parcels affected. In all there are 
nine four-story brick housesand lots. Two, each 
21 by 100, are on the south side of One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fourth Street, $9.6 feet east of 
Alexander Avenue. Seven are on the north 
side of One Hundred and Thirty-third Street, 
beginning 171.6 feet east of Alexander Avenue. 
All were bought in by the plaintiffs, the One 
Hundred and Thirty-fourth Street houses bring- 
ing $8,000 each and the One Hundred and 
Thirty-third Street ones $9,000 each. These 
bids simply covered the face values of the re- 
spective mortgages, on which, however, two 
years’ interestis dne. It was announoed after 
the sale yesterday that the property would be 
disposed of privately, contracts already having 
beep made for the sale of four of the houses.

THE COLLEGE YOUNGSTERS EAS8- 
ILY WIN AT NEW-LONDON. 





the Rowing Contest with Harvard and 
Columbia Was Only a Practice Spin for 
the New-Haven Boys—Crimson Oars- 
men Made a Spurt at the Finish, but 
It Availed Not—Columbid’s Disgusted 
Crew Dragged Along in the Rear— 
Promise of an Exciting ’Varsity Race. 


NEw-Loxpon, Conn., June 28.—Yale won the 
lreshman triangular race on the Thames this 
afternoon, with Harvard second, a big five 
lengths behind, and with poor Columbia still 
turther in the rear. Everybody expected exact- 
\y this result,so nobody was disappointed. It 
wasa procession after the first few hundred 
yarde, and after the half-mile flag had been 
passed it was simply a question as to how many 
lengths Yale would beat her opponents and 
whetber or not she would succeed in lowering 
the two-mile record. This she did not do, al- 
though had the crew been pressed it could un- 
guestionably have lowered its time, which was 
10:23, by numerous seconds. Harvard’s time 
was 10:47 and Columbia’s 11:02. 

The titst half mile of the race was rowed very 
fast, Yale’s time being 2:15. It is a pity that 
her Captain did not see fit to force his crew, for 
the conditions could not well have been more 
favorable ror fast rowing. The tide was at ebb, 
and the little breeze which was astir was 
blowing up stream, in which direction the race 
Was rowed. 

The Yale men rowed in almost faultless form, 
pnd there ie many a man in the crew who has 
jhe making of the ’Varsity oar in him. They 
sre a big, beefy lot, in striking contrast to the 
gritty little striplings in the Columbia boat, 
who leoked hardly old enough to be out of short 
trousers. 

It was ap uninteresting race and almost with- 
out incident. Although the haif dozen steamers 
and yachts from which the race was witnessed 
were more or less comfortably packed, the 
srowd was as nothing compared with that 
which will see the big race on Friday. 

Long before 4 o’clook, or one hour before the 
time set for the start of the rape, there was a 
fiisplay of great activity among the yachts and 
other craft‘upon the river. The partisan flags 
of the three competing colleges were liberally 
displayed upon the various schooners, launches, 
sloops, and rowboats. The steamer Block Is!- 


and, moored alongside the central wharf, was 
gayly bedecked with flags and bunting. The 
principal points of vantage on her decks were 
speedily taken up by those eager to have the 
best view of the race she could afford. 

Bapid little launches were darting hither and 
thither like things imbued with life, and row- 
boate, — of them pulled by pretty girls, 
dotted the broad bosom of the Thames in all 
directions. The sun shone out in all ite splendor, 
and soon sky and water alike, the ene a refiec- 
tion of the other, were of a pure cerulean hue, 
scarcely flecked by a single cloud. In fact, the 
afternoon, tide, water, and gentie breeze were 
as perfect as could be, and many were the 
exclamations of *‘ Don't hope we ehall get a 
day like this on Friday!” 

Next to the referee's boat, the best view of 
the race was to be obtained from the deck vf 
the steamer Manhanset. She also acted as the 
press boat thie afternoon. When she came 
alongside the wharf there was a greatrush to 
eet aboard, notwithstanding the fact that the 
fare charged was double that on any other 
steamer. 

The majority of the crowd wore the favors 
and colors of the respective crews, while many 
carried Hage embroidered with the names of 
Yale, Harvard, or Columbia. The dark biue or 
Yale was, however, predominant, and the eup- 
porters of this college seemed to outnumber the 
friends of the two othere ten toone. Perhaps 
this was because people always like to be on the 
winning end, and Yale was pronounced on all 
sides as the surest of sure things for the race. 

A mighty cheer went up as the steamer 
slowly pointed her nose for the starting place. 
The glorious heights on the eastern side of the 
river, covered with foliage of every conceivable 
shade of green, the Grotton Monument, the old 
and now abaudoned fort, with all its historic 
associations, were bathed in the mellow after- 
noon sunshine. This view and the softened vista 
of the harbor away to the southward, covered 
with countiess craft and sail, presented as beau- 
titul a scene as could well be imagined. 

But the huge iron drawbridge had to be 
passed before the full view of the wide and 
sweeping reaches up the Upper Thames could 
be appreciated. When the two arches of the 
bridge swung open for the big steamers to pass 
through an involuntary murmur of admiration 
arose from the crowd,as the noble course, 
stretching far away and merging into the wood- 
ed hills beyond, burst on the view. Then the ex- 
citement began, and, notwithstanding the 
alieged onesidedness of the race, who could re- 
sist with all ite beautiful surroundings enthus- 
ing a little over the contest? 

“Do tell me that you think Harvard has a 
fighting chance,” said one charming young girl 
Dedecxed with the rich crimson of her favorite 
college, to a boating expert in white flanuels. 

“ Bay that Columbia isn't out of it,” ejacu- 
laied another. And with all the cool and ex- 
perieneed judgment which influenoed the critics 
to advise their friende to bet on Yale as a 
“cinch,” many cast advice tothe winds and took 
the tempting odds of 4 to 1 offered freely on the 
Biues by speculative amateurs. Numerous 
were the wagers in gioves negotiated by the 
fair patronesses of the acquatic heroes. 

The magnificent steam yacht Cora, owned by 
Jobn A. Morris, was Harvard from stem to 
stern. She was very tastefully draped with the 
college colors, and crimson pennants floated 
from every line of her rigging. The Monhegan 
‘was equally pronounced for Yale. After those 
fine yachts, the Kalola and the Velthra, had 
swept by, the referee’s launch Dido, on which 
‘were the Messra. Harper with a party of 
friends, and the race officials, steamed down 
the course amid cheers of welcome. Then, 
ee up in the half distance, appeared three 

ugs. 

The cheering was renewed again when the 
(swhout went up, “* Here they come.” Yes, they 
‘were the three. competing crews of the young 
athletes who bave just started on their college 
career. Standing in the after part of the tugs, 
which towed their shells bebind, all three crews, 
grouped with oars in hands, met the great re- 
ception accorded to them with the stoicism 
that all men of nerve and muscie are supposed 
to possess on the eve of a close and exciting 
contest, which oalle every thought and sinew 
into exertion. They were splendid specimens 
of rising American manhood entering upon 
their first great battle. 

Preliminaries did not take long. The trio of 
crews were soon seated in the shells. They 
were to pull to victory or defeat. They pad- 
dled to the starting boats. The signal wae 
given, sweaters were removed as if by magico, 
and stripped to the buff, their muscles and gen- 
eral appearance were eagerly noted and hastily 
criticised by these who “knew it all.” One 
false start and they were sent upon their jour- 
mey, amid the hoarse roar from a thousand 
throats of “‘They’re off! They’re off!’’ The 
screaming of whistles and the rushing of 
machinery aboard the steam veseels, all start- 
ing simultaneously in one direction, announced 
that the struggie for supremacy had begun. 
Harvard had drawn inside, or westerly course, 
Yale the centre, and Columbia the outside. 

It was exactly 5:47 when Dr. W. A. Brooks, 
the referee, shouted “ Are you ready!” but be- 
fore he had time to follow this up with ‘*Go!” 
Harvard, in her anxiety to get away, made a 
false start and had to be called back again. A 
minute later the signal was again given and the 
crews were off. 

Harvard immediately poked her nose to the 
fore with a stroke of forty to the minute, but 
before 100 yards of the race m rowed 
both Columbia sand Yale were on sven terms 
with her, the former rowing thirty-eight and 
the latter thirty-seven. 

The shells kept abreast for another 100 yards 
when Yale sbot ahead, although she had 
dropped her stroke to thirty-six, from which 
she did not vary tothe end of thetwo miles. By 
the time the half-mile fiag had been reached the 
dark blue was well in the lead, rowing a long 
oven stroke which caused her admirers to send 
up cheer after cheerin the exuberance of their 
enthusiasm. Havard had settled down to a 
thirty-eight-stroke gait. 

Columbia, in the hope of making up lost 
ground, had rg ee hers to forty, but they 
were merely little dabs at the water and there 
seemed to be neither power nor skill behind 
them. Yale’s time forthe half mile was 2:15, 
Harvard’e 2:22, Colambia’s 2:23. 

There still seemed a chance that there would 
be a preity contest flor second place between 
tho two latter crews, but it was a vain illusion, 
tor Harvard steadily drew away from the 
plucky little chaps from New-York, who, 
though striving as hard as they could, were 
— ts keep within hailing distance of the 
eader. 

Yale was gradually increasing her lead, and 
when the mile flag was she was about 
two lengths ahead, with Harvard about one 
length ahead of Columbia. Yale’s time for the 
first mile was 4:57,, Harvard's 5°10, and Co- 
lumbia’s 5:16. 

At the third half mile Yale had, increased her 
lead over Harvard to about three lengths and a 
half, while Columbia still ans to Harvard's 
coat-tail about a length andahalf bebind the 
times. At this point. Yale’s time, 7:30; Har- 
vard’s, 7:52; Columbia’s, 7:59. 

Just after the third half mile.fiag had been 
passed, No. 7 in the Columbia boat, who had 
been throwing back hia head at-every stroke as 
if he would snap it off, caught a beautiful crab, 
which threatened for a moment to quite disor- 
xonize the boats, but the youngster quickly re- 
covered himself, and, although perhaps another 
length was lost by this mishap, no more serious 
Gumage was done. The Harvard boat seemed 
‘withocé life, the mon rowed esmootbiy_ and well, 


,streak of greased lightning. 
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but the shell drag as though there were some 
of that famous \ ale ee! grass tied to ite prow. 

The coxswain when he spied the finish flac, 
just opposite the old navy yard, realizing that 
now was the time if ever to make a final effort, 
called on his crew to hit ber up again to thirty- 
eight strokes, for they had fallen to thirty-six. 
But though the boat moved a little faster for a 
mement and seemed to be creeping up on the 
men from New-Haven, it was no use, and after 
@ minute the stroke was lowered again to thir- 
ty-six. The Yale men rowed along as if they 
were vutfor a practices pull, seemingly with- 
out the slightest effort. They did not quicken 
their stroke, but kept it at thirty-six, passing the 
winning post casy winners. 

As the Yale crew sped by the white flags 
which markea the goal, oheer after cheer was 
sent up, although the reception given them 
lacked some of the enthusiasm that a closer 
race might have elicited. Still, the steam 
whisties screamed and roared their loudest, 
ming!s4 with the cries of “Yale! Yale!” and 
those mysterious college cries, of which no oe 
mau ever yet dared claimed to be the sole in- 
Ventor. ‘ 

Then all was eagerness to get the exact 
official time of the race. Watches were com- 
pared, and when the referee’s boat steamed 
alongside and the timekeeper, George Adee, had 
shouted the official times of each part of the 
race, then, and not tiil then, was the crowd 
satistied. 

The fast time of the first half-mile formed the 
chief topic of conversation as the steamers 
slowly passed down tothe central wharf. The 
Yale freshmen had won, and the crowd seemed 
to accept this as a good omen for the success of 
the blue in Friday’s great race. 

None of the crews seemed done up by the 
face. The Columbia men who had had so much 
the worse of it turned round in their shell and 
waved to their friends on the steamers shout- 
ing, ‘‘ Better luck next time!’ Harvard looked 
a little glum and after a moment's rest started 
on for ite quarters. 

The Yale men, after they received the con- 
gratulations of their friends, were taken on 
board the Yale launch and steamed up to Gale’s 
Ferry, there to be patted on the back by “ Bob” 
Cook, the greatest honor that can come to a 
Yale rowing man, and be made much of by their 
fellows. 

Officials of the race were as follows: Referee— 
Dr. W. A. Brooks; Judge for Yale—A. W. Cowles; 
Timekeeper for Yale—George A. Adee; Judge 
for Harvard—D. F. Jones, Timekeeper for Har- 
vark—F. N. Watriss; Judge for Columbia— 
David Bandler; Timekeeper for Columbia— 
Starr Janitor. ‘

The members of the Columbia crew are feel- 
ing very much chagrined at their defeat. Every 
speculative member of the college played the 
orew heavily, not altogether because of their 
college patriotism, but on private trials shown 
them. One of the crew was interviewed to- 
night bya NeEwW-YoRrK Timers correspondent. 
He said: 

** We had nothing but misfortune in the race 
to-day. Fearing, who rowed at No. 3, could not 
xet his wind rightin the first half mile. Then 
No. 7, 8turgis, caught a bad orab in the last half 
mile, 

* Worse than all this, however, was the action 
of the coxswain. He erred through ignorance, 
truly, but no one of the older rowing men 
thought he could possibly make the mistake he 
did. He was sent down to oil the boat, which is 
invariably done before arace. Instead of doing 
this he smothered the boat with varnish, using 
up a, whole can. When he told us innocently 
what he had done, we all made a rush for the 
boat, and all hands went to work to clean off 
the mess with alcohol. It had been laid on so 
thick, however, that it was ws difficult job. 
This, too, happened just before time to go to 
the start. We towed down with heavy hearts, 
knowing as we did that the coxewain’s stupid 
blunder would retard the boat materially with- 
outadoubt. The result of the race you know. 
You cansay that every Columbia man here in 
town is dead broke.”’ 

To-morrow will bea day of comparative rest 
sandwiched between days of excitement. 

Yale freshmen to-night are taking their victory 
very easily, and are doing their celebrating ina 
quiet way. Down at the Pequot a few euthu- 
siasts burned a littie red fire and set off a dozen 
or more Roman candles, but the sleep of the 
righteous has not at this hour been disturbed 
to any considerable extent. 

The freshmen race was rowed from the Shore 
Line bridge up the river to a point just above 
the navy yard, a two-mile course. 


Very Happy at New-Haven. 

New-Haven, Conn., June 28.—To-day’s vic- 
tory of Yale in the freshman boat race was 
received with great satisfaction here. The 
class of '96 has been unable to meet Harvard in 
baseball this year, owing to a Faoulty decree, 
and this ie the tirst time they have had a chance 
at their rivals. The members of the olass left 
in this city paraded some to-night and ex- 
ploded a lot of firecrackers on the campus. 

The crew was expected back to Yale early in 
the evening, but failed to get here in time to 
enjoy the exercises of the evening. 





PRACTICE OF THE ’VARSITY CREWS. 


Harvard’s Men Do Some Pretty Rowing 
and Only Lack Confidence. 


NEw-LONDON, Conn., June 28.—The univer- 
sity crews are making the most of the short 
time which is left to them before the great 
struggle on Friday. They were on the river 
for a couple of hours this morning, and again 
this afternoon for almost as long a time. As 
the day for the race approaches it becomes very 
evident to those watching the work of the two 
crews that, barring accidents, the contest will 
be anoble one. Notin years have the two uni- 
versities sent elghta which were so evenly 
matched as they are this year, and it is safe to 
promise that he who takes the trouble to make 
the journey to this quaint old whaling town will 
see something worthy the name of a race, and 
not a procession. 

Harvard's crew is so much better in every re- 
spect than that of last year that it is almost im- 
possible to compare them. The Yale crew, on 
the other hand, is not nearly so good as that of 
@ year ago, which was unquestionably the fast- 
est college eight that has ever satin a boat on 
this side of the water. Nevertheless, the Elis 
may well be proud of the men who will repre- 
sent them on Friday, for under “ Bob” Cook’s 
tutorage they have made wonderful improve- 
ment within the last weex, and to-day are un- 
doubtedly the favorites here in New-London. 
They row with asnap and dash, which it is a 
delight to see, their shell gliding as smoothly 
through the water as if it were a veritable 
There are no 
hitches in the progress of the boat. The men 
catch the water hard and the stroke is pulled 
clean through. 

The Harvard men are working justas hard 
and put just as much power into every stroke, 
but they lack the smoothness as wellas the 
dash of their opponents. Their boat seems to 
drag a little, and when they come te the end of 
their stroke there is a very noticeable cheok, 
which is likely to prove disastrous in the four- 
mile race. They need somebody in the boat to 
keep them up to their work, for however good 
ap oar Capt. Vail may be, he is certainly luck- 
ingin the etuffof which ideal university Cap- 
tains are made. 

Nelson Perkins is just the man for the place, 
and it is a thousand pities that bis arm prevents 
him from taking Fearing’s seat permanently. 
With Perkins in the boat the chances of Har- 
vard's winning the race would improve a good 
25 per cent. 

To-day the men lack confidence in themselves, 
and itis hard to see exactly where they are 
going to getit. A well-known ex-Harvard oars- 
mman said to-night to THe NEW-YOrK TIMES’s 
correspondent when asked for his opinion as 
to the relative merits of the crews: 

‘Tl am afraid that Yale is going to win again, 
although, unless all signs fail, weshall give 
them a mighty hard race. The changes that 
have been nade in the Yale boat by Mr. Cook 
within the crew have certainly improved it, and 
itis traveling much faster, and the men are 
rowing much better to-day than last week at 
this time. 

‘This cool weather has been s godsend to 
Yale, for Galladet and one or two of the other 
men were overtrained, and a few more of the 
very hot days such as we had last week would 
have finished them. Stroke and seven are not 
rowing together, it seems to me, as well as they 
should. I noticed this morning that at times 
there was a decided break between them. These 
two men do not compare with Harvard’s seven 
and teamed who sare doing wonderfully clever 
wor 

“ Fenessy promises to be one of the best col- 


‘by no means satisfle 





lege strokes of the decade. It is hard to see ex- 
actly why Harvard fen’t doing better, though 
the crew has certainly improved and is still im- 
proving. They rowed a half mile this morning 
at racing speed in almost perfect shape, and it 
is my opinion thatif they are able to take the 
lead and bold it for thé first half or three-quar- 
ters of a mile they will win, for they will then 
be inspired with that confidence which they 
lack, and will row as well as they are capable of 
doing. The Yale men are by no means sure of 
the outcome of the race, no matter what their 
supporters may say to the contrary, and 
if we could obtain and keep the lead in 
the early part of the race [ think they would be 
badly broken up, but, other things being equal, 
Yale cughtto win. AsI said before, Harvard 
hasa crew of which every graduate may be 

roud, and if oursystemof rowing wes as per- 
ectas that which exists at Yale we would 
have the winning crew without question, One 
or two more defeats should teach Harvard that 
she cannot hope to accomplish anything really 
satisfactory in boating until she as established 
some system, and put a competent man in 
charge of her aquatics, 

**Harry Keyes has proved himself a thor- 
oughly efficient coach, and it seems to me that 
the boating authorities in Cambridge could not 
do better than to obtain his services for a speci- 
— term of years, and then give him full 
ewing.”’ 

Harvard left her quarters this morning soon 
after 15 o’clock, and, followed by Perkins and 
Keyes in the launch, dropped slowly down the 
river. The crew was stopped every few hun- 
dred feet for words of advice from the two 
coaches, and did not attempt any speed trial 
until some distance below the old navy 
yard, when they let themselves out 
for half a mile and rowed beautifully. Their 
body and outboard work were almost above 
criticism. The beat slipped along almost as 
eanily as does Yale's, ond,aithough no time was 
taken for the half mile, it must have been 
very fast. Harry Keyes'’s face was wreathed 
with smiles as he shouted to his crew to ease 
up. Then they turned and rowed easily back to 
their quarters, Keyes coachitig them particu- 
larly as to the use of their legs. 

Just before the turn was made Perkins got 
into the boatin place of Fearing, who is still a 
little bit under the weather. Just opposite Ked 
Top they took another little apin of perhaps a 
quarter ofa mile,in which they showed that 
they had heeded the words of caution and in- 
struction of which Coach Keyes had been so 
lavish, They kicked out with a good deal more 
vigor, and pulled the stroke through asif they 
meant business, and then they paddled back to 
the float. 

It would have done Dr. Sargeant good to see 
these young men as THE NEW-YORK TIMES cor- 
respondent saw them just after they had fin- 
ished their morning's work. They are as likely 
a looking set of fellows as one could wish to 
see. They vary very little in height and for 
that matter in weight. Their face, legs, and 
arme have been burned to a beautiful brown, 
and they look to be strong enough to fight for 
their lives. 

Every man isin splendid condition, with the 
single exception of Fearing, whose stomach 
troubles him somewhat, but he is strong and is 
sure to hold his erd up on Friday. 

After they had al] stripped and taken a 
plunge they were rubbed down and looked over 
by the trainers and doctor, put on fresh flan- 
nels, and then marched up to their picturesque 
home to nurse their appetites for their hearty

They again practiced starts and spurts, and 
then rowed to quarters, dressed, and went 
down to see the freshmen race. 

The Yale men putin a very easy day. They 
Were out both morning and afternoon, but staid 
up above the course es starts. They are

Harvard's best time over the course is 21:20, 
but the coaches have not permitted the crew to 
go over on time this week.

NeEw-LONDON, Conn., June 28.—‘‘ Up with the 
lark” seems to be the motto with the boating 
enthusiasts. Most of them were early aatir this 
morning, and had breakfasted by 7:30. Car- 
Triages were called into requisition, and detach- 
ements were speedily on their way to the re- 
spective Yale or Harvard headquarters. The 
morning again opened gloomy and threatening, 
but about 9:30 a gleam of sunshine burst 
through the clouds, serving as a pleasant hint 
of the fine weather which was subsequently en- 
joyed. 

About this hour, too, the New-York news- 
paper train arrived. In afew moments the local 
stock of NEW-YORK TIMESES was exhausted, 
and copies were ata premium. Although the 
aquatic enthusiasts had nearly all taken their 
departure for their regular stamping grounds, 
the river banks, the bulk of the women visitors 


remained behind. They wished to rest a littie 
preperatory to enjoying the freshman race later 
on in the day. 

When a NEw- YORK TIMES reporter arrived at 
the Pequot this morning, the lovely lawns and 
balconies of the hotel and the surrounding reai- 
dences were fairly crowded. There were belles 
from New-York, Boston, and Philadelphia, and 
even the far West, with thoir escorts, beaus, 
uncles, cousins, and aunts, all in vague but hap- 
Py auticipation of the coming struggles. The 
most charming and piquant Summer costumes 
of the pretty girls biended and centrasted 
quaintly with the yachting, bathing, and 
outing suits of the men, which amid 
the delightfully picturesque surrounding 
formed a pretty picture. A varied and at- 
tractive programme Was presented to the 
fortunate crowd.

On the complaint of the City Improvement 
Society the employes of the Bureau of In- 
cumbrances swept down on that part of Park 
Row between Ann and Beekman Streets yester- 
day forenoon.

cart with the rest of thelumber. The Inter- 
national Hotel loat its oxtail-soup sign. 

The enterprising merchant who sold “ three- 
dollar straw hate for 5U cents” apiece irom 
four or five big dry goods boxes lost bis stook, 
boxes, and hats,in spite of his protests. A 
folding chair, on the merits of which the dealer 
was discoursing, was also seized, much to the 
disgustand surprise of the owner and to the 
proportionate delight of the onlookers. 

The newspaper oftices having bulletin boards 
on Park Kow were notified a month ago to re- 
move their signs, but only one took its board in. 

After clearing out Park Row, Superintendent 
Cummings of the bureau turned his attention 
to Barclay and Vesey Streets in the markers 
district.

Lieut. Peary, with Mrs. Peary and eleven 
other explorers, will start off again on Friday 
night north pole hunting. The Lieutenant and 
his wife are at the Bartholdi Hotel now. 

The whaling steam bark Falcon, which 1s to 
carry the party northward, has been fitted out 
in Philadelphia for her two years’ cruise. She 
should arrive here this morning and will be 
docked in Brooklyn. The curious will be al- 
lowed to board her by paying a nominal sum. 

“The Falcon is @ very stanch craft,’ said 
Lieut. Peary yesterday. ‘“ She is 162 feet long, 
26 feet beam, and when loaded draws 17 feet of 
water. Her bow is a solid mass of timbers 
sheathed with plate iron, so that she will not 
suffer injury while plowing through the ice. 
She oan steam nine knots an hour.

JUSTICE KOCH IN ANGER. 


Witness Was 
Deceiving Him and Dismissed His Case. 


He Thought a Stuttering 


There was considerable excitement in Police 
Justice Koch’s court at Essex Market yester- 
day morning. The Justice himself was the 
most excited individual present. 

It all grew out of a complaint made by George 
Wass against Isaac Slodkus. Slodkus is the son 
of Sigmund Slodkus, a cigar-box manufacturer 
at 238 West Tenth Street. Wass says that he 
twice bought at Slodkus’s factory a number of 
counterfeit cigarmakers’ union labels. Daniel 
Harris, the Secretary of the union, had in- 
formed Wass that the labels were counterfeits, 
and prevailed upon him to have Isaac Slodkus 


and the bookkeeper, Emanuel Fischer, who had 
made the sale, arrested. Fischer has already 
been fined $100. 

Yesterday lsaac Slodkus was brought before 
Justice Kooh. Wass stutters, and his frantio 
efforts to speak plainly only retarded his 
speech. Inreply to Justice Koch he said he 
had had only one transaction with Slodkus. 

“One,” repeated the Justice angrily. ‘ Wass, 
I don’t believe you.”’

“This is not justice,” said Secretary Harris, 
advanoing to the desk. 

The remark made Justice Kooh furious, and 
he shouted: ** Take care.

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SOUTH CAROLINA 10 TEND BAR 


LIQUOR TRAFFIO ABSOLUTELY OON- 
TROLLED BY THE STATE, 





A Scheme to Fill a Depleted Treasury—A 
Dispensary to be Established in Each 
County—Practical Confiscation of Thou- 
sands of Dollars of Property Belonging 
to Individuals—A State Board of Con- 
trol—A Profit of Fifty Per Cent.—The 
Law Will Be Tested in the Courts. 


CoLuMBLA, S. C., June 28.—South Carolina is 
Slways doing something unusual and unex- 
pected. There is hardly ever a time that she 
does not attract public attention by some euri- 
ous legislation, whether it be the passing of 
acts of nullification and secession or the direct 
reverse, legislation within her own borders by 
which personal liberties are counted as nothing. 

Her latest freak is something that has never 
yet been attempted or even suggested by any 
other of the American States. It is the absolute 
control of the liquor traffic by the State. It is 
the closing up and confiscation of thousands of 
Gollars of property belonging to individuals. It 
is the undertaking of the most gigantic busi- 
ness enterprise that has ever yet been assumed 
by any State. It is the greatest political exper- 
iment that has ever been tried by any political 
faction, and yet the indications are that, at most, 
it was a political necessity, done for political 
effect, and is being carried out for purely polit- 
ical purposes. 

It might be interesting to know exactly how 
South Carolina to-day finde herself in the hands 
ofa monopoly of her own creation. Last year 
the Democratic Party in this State experienced 
probably one of the severest and bitterest cam- 
paigns that has ever been known in her history. 
The party was unmistakably divided between 
what is known as the reform element and the 
conservative faction. During the heat of the 
Aight the prohibition enthusiasts of the Stato 
thought that their opportunity had arrived, and 
they prepared for the campaign. 

By shrewd scheming several Prohibitionists 
‘whose reform politios were stronger than their 
prohibition sentiments succeeded in, as they 
thought, effectually side-tracking the move- 
ment. The Exccutive Committee of the Demo- 
cratic Party agreed, provided the Prohibition- 
ists had no candidate of their own, to allow 
them to secure an expression of public opinion 
atthe primary in a separate box, in which bal- 
lote “tor prohibition ”’ or “‘no prohibition” were 
to bereceived. The Prohibitioniste then went 
to work to get the greatest benefit out of their 
supposed strength. They threatened that they 
would use whatever influence they had against 


any one who would not promise to vote for 
their measures or who declined to vote in ac- 
cordance with the expression on the prohibition 
~——— in the counties at the primary. In 
this way most of the members of the House and 
many of the Senators promised that they would 
oarry out at the jsession of the Legislature the 
‘wishes of their constituents. Whon the Legis- 
lature metit was found that a majority of the 
mmembers of both branches were pledged to 
some form of prohibition. 

it should be mentioned that the vote ip this 
special prohibition box was not regarded as ex- 
pressing “ed Opinion, as at that time the 
vote on the question was only 70,000, in which 
the Prohibitionists throughout the State re- 
ceived a majority of nearly 10,00v, the anti- 
Prohibitionists carrying only eight out of the 
thirty-five counties of the State. Whenthe Legis- 
lature met it was found that the members were 
not so cntlusiastic in having prohibition forced 
on the Stute as they had been during the oam- 
paign. It seems that the scheme was to confuse 
matters by a variety of bills sothat nothing 
could be done. That absolute probibition was 
disagreeable to the House was clearly shown 
by the defeat in that body of what is known as 
the Blease bill. Then there came the Roper bill 
andthe Nettles and Roper bill, and a variety of 
others, and when the House got through with 
the matter a bill which proposed to sell liquor 
for “scientific, medicinal, and sacramental pur- 
poses” went over to the Senate for its indorse- 
ment. 

It did not take very long to show that tbe 
Senate disapproved such a scheme, and in the 
closing hours of the session Senator John Gary 
Evans, a bright young man from Aiken County, 
introduced what is now known as the dispen- 
sary law. It passed the Senate after a bitter 
fight and went over to the House on the last 
night ofits session. The Probibitionists thought 
that was better than nothing, and, as it met 
with a approval of Gov. Tiliman, it was 

assed. 

What is the dispensary law? Ina word, it is 
nothing more or less than the State taking the 
absolute control of the liquor business in all its 
details out of the hands of the private dealers 
and making it a State business. On its face it 
appears to be a scheme for the regulation of the 
liquor traffic, but in reality it ie a clever plan, if 
successful, to raise revenues for the State, de- 
crease the amount of taxes, and thereby popu- 
larize the plan for which the reform movement 
is entirely responsible. The law is to go into 
effect July 1, and holds that every barroom and 
saloon in thedtate must be clesed on that day, 
and that after that day every drop of liquor 
that is bought in this State must come throngh 
the State dispensary. You have to take what 
is provided by the dispensary or nothing else. 

Tbe law bas every imaginable safeguard. One, 
for instance, provides that no railroad can haul 
into thie State liquors consigned to any one 
other than the State dispensary; it prevides 
that clubs or clubrooms or individuals cannot 
dispense liquors, that it cannot be given away 
by any one, or that any dealers, inside or out- 
side the State, can come in conflict with the 
State dispensary. 

The machinery of the dispensary is somewhat 
interesting, beginning with a State Board of 
Control, consisting of Gov. Tillman, Controller 
General Ellerbe, and Attorney General Town- 
pend. This board has entire charge of the dis- 

msary, making all rules and regulations for 
ts government, and looking after the finances 
of the enterprise, and appointing the county 
Boards of Control, which have immediate 
supervision of the county dispensaries. 
Tnere is a State Liquor Commissioner 
at a salary of 31,800, who 
pharge of the purchasing and 4istribution 
pf all liquors to be used in this State. The 
County Board of Control receives applications 
for the appointment of county dispensers; but 
jn no case Can thev establish a dispensary un- 
less the application for the dispensary con- 
tains the names of a rajority of the freeholda- 
ers at the place where it is intended that the 
dispensary is to be established. - 

The law provides that at present one dis- 
ponents shall be given to each county, except- 

ng Charleston and Columbis, which are to have 
ten and three respectively, but at a recent meet- 
Ing the State Board of Control adopted a rule 
that until otherwise ordered the County Board 
sball not establish more than one dispensary in 
each county, although the law makes it dis- 
cretionary with them to establish dispensaries 
in other towns in the county than the county 
Court House, but in no case, it must be remem- 
bered, can this be done unless a majority of 
the freehold voters petition for it The 
question uow is, how many of the counties 
‘will have these dispensaries! The saloon men 
out of enmity are curiously combining to pre- 
vent the establishment of the dispensaries with 
the Prohibitionists, who are taking this as the 
best means of securing absolute prohibition. 
Under the ppeenens of the present law no 
county which now is under a spocial act will be 
affected by the new law. There are five such 
counties. 

At the present there is considerable oppoai- 
tion to the dispensary establishments, although 
Gov. Tillman thinks thas this will melt under 
the Summer heat. The indications are that not 
over half of the countieg will have petitioned 
on the let of July for the establishment of dis- 
pensaries. In case it is found that the majorit 
of eee are diflicult to secure, it is possi- 
ble that an amendment will be introduced at 
the next session of the Legislature delegating 
the authorities for the appointment of dispen- 
gers for the State Board of Control, and in 
that way making the law more of a po- 
litical machine than at present. Those who 
have charge of the dispensary have 
gomewhat large ideas as to the business that 
will be done by the State. Gov. Tillmay ina 
recent interview said that from the best authori- 
ties be eould find, over 1,000,000 gallons of 
whisky alone, and possibly 1,500,000, were 
sold in South Carolina, that the law will curtail 
the sale about one-third, that the net protits 
would be at least $1 per gallon, and that it 
would cost $25,000 to enforce the law, about 
$100,000 to distribute the goods, and altogether 
the profits could not fall below $500,000 for the 
remainder of thie year. 

Some ifea @ volume of the business may 
be had when it is eaid that the etock on hand at 
the opening will not fall below $300,000. The 
whiskies are now being ordered by the thou- 
sand barrels, beer by the carloads, bottles by 
the ten carloads, and other things in like pro- 
portion, Nobody has any idea that the under- 
takingisa smalione. Some say that the ex- 
periment will be a costly one for the State and 
that money will necessarily be lost. They argue 
that the people will not surrender their personal 
rights in such an arbitrary manner and that 
“blind tigers” and other schemes to evade 
the law will spring up all over the 

tate. Gov. Tillman promises that he will 
kill" out every “blind tiger” that shows its 

ad, but public sentiment is by no means alto- 
ther in favor of thelaw. Itis expected that 
+3 is going to have a very rough time cramming 
the law down the throats of the people, cs- 
pecially In the cities, As the dispensary is 





going to have an absolute monopoly, nobody 
can dictate what prices can be charged, nor 
can competition have the least effect to force 
prices down. The law requires that absolutely 
pure whisky be sold and full measure given. 

Gov. Tillman is making quite a how-d’ye-do 
about the olass of the liquors that are now solid 
in this State, and besides alleging that they are 
impure and that they are several ounces short 
in every bottle. The dispensaries have issued 
all the prices on the cheaper grades of liquor to 
be sold. It will be sold at $3 per gallon, 75 
cents per quart, 40 cents per pint, and 20 cents 
per half pint. These prices will apply both to 
ryeand corn goods, and the liquor sold at $3 
will cost at most $1.50 per gallon at the dis- 
tilleries. The finer grades of whisky will be 
sold at proportionate profit, the law providing 
that the maximum profit shall be 50 per cent. 
to the State dispensaries, the latter to be egual- 
ly divided after the expenses have been paid 
between the county and the municipality, 
which has to keep up the police. 

Beer will be sold atthe uniform price of 15 
cents per bottle, without regard to its original 
cost. Gov. Tillman has introduced a novelty in 
this particular, and all beer will be sold by 
number and not by the name. He proposes to 
let the beers stand on individual merits, and. 
not upon any imaginary superiority of any par- 
ticular brewery. One clause of tbe rules for 
the regulation of the dispensaries sare: ** Coun- 
ty dispensaries will be open fur the sale of the 
liquors at 7 A. M. trom April 1 to Oot. 1, and 
closeat 6 P.M. The restoftheyear the hours will 
be, from 8 A. M. to 6 P. M. In case of illness 
only can sales be made at night. When the ap- 
plicant for the purchase of liquors 1s unable to 
write, he or she can make a cross mark and have 
the same attested by the county dispenser; it 
will be received as if made in accordance with 
the law. Applications for one person must not 
be filed oftener than once a day. 

The law has up to this time withstood the on- 
slaught of its enemies in both the State and the 
Federal courts. Its real merits have not, how- 
ever, come up for legal consideration, as the 
counsel for the liquor men have advised that it 
will be met eee yey to make a testof the con- 
stitutionality of the law till after the Isat of 
July, when the law is expected to go into effeet. 
Both tests up to this time have been chietly 
upon the question of the right of the municipal- 
ities to deny dealers licenses for an entire year. 
The'Supreme Court in its decision was careful 
to make it known that it would not undertake to 
decide the case before it upon its constitutional 
merits. Itis practically certain that a fight 
against the present law will be started as soon 
as it goes into effect. One ofthe chief grounds 
of attack will be from non-residents, who will 
cloim the right to ship goods into the State, and 
if their consignments are refused by railroad or 
express companies, they will then sue the 
carriers for damages, and that will bring the 
question to a direct issue. 

The opponents at present argue that the 
State has, by taking the business into its own 
hands, legalized the whisky traffic in packages 
of not lesa than half a pint, and that the olti- 
zens of other States cannot be denied the privi- 
lege of carrying on, under the Inter-State laws, 
a business that is considered legal. On the 
other hand, the friends of the law insist that it 
is practically a police regulation, and that as 
such it can regulate or prohibit the transporta- 
tion of whiskiesgwhen it once reaches the 
borders of this State. Itis safo to say that the 
law will not be allowed to go unchallenged, and 
ite conetitutionality will be tested in the 
United States Supreme Court. 

At present liquor can be boucht rather cheap 
in this State, as the dealers are preparing to go 
out of buainess. South Carolina's dispensary 
law is the most revolutionary experiment that 
hasever been undertaken by any State in the 
Union. Its success or failure will tend to have 
a decided influence upon the prohibition ques- 
tion in this country. 


A SET-BAOK FOR SHEEHAN. 


His Plan to Increase His Police Followers 
in Buffalo Defeated. 





BuFFALO, N. Y., June 28.—One of the numer- 
ous things that Lieut. Gov. Sheehan had his 
Legislature do for the Buffalo Police Depart- 
ment was to pass what was called the “ Three- 
Platoon Police bill.” This provided that the 
entire pelice force should be divided into three 
platoons, and that each patrolman should be on 
duty 8 hours out of the 24. The oity has 430 
pstrolmen, and the men who engineered the 
deal asserted inthe most emphatic terms that 
these would be ample to protect the city under 
the new plan. There was a vigorous protest 
against the passing of the bill, but the men who 


were instructed by Mr. Sheehan to push the 
matter through argued so thoroughly and fig- 
ured so skillfully that the protests tinally lost 
vigor and the bill was passed. 

The Three Platoon bill has been in operation 
for six weeks. Soon after it was passed Mr. 
Sheehan went to Europe. His new Cummission- 
ers were swora in, and the ether changes in the 
department directed by him were made a week 
ago. Aljl this time the taxpayers had supposed 
that the present force of patrolmen was large 
enough to cover the city properly even when the 
new law was putin operation. After the new 
Commissioners were grounded in their duties, 
and three days after the patrolmon had been 
divided into the three platoons provided 
for in the bill, all the old_ figures 
and arguments were abandoned. The new 
Superintendent made the announcement that 
it would be absolutely necessary to have 150 
more policemen to make the platoon system 
effective. That meant an additional expense 
to the taxpayers of Buitfalo of $135,550, and 
there wae an immediate howl. 

From good sources it is learned that it was 
Mr. ®heenan’s plan to make this inerease in the 
force when his lieutenants were assuring the 
taxpayers of Buffalo that there would be no in- 
crease. At any rate, the demand was made. 
The 150 extra men would be Sheehan men. The 
inorease in the force meant that elections were 
to be controlled if such a thing was possible. 
Th at wae the Sheeban plan. 

The request of the new Superintendent was 
formally sent tothe Aldermen Monday. That 
body disposed of it so quickly that the Shee- 
hanite who is clerk gasped with astonishment. 
There is a bare majority of Republicans in the 
board, and these, with two Democrats who 
favor honest politica, voted to lay the request 
on the table indefinitely. No more Sheehan 
men will get on the police force if the Alder- 
men have anything to say in the matter. 


THE KEYSTONE DEMOORATS. 


Their Convention Will Be Held In Har- 
risburg Sept. 19. 


PuILaApeLPpnia, June 28.—The Exeeutive 
Committee of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee met at State Headquarters 
on Penn Square Monday afternoon and de- 
cided upon Tuesday, Sept. 19, as the 
date and Harrisburg as the place for the 
holding of the next Democratic State Conuven- 
tion. Of the nine Division Chairmen, but ono, 
Perry D. Clarke of Warren, was absent, and a 
number of visitors made the headquarters quite 
lively for a time. 

Chairman John Marshall Wright and Secre- 
tary Benjamin F. Read, with Major John G, 
Worman, Secretary of the Democratic Society 
of Pennsylvania, met the committeemen as 
they came in, and the reports of the ex- 
cellent condition of the party were es- 
pecially gratifying.

GRADUATION DAY AT HARVARD 


OVER SIX HUNDRED DEGREES OON- 
FERRED UPON STUDENTS. 





Prominent Men in Various Walks of Life 
Made Doctors—Talks on Citizenship by 
Attorney General Olney, Gov. Russell, 
and Ex-Minister Lincoln—The Last- 
named Denounces Gov. Altgeld for Par- 
doning the Anarchists—President Eliot 
Speaks of the University’s Work. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., June 28.—This is Com- 
mencement Day at Harvard University. The 
exercises at the theatre in the morning were of 
the usual character. Among the distinguished 
guests on the platform were Gov. Russell and 
his staff, Lieut. Gov. Woloott, and a deputation 
of officers from the two Russian war ships now 
in Boston Harbor. 

The Latin salutatory was given by David 
Bavilie Muzzey of Lexington, Mass. Ira Woods 
Howerth of Santa Ana, Cal., delivered a dis 
quisition on “ Political Optimism ”’; Solomon 
Louis Fridenberg of Philadelphia a disserta- 
tion, ‘‘ Fin de Siécle” ; Henry Greenleaf Pearson 
of Portland a dissertation, “The Greeks 
Again,” aud Frederfgk William Dallinger of 
Cambridge, an oration defending the caucus as 
the legitimate outgrowth of the town meeting. 
The Law’ School was represented by Edwin 
Solomon Mack of Milwaukee, who urged the 
need of a national bankruptcy law. 

After the speaking thirteen honorary degrees 
were conferred, and 621 degrees upon students 
in various departments of the university. The 
honorary degrees conferred were as follows: 

Master of Arts—Hollis Horatio Hunnewell, Dan- 
iel Hudson Burnbam, Chief of Construction at the 
World’s Fair; Andrew McFarland Davis, Frank 
Bolles, and Associate Professor George Alonzo 
Bartlett. 

Doctor of Divinity—The Rev. William Lawrence, 
the Bishep-clect of Massachusetts. 

Doctor of Laws—Bishop John Joseph Keene, reo- 
tor of the new Catholic University at Washington; 
Thomas Hayner Lounsbury, Professor at Yale: 
Richard Olney, Attorney General of the United 
States; Wintield Scott Chaplin, Chancellor of Wash- 
ington University at St. Louis; Frederick Law Olm- 
sted, the landsoape gardenor; Robert Todd Lin. 
coln,. lately Minister to England, and Magnus 
Gustaf Relzius, a Swiss professor. 

Of the ordinary degrees there were 351 Bach- 
elors of Arts, 9 Bachelors of Science, 1 Bachelor 
of Agricultural Science, 5 Doctors of Veterinary 
Medicine, 14 Doctors of Medival Dentistry, 7 


Doctors of Medicine, 6 more with the degree 
Doctor of Medicine and Master of Arts as well, 
57 Bachelors of Laws, 16 Bachelors of Laws 
and Master of Arts, 4 Bachelors of Theology, 
72 Mastere of Arts, 1 Dooter of Science, andj 2 
Doctors of Philosophy. 

In the afternoon the commencement dinner 
took place in the great Memorial Dining Hall 
On the dais were seated the President of the 
day, Horace Davis of San Francisco; President 
Lliot, and the recipients of honorary degrees. 
Ybe blessing was asked by the Rev. Edward 
Everett Hale. 

Mr. Davis in hia opening speech made men- 
tion of the loss which the university had sus- 
tained iu the deaths of Phillips Brooks and 
Andrew Preston Peabody. 

Prosident Eliot touched briefly upon the 
leading events of the year. Hespokeef the 
first year's work of the school’s Examipations 

3oard, a board of experts gh te by the 
university to examine the work and methods of 
such preparatory schools as apply for the ex- 
amination. This board had already examined 
nine schools, he said, and the result of its 
labors would be a closer sympathy between the 
university and the secondary schools. 

Tne Law School had raised its standard, 
President Eliot said, by announcing that after 
the year 1896 the degree of A. B., 8. B. or 
Ph. B. would be required for adinission. In 
this —— of adegree the Law School 
followed the lead of the Divinity School, which 
adopted the requirement some years ago. 

President Eliot expressed the hope that in 
time the Medioal School would adopta similar 

lan. The school would soon be in a position, 

e said, to do this, forthough every one ex- 
pected that when in September the course of 
atudy was lengthened to four years, there would 
be a falling off in attendance, nevertheless the 
incoming class was larger than ever before. 

The President added that the gifts during the 
year had amounted to about 00,000, excl u- 
sive of $150,000 forthe new Perkins Dormi- 
tory and $250,000 for the new reading room. 

He closed by saying thatsince he had been 
aequainted with Harvard he had noticed three 
things: First, a distinet improvement in phy- 
sique among the students; second, the small, 
the very small, porcentage of mon ruined by 
folly or vice, and, third, the permanence of the 
intellectnal quality among Harvard men, a 
quality which showed itself in accuracy of 
knowledge, independence of thought, modera- 
tion of expression, public spirit, and purity of 
life. 

Gov. Russellin his address urged the collego 
men to give their attention to the solution of 
pressing social and economic questions, such as 
those involving the relations of capital and 
labor. 

Attorney General Olney declared that the 
present national Administration, like any 
other administration, deserved enlightened 
support, regardiess of politics, in every honest 
move. The problems at hand were grave ones. 
The United States Government was the greatest 
eleemosynary institution on earth, and decisive 
action must be taken to restore it to ita legiti- 
mate functions. The individual must work out 
his own salvation, and the Government must 
interfere only so far as was necessary to give 
fair play. 

Ex-Minister Lincoln said that educated men 
must unite against all such movements as that 
to isolate and degrade the country by the de- 
basement of the standard of money or as that 
to favor anarchy. He indignantly denounced 
the action of Gov. Altgeld of Illinois in pardon- 
ing the Anarehists, and declared that he him- 
solf would be an apostate to his State and to his 
profession to let the Governor's slur upon the 
court go unchallenged. 

The other speakers were Winfield Scott Chap- 
lin of St. Louis, Bishop Keane of Washington, 
and D. H. Burnham of Chicago.

HARVARD'S NEW PROFESSOR. 


Chief Engineer Hollis Resigns from the 
Navy to Join the Faculty. 


WASHINGTON, June 28.—Harvard University 
has honored a naval officer by selecting him for 
@ professorship at the Lawrence Scientific 
School. Secretary Herbert Monday accepted tho 
resignation of Chief Engineer I. N. Hollis of the 
Engineer Corps, to take effect at the end of 
three months, during which time the officer will 
go on leave. 

The selection of Mr. Hollis was made by the 
Harvard autborities with the view to giving 
greater prominence to the Chair of Engineering 
atthe Lawrence School. The chair has been in 
existence since 1847, when Abbott Lawrence 
founded the school. The tirat two professors in 
the department were army olticers, and the 
third, Mr. Hollis’s immediate predecessor, was 
Prot. W. H. Burr, who has resigned to ac- 
cept a chair at Columbia College, New-York 
City. The'new professor is a native of Ken- 
tucky, and wae appointed to the Naval Academy 
by Secretary Robeson in 1874. His original ap- 
pointment ie interesting because it was secured 
without the aid of influence and by young Hol- 
lis bimeelf. 

He learned of the vacancy at the Naval Acad- 
emy, and one day walked into Secretary Kobe- 
eon’s oftice. The Secretary looked up, and, sur- 
veying his yoathful visitor, said: ‘‘ Well, young 
man, what oan I do for yout” 

Hollis promptly replied: “I would like to 
have you appoint me to the Naval Academy.”

He was grad- 
uated in 187% sud made his first cruise on the

nion College, Schenectady, N. Y., as Professor 
of Mechanical Engipeering, and later was 
connected with the Naval Advisory Board. 
He was on the historic Hartford for two 
years on the Pacific station, following 
which detail he was on duty at the 
Union Iron Works, in San Francisco, as In- 
spector of the machinery of the Charieston 
aud San Francisco.

THE SITUATION IN HAWAIL 


Minister Blount Said to Have Been “ Cor- 
rected” by Secretary Gresham. 


BAN FRANCISCO, June 28.—The steamer Aus- 
tralia arrived this morning from Honolulu, 
bringing the following advices: 

President Cleveland’s reply to Mr. Thurston 
was recoived yesterday, June 20, and is very 
disappointing to the royalists. Tho annexa- 
tionists regard it as implying a serious doubt 
as to the general propriety of annexing so re- 
mote a country as Hawaii and one of such 
heterogencous population. President Cleve- 
land’s language they consider to imply a doubt, 
also, as to whether the wishes of the people of 
Hawaii are in favor of annexation. They are 
confident that any scruple of this sort will in 
good time disappear. On the whole, they are 
much gratified with Mr. Cleveland’s expres- 
sions. 

There is strong evidence for the belief that by 
the mail of June 14 Minister Blount was ad- 
vised by Secretary Gresham that he was in 
error in protecting Nordhoff; that the Cutting 
precedent was not applicable, since Nordhoif's 
statements were written in Honolulu, whereas 
Cutting’s were written where they were pub- 


lished, and that Minister Blount was instructed 
to tarn Nordhoif over to the mercies ‘of the 
Hawaiian Government, and did so, but that 
President Dole suppressed the matter in order 
to spare Blount’s feelings. 

Minister Blount was invited yesterday to de- 
liver the oration ou July 4, but declined. Tho 
orator will be W. A. Kinney. Blount’s action is 
severely oriticised by the American colony. 
Not only has he refused to attend the prelimi- 
nary meeting, but he has also refused to address 
his countrymen as part of the exercises on the 
Fourth. His excuse is that the political situa- 
tion here is peculiar.

AVONDALE VIOTIMS BURIED. 


Funeral Services in Newark—Reports as 





to the Cause of the Tragedy. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 28.—The five victims of 
the Avondale disaster were buried to-day. 
The funeral services were held at the house of 
Clark P. Williams, 322 Summer Avenue, at 2 
o'clock. The Rev. Mr. Suodgrass, pastor of the 
Contenary Methodist Episcopal Church, 
preached a touching sermon, speaking feelingly 
of the terrible mauner in which the lives of 
Mrs. Williams, her daughter Nellie, Mrs. Graet, 
and her son Clark and Baby Ralph had been 
sacrificed. 

Five caskets were placed in separate hearses 
and, followed by relatives and the most intil- 
mate friends of the family in twenty-five car- 
riages, were taken to Evergreen Cemetery, 
where they were placed in the family plots. 

As the five caskets were borne one after an- 
other to the hearses, and the cortége moved 
away, there was a murmur of suppressed feel- 
ing from the crowd which had assembled. 

Following upon the demands of the Essex 
County Freeholders for the placing of gates at 
the Erie Railroad crossings, the Kearny Town-

Hesays 
he saw them stop within twenty feet of the 
track at the first signal of the engine.

FREE FOOD DOSN'T PLEASE 


YOUNG BELLEVUE DOOTORS NOT 
PAMPERED ENOUGH. 





Getting Their Education, They Are Not 
Satisfied with Common Fare—Smoking 
Cigarettes and Lack of Exercise May 
Have Dulled Their Appetites—At Any 
Rate, They Have Made Formal Com- 
plaint—Doctors Who Once Lived on the 
Same Diet Laugh at Them. 


The thirty-six young doctors who are taking 
& post-graduate course at Bellevue Hospital 
have sent a protest, signed by the whole staff, 
to the Board of Inspection, asking that the 
quality of their food be improved and ite quan- 
tity increased. 

Twenty-four of these yonng physicians live in 
the hospital and take all their meals there. Tho 
others live elsowhere and only twelve lunch at 
the hospital. They all give their services gratis 
to the hospital for the instruction they receive. 

In making the protest they stated that only 
$3.10 was allowed them every day with which to 
purchase fruits and vegetables for their table, 
potatoes and turnips being furnished with the 
other supplies. 

Asa matter of fact, canned vegetables, cab- 
bage, and all other staple articles of vegetable 
food are furnished, and do not eome out of the 
allowance of $3.10 daily, which goes solely to 
purchase relishes, such as lettuce, water creases, 
green peas, beans, bananas, grapes, strawber- 
ries, and other fruits and vegetables. This, it 
is urged, is insufficient, yet Warden O’ Rourke 
told a Nt w YORK TIMES reporter yesterday that 


it bought enough to have something left over to 
throw away overy duy. 

The bill of fare, as given out by Commissioner 
Porter of the Board of Charities and Correction 
yesterday, is: 

Breakfast—Oatmeal, hominy, or mush, lamb chops, 
steak, fried potatues, Vienna bread, and coffees. Eggs 
can be had, served in avy way desired, every murn- 
ing. by ordering. 

uucheon—V val, mutton, or beef is served hot or 
cold, with bread, butter, and milk. 

Dinner—Soups, roast meats, potatoes, and pud- 
dings, tea or cutive, with ice cream twice a week. 

In addition to the above, at luncheon there 
are several kinds of fruit, while at dinner, 
relishes, fruit, and fresh vegetables in season 
are served, being paid for from the daily allow- 
ance of $3.10. The allowance of meat per day 
is tifty-live pounds. 

Warden O’ Rourke declared yesterday that the 
meats furnished the doctors were also used by 
himeelf and family, and thatthe same cook pre- 
pared the food avd cooked for nobody but the 
doctors and his family. 

One cowplaint made by the doctors was that 
eggs furnished to the hospital were bad. Char- 
ities Commissioner H. H. Porter, when spoken 
to about this yesterday. said: 

“It is true that we did, have a lot of eggs sent 
there by a dealer which werefound to be bad. 
Warden O’Rourke immediately notified the 
dealer, and good eggs were sentin their place. 
Icannotsce, however, how this affected the 
students, as they were not asked to eat those 
eggs. It was discovered that they were bad be- 
fore any had been served. 

“Only a few days avo, last Wednesday I be- 
lieve, I lunched with the young doctors at the 
hospital. I had with me Dr. isurdette of Lon- 
don, editor of Hospital. After I had introduced 
him to the boys, he said: 

“*Why, Mr. Commissioner, you take good care of 
your boys here, much better than they do on the 
other side. I am delighted with your institution in 
all its departments, and must say it is the best of its 
kind I have seen anywhere. 1 am partioularly de. 
lighted to see young men so well cared for.’”’ 

Then he drank two cups of that very bad 
coffee and pronounced it good. 

‘As for the furnishing of vichy and apolli- 
naris waters, it is true we have stopped that 
We used to furnish the boys with them, but we 
have been obliged to economize, and thought 
they could better afford to lose that than some 
other things. Taking into consideration that 
these young doctors are getting an education at 
Bellevue that they cannot get anywhere else in 
the world, I don't think they have much cause 
tor complaint.” 

Comwissioner Porter explained that the rea- 
son why Warden ©’Rourke bought the vegota- 
bles for the doctors’ table from Grocer J. P. 
Senussier, Jr., was because he brought them 
fresh from the larmers’ wagons at Gansevoort 
Marketevery morning, while the supplies for 
the gencral hospital were bonghtin bulk from 
other dealers. As for Schuasler’s prices, he did 
notthink they were greater than any other 
dealer's. 

“The matter will come before our board in 
the regular way, I suppose,” said Mr. Porter. 
“That will be after all. the complaints have 
been investigated by the Board of Inspection, 
whose duty it is to inspect all the food that goes 
to the hospital. Wehavoe had no ofticial notice 
yet that there is a complaint, and I am gur- 
prised thatthe young mon, and espeoiailly Dr. 
W. G. Wylie, sheuld give anything out for pub- 
lieation before notifying us.’’ 

Dr. Joseph D. Bryant, President of the Med- 
ical Bourd of Bellevue Hospital, who with Dr. 
W. G. Wylie, Dr. G. F. Peabody, and Dr. W. L. 
Polk comprise the Board of Inspection, laughed 
heartily at what he termed the “kick of the 
youngsters.” Hosaid: 

“Well, I think I'd kick, too, if I had to eat 
Bellevue steak now; but I did eat it when it was 
not of as good a quality as itis now, and rel- 
ished it, too. I guess the boys are pretty well 
oared for.”’ 

Dr. Dantes, one of the staff at the hospital, 
said that be had plenty of good, wholesome 
foed and had no complaints to make, although 
he had signed the general complaint with his 
colleagues. 

Dr. W. G. Wylesaid: “When I was at Belle- 
vue, twenty yoars ago, we had the same cause 
of ye presen that the boys now have. The 
cause of complaint has always existed, yet | be- 
lieve it is not so bad as itonce was. In fact, I 
know the boys are bettor cared for now than 
they ever were. [did notsay to any reporter 
that it was a shame they were treated so, and 
not given better food. | received the complaint 
from the staff, with all their names attached, 
and have forwarded it to Commissioner Porter. 
The Medieal Board will mest at Bellevue Hos- 
pital on July 1, when the cause for complaint 
will be thoroughly investigated, after which 
the attention of the Commissioners of Charities 
and Correction will be oalled to it.” 

It is stated that it is necessary to economize 
at Bellevue on account of the retrenchment 
methods of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. It is alleged that the board does not 
allow a large enough appropriation to the sup- 

ort of Bellevue Hospital, where there are near- 
y 1,100 persons to care for, including help, 
doctors, and patients. Commissioner Porter, 
however, says that the appropriation is as large 
as the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
feel justified in giving, and the Doard cannot be 
—_ accountable for any complaints that may 
arise. 

The young doetors did not call the attention 
of the Board of Inspection to their proclivities 
tor smoking cigarettes, Tho habit is said to be 

racticed by the Bellevue post-graduates to an 

nordinate degree. There is bardly a student in 
the institution whose fingers are not stained 
yellow with the nicotine.

WORRIED OVER THE GRAND JURY. 


Brooklyn’s Spoilsmen Still Agitated Over 
the Possibility of Indictments. 





The Brooklyn Grand Jury continues to keep 
the spoilemen of that city ina state of painful 
suspense. 

Yesterday the Grand Jury had before it Pat- 
rick H. Flynn, the head of the political syndi- 
cate to which has been awarded valuable fran- 
chises for street railroads by the Common Coun- 
cil, After listening to Mr. Flynn, the Grand 
Jury called Edward M. Grout, the Secretary of 
the Union Street Railway, the road which was 
shut ont, as is claimed, from an opportunity 
fairly to compete for the franchises with the 
Flynn syndicate and the Brooklyn City Rail- 
road Company. 

lt was stated by one of the local papers in 
Brooxlyn yesterday, in a semi-authoritative 
way, that District Attorney Ridgway remained 
in the Grand Jury room while Mr. Grout was 
signing his testimony. 

The politicians across the river are afraid 
that the Grand Jury will take things into its 
own hands and bring in indictments. Thess 
worthy persons are apprehensive that shou!d 
Mayor Boody be indicted for, signing the Alder- 
manic resolutions awarding the franchises to 
the Flynn syndicate.and the Brooklyn City 


Ruilroad Company they would be seriously 
\uudioapped in the coming municipal cam- 
paign. They would not like to have to swim 
aguinst the tide with grindstones around their 
necks. 

Itis believed by those who are familiar with 
the make-up of the present Grand Jury that 
the members of that body are citizens who will 
not be deterred by fear from: indicting any oity 
official, no matter how prominent he may be, 
who has been connected with the award of 
franchises tothe flynn syndicate and to the 
Brookiyo City Railroad Company. 

One of the organs of the regular Democratic 
machine in Brooklyn professed yesterday to be 
well informed as to the nature of the testimony 
given by P. H. Flynn before the Grand Jury. 

This paper said that one of the questions 
asked of Mr. Flynn when he was before the 
Grand Jury was whether he had ever been ap- 
proached by anybody. 

Further on this organ, which professes to be 
well informed as to what is going onin the 
Grand Jury room, intimated that there were 
men on the Grand Jury who were not perform- 
ing their duties faithfully. The organ in quee- 
lon said that it was not believed any indiot- 
imepts would be found, und that the ‘ fair- 
minded men On the Grand Jury” would not 
permit that body to bring in criminal indict- 
ments against Mr. Flynn. 

Parts of Mr. Flynn's alleged testimony were 
also given. 

It was reported yesterday in Brooklyn that 
the Grand Jury was going back over the past 
two years in its inquiry into the clroumstances 
relativg to the grauts or refusals of franchises 
by the Common Council. This story obtained 
considerable circulation, and was an active 
cause of anxiety and uneasiness among the old 
City Fathers.

CHLOROFORM KILLED HIM. 


Death of Frederick G.

Van Pelt, a New- 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 28.—Frederick G. Van 
Pelt, son of G. S. Van Pelt, a lawyer, of New- 
York, died yesterday from having taken thirty- 
eight ounces of chloroform. He had been ad- 
dicted to the use of chloroform as an 
intoxicant. 


Mr. G. 8. Van Pelt, father of the young man 
mentioned in the above dispatch, is a retired 
lawyer living at 123 East Sixty-ninth Street. 


The deceased was twenty-seven years old, and 
until a short time ago had been employed as a 
clerk in the Sheriff and Tax Colleetor’s oflice in 
Sauta Clara, Cal. About two weeks ago he 
came to this city to look after some business 
matters, and as soon as they had been attended 
to he returned to California. 

For the last two months voung Van Pelt had 
been troubled by a sore upon one of his ankles, 
caused by the chating of hisshoe. He attempted 
to heal it himself, but instead he aggravated it 
to such an extent that it became necessary to 
Place himself under a physician’s care. The 
sore caused him great pain, and by the advice 
of the physician he freyuently used chloroform 
to alleviate his suffering. 

His friends in this city say that there was no 
reason for him to commit suivide. He was 
happily married and had one child. He was 
soon to come into possession of an income which 
would have permitted him to live in comfort- 
able ¢ircumstancesa, When he was in the oity 
two weeks ago his friends say that he appeared 
happy and contented, and they caanot believe 
that he voluntarily took his life.

BROWN WIRE GUN A WONDER 


NO POWDER WITH SUFFICIENT 
FORCE TO TEST ITS POWER. 





The Indications, Based on Experiments 
to Date, Are that the Segmental Wire 
Gun Will Excel All Other Cannon— 
Great Destructiveness and Strength of 
Construction — Exhaustive Tests Are 
Now Being Made at Sandy Hook by 
United States Army Officers. 


The official Government test of the Brown 
segmental wire gun has now been in progres@ 
at the Sandy Hook proving grounds for over a 
week. The test is being conducted by an offi- 
cial board of ordnance officers of the army. The 
full details of the trial will not become knowns 
until the report of the board is submitted to the 
Chief of Ordnance at the War Department. 

A New-York Times representative learned 
yesterday froma gentleman who has been ir 
constant attendance at the present trial in an 
official capacity that the results of ths past 
week’s firing have been deemed satisfactory. On 
two occasions pressures of over 70,000 pounds 
Per square inch were obtained without the 
slightest injury being caused to the gun. The 
initial velocities registered on the two firings 
were, respectively, 2,250 and 2,300 feot per 
second. 

In the language of THE TiMmes’s informant, 
‘these velocities are high when compared with 
the velocities obtained from steel built-up 
rifles, but it must not be forgotten that the 
Brown segmental wire gun is what, in artillery 
parlance, ia called a ‘high powder pressure 
gun,’ and that up to date no powder has been 
manufactured suitable for this gun. A brown 
prismatic powder, manufactured by Du Pont 
and intended for servicein a ten-inch modern 
rifle, has been employed in some of the firiigs 
of the past tew days. The powderin question 
was found to burn too quickly for service with 
the ordinary ten-inch gun. When tried in the 
live-inch Brown gun it gave better results than 
apy powder previously used. 

The unfit ten-inch gunpowder gave in the 
Brown tive-inoh gun an initial velocity of 2,250 
feet per second. The pressure recorded in ob- 
taining this yelocity was only 33,400 pounds 
per square inch. As the Brown gun has demon- 
strated its ability to withstand a pressure of 
double that, it is obvious that, witi a suitable 
powder, an initial velocity approaching close to 
3,000 feet per second should be obtained. A 
3,000-foot-per-second velocity will, of course, 
break all records made in America or abroad.” 

On the powder question this same gentleman 
stated that so,far as the official records showed,’ 
the new Leonard smokeless powder, an Amer- 
loan product, has given the best results. As an 
instance, he said, a thirteen-and-a-half-pound 
projectile fired with a oharge weighing two 
pounds and three and a half ounces had at 
tained the high muzzle velocity of 2,230 feet 

ersecond. The pressure registered with this 

ast velocity was 36,520 pounds per square 
inch. 

“The velocity of 2,230 feet per secon,” he 
continued, ** is a velocity of 300 feet per second 
greater than has ever been known by artiller- 
ists to have been obtained by a 3.2-ineh gun. 
Considering, then, that the length of the 
3.2-inch gun is only 26 calibres and the length 
of the Brown gun is 44 oalibres, it is ap- 
yee that an enormously high velocity can 

obtained from the Erown gun provided 
Leouard powder can be made suitable to use in 
the gun.” 

‘rhe fact that to date the breech system of the 
Brown gun has given no tronble is said to be 
something of a surprise to the ordnance exports 
at Sandy Hook. Many American and foreign 
officers of artillery prominenve have believed 
from the first that the brown block would jam 
as soon as high-pressure work egan in the 
gun. 


MRS. BONTANYI CHARGES FRAUD, 


Says Her Husband’s Divorce Was Obtained 





by Collusion. 


Hattie Bontanyi told Judge McAdam of the 
Superior Court yesterday that she had been en- 
trapped into a divorce by her husband and two 
lawyers, George Gallinger and Abraham Levy. 
The husband is Aurel Bontanyi, at one timo the 
President of a Harlem riding academy. 

Mrs. Bontanyi’s story is that her husband 
told her that his parents, who are said to be 
people of position in Hungary, were dispioased 
with his marriage, and threatened to cut off his 
allowance. He asked her to consent toa di- 
vorce, and promised to remarry her after he 
had arranged things with his fe:aily. Lawyers 
Gallinger and Levy, she says, acted, one for hor 
and the other for her husband. ' 

In due time the divorce was obtained, Mrs. 
Bontanyi says. She and Bontanyi, however. 
continued to live together. Sbe pressed 
Bontanyi for remarriage. He finally declined 
to carry out the bargain. 

Then she hunted up a lawyer and began & 
suit to have thé decree of divorce set aside on 
the ground ef fraud Tho ease came up before 
Judge McAdam yesterday. 

After Mrs. Bontanyi had told her story, Law- 
yers Gallinger and Levy took the stand. Mr. 
Gallinger said he had had absolutely nothing to 
do with the case. Mrs. Bontanyi had tried te 
engage him, Dut he had declined, as she would 
not pay the fee he asked. Mr. Levy told the 
Judge he knew nothing of any conspiracy. He 
had tried the case as every other case was tried 
and had no knowledge of fraud or collusion. 

The husband also denied that there had been 
any conspiracy. 

Judge McAdam took the case under advise- 
ment.

Lower prices were the rale en the Stock 
Exchange to-day, and the active stocks as 
a rule lost what they hed gained the day 
before. Trading was fairly active, with 
total transactions of close to 275,000 
shares. Sugar, St. Paul, General Electric, 
Reading, Western Union, Union Pacific, 
and Lead represented move than half the 
business of the day. 

Silver again displayed great weakness. 
On the Exchange early in the day certifi- 
cates for 53,000 ounces sold at 73. Thena 
lot representing 10,000 ounces changed 
hands at 71. The next sale was below 70, 
certificates for 50,000 ounces going for 69, 
and on the heels of this transaction came 
another, in which certificates for 75,000 
ounces were taken at 681g. That proved 
to be the lowest price at which a sale was 
made, 10,000 ounces more going at the 
same figure in the last hour. At the close 
67 was bid and 69 asked. The day showed 
a decline of 915 in the quotation for the 
certificates, the last previous sale having 
been made at 78. The commercial price of 
bar silver showed at the close of business 
adrop from 75 to 69 cents an ounce, al- 





though earliér in the day a sale was re- 
ported at 67 cents. Silver mining stocks 
were very weak on the Consolidated Ex- 
change, but little trading was done in 
them. On the Stock Exchange 200 shares 
of Ontario Silver Mining stock sold at 12 
and 100 at 10. At the close it was offered 
at 7. The last previous sale was at 121. 


The slump in silver helped to depress the 
stock market, which also suffered from the 
news of a small failure om the Exchange 
and a lessening of the talk «out the like- 
lihood of early gold imports. American 
Tobacco and United States Rubber pre- 
ferred made good gains, but there were few 
advances even of a fractional character on 
the rest of the list. All the active stocks 
were down. Lead, Western Union, and 
Union Pacific were new weak spote, the 
first declining 3 points, the second 24, and 
the third 2% points. Denver and Rio 
Grande felt the silver drop most directly 
and showed the effects in a decline of 24% 
points in the common stock and 6 in the 
preferred. Jersey Central dropped 4 points, 
to par, on transactions of 1,080 shares. At 
the close the market was at bottom prices 
for the day, 

Anticipated interest payments at the 
Sub-Treasury reached $750,600. Tele- 
graphic transfers of money to San Francis- 
co amounted to $190,000, while about 
$400,000 in small bills was exchanged for 
large bills turned in by the banks. A large 
part of this money will not be sent to the 
interior, however, but will be kept here 
for city uses. The movement to the inte- 
rior is now believed to be nearly, if not 
quite, offset by the repayment by Western 
banks of the advances made them from this 
city afew weeks ago. Chicago is figuring 
largely in the shipments to New-York. The 
Clearing House Loan Committee added 
over amillion and a quarter to the issue 
of certificates to the banks.

De Wolf Hopper Wanted Him, “ Parson” 
Davies Was Willing to Pay $300, but 
A. E. Kirby, for A. H. Moore of Phil- 
adelphia, Got Him for $305—To End 
His Days in Clover on a Stock Farns, 
with Museum Possibilities—Sheep and 
Dogs Sold Tamely. 


“Tong Jim” Conway, the shepherd of the 
Shoepfold in Central Park, beside the broad 
sweep of meadow land which the militia covet 
for a parade ground, received a large number of 
visitors yesterday morning. 

Shepherd Conway is not a man who follows 
fashion’s dictates, and he was attired in his 
usual costume of very long trousers, from 
which poeped out a generous pair of brogans, & 
blue jeans shirt, a suspender, and a large straw 
hat, fall of graceful curves, set upon his broad, 
brown brow. His sinewy hands were concealed 
in his pockets most of the time, and he regard- 
ed the swarm of speculative visitors to his de- 
Mesne with that gentle yet taclturn grace 
which always marks his bearing. 

Shepherd Conway also carried a pipe, but hoe 
pisyed no tunes upon it; it was not that sort of 
pipe. Atintervals he loaded it with a peculiar 
brand of short feed which he affects, and 
amoked it quietly. Ag the big clouds curled 
over his head in the olear air, his bronzed front, 
withits great bush of beard as it leoked out 
from the haze, was a suggestion of cloud-oom- 
pelling Jove. 

The crowd of visitors came to buy sundry 
bead of live stock, advertised in that daily 
official thunderbolt, the City Record, to be sold 
at auction by George P. Morgan for the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks. The offerings included 
some stray dogs,a Southdown ram, a lot of 
lambs. a nanny goat. with along, curved chin 
whisker and an aspect of ineffable peace, a pile 
of wool, and an old black donkey named Jack. 

This donkey’s alleged fame asa great friend of 
children has been loudly trumpeted lately, but 
pone of Shepherd Conway’s lieutenants said he 
believed that Jack had not done anything for a 
long time except haul an occasional load of 
topdressing for some of the lawns. 

The dogs to be sold were tied up beside the 
sheepfoid. There was a Newfoundland pup 
that showed distinctly a cross with a hound in 
his points; a young red Irish setter, whieh 
yelped incessantly in excitement at the sigbt of 
#0 unusual a crowd; a “Russian wolf hound,” 
and a big tan-colored dog, which looked more 
like a mastiff with a bull strain than a St. Ber- 
bard, although he was called by the latter name. 

Either dog fanciers were few in the crowd or 
the dogs were much more good for nothing than 
they looked, for the Newfoundland sold for 
$1.25, the wolf hound and the alleged St. Ber- 
nard for $1 apiece, and the setter pup for $3.50. 

The ram brought $15 and the lambe sold in 
small lots at prices manging from $8 to $15 each. 
George Gould’s farmer paid $65.50 for six 
lambs, and the representatives of Delancey 
Kane and Adolf Hupfel each bought what he 
called *‘a little jaz o' ram lambs,”’ at like con 
servative prices. The nanny goat with the sybil- 
line expression fetched $3.50. 

Then the auctioneer announced that he would 
gell Jack, the Gonkey made famous by free 
advertising, and with a great hullabaloo two 
grooms led Jack into the paddock, kicking and 
braying, and putting on a great many airs. 
Jack’s friends had decorated him with a back 
bianket made of a silk American flag, and fes- 
toons of the national colors were draped else- 
where upon his shaggy person. Two small 
bauners, blazoned with the golden hurp of Erin, 
were also disposed upon Jack’s back; one well 
forward upon his head, the other af. 

A number of theatrical managers were repre- 
sented in the crowd, ready to pay what they 
had to, to secure Jack as a walking gentleman 
for the coming season. De Wolf Hopper sent a 
man to pay $150, if necessary, for the brute, 
and the urbane “ Parson”’ Davies was on hand, 
with his sweetest smile, anxious to buy Jack 
fora ‘**Tom Show’ which he is to send upon 
the road within a few weeks. It may be ex- 


plained that all companies organized to present 
the thrilling national drama entitled ** Uncie 
Tom’s Cabin” areinvariably known as “ Tom 
Bhows”’ in the profession. 

Auctioneer Morgan started Jack at $50 on an 
alleged bid by letter from one Armstrong, 
otherwise unidentitied. Another bid of $60 was 
immediately made by somebody, and the bid- 
ding soon rap to $80, where it hung for a few 
moments. The auctioneer looked apout him in 
pained amazement. 

ee Why, what are youse gentlemen wor 
about?” nesaid. “The donk is worth $1,000 
of anybody’s money after the advertising he 
has had. Besides, he’s a genuine Irish jack, 
with a pedigree that runs back to Spain. That's 
what heis. He’s really a reg’lar Spanish jack 

with Irish training and sympathies, and you

After that the bidding went steadily up by 
five-dollar and ten-dollar jumps to $275, at 
which point it was seen that only two men were 
left in the race.

CHICAGO, Jane 28.—Brilliant weather and the 
silver collapse were too much of a combination for 
grain prices -to-day. Compared with last night 
wheat shows a loss of %o in July, and from ‘s to ‘4c 
in September, the greater decline in July represent- 
ing just so much added to the carrying charge. Corn 
lost lc # bushel and oats %40. Provisions wero 
tirmer for September, but weak for July, and the 
carrying charges ars more onerous than ever. To 
carry pork two months costs $1.10 # bbl. There 
was ajamp of 50 in the price of flaxseed. The IIli- 
nois Seed Company owns practically all the seed in 
store, which only amounts to 300,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 3,018,558 bushels a year ago. Not 


enough people are interested in the flax market 
speculatively to create a sensation; in other re- 
aspects all the elements of one are ‘in present ex- 
istence, 

Nobody seemed to want wheat. The pressure to 
sell July was unusually urgent and the «discount on 
September widened 60, a oe 4%*3c a few days 
ago. Thies naturally crea the impression that 
there was a good deal of July wheat not cared for, 
and that money was not so plertiful as it was 
thought it was afew days ago. All the crop news 
seemed more favorable; harvesting is becoming 
goueral, and cables were easy. The failure of a 
trust company at Minneapolis and rumors of other 
failures elsewhere added to the bearish feeling. Not 
only were local Jongs free sellers, but there were 
heavy selling orders here from the Northwest and 
from St. Louis, while the buying was slow and cau- 
tious. Cudahy, Orr, Logan, and Kennett & Hopkins 
were leaders on the selling side, and shorts were the 
principal buyers. 

‘The market reacted on Bradstreet’s report of a big 
decrease in the available supply. The opening was 
about »*@%c @ bushel lower, ruled weaker; prices 
farther deciined %4 0 for Jaly and ‘90 for September, 
held steadier, and the closing was ‘s@4c irom the 
bottom. 

The very favorable crop repoots and large receipts, 
together with the action of wheat, all tended to de- 
press corn. Opening trades were at 1g@ “40 decline, 
and under a moderate selling pressare and lack of 
demand, the market gradually sold off 2@%gc more. 
At the decline the demand improved a litte, and the 
market held steady, aud at the close had lost 1@) ‘ac. 

Offerings of oats were liberal. The best buying 
came trom shorts. Prices receded *@ 9c, and civsou 
at about the bottom. 

There was @ lively advance in the price of flaxseed, 
occasioned by bad reports of the growing flax crop in 
Dakota and the smallness of the stocks here. The 
shorts became alarmed, and practically one firm in 
the seed trade owning the entire stock here, they 
were able to get their own price for it, the result 
being an advanceof 5c # bushel since yesterday. 
This can scarcely be called a corner, but the result 
to people who have eold flax short amounts to the 
sane thing. 

Provisions are only slightly changed from last 
night after many fluctuations within a moderate 
range. The feature was the purchasing of lard and 
ribs by Wrightand the packers. ‘rade was on the 
whole light and spasmodic. 

Estimated reosipts for to-morrow: Wheat, 80 
cars; corn, 520 cars; oats, 240 cars; hogs, 24,000 
head. 

Freights were dull and casy; shippers held off and 
only bid 4c for wheat and lc for corn to Bulfalo, and 
cobarters for wheat were at yo. Through rates, lake 
and rail, to New-York were lower at 7490 for wheat 
and 7c for corn. :
